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^ i ^ H E Emperor Jilaleddeen Maliommed Akber, to wbofe regu- 
lations for tbe government of Hindoftan, and patronage of 
the Author, the World is indebted for the following Work, was 
the fixth in defcent from Timur, known in Europe by the name of 
Tamerlane. He was born at Amerkote in A. D. j 542 ; was pro- 
claimed emperor in 1556, being then thirteen folar years and four 
months old; and he died at Agra in 1^05, aged 63 years and one 
day, having reigned forty-nine years eight months and one day. 
His body lies interred in a magnificent maufoleum in the Cemetery 
of Secundra, near that city. 

He was univerfally efteemed a great and a good prince ; and was 
very fuccefsful, having in his reign made feveral conquefls, and re- 
duced to obedience almofl; all Hindoftan, which had revolted under 
his father and predeceffor Heraaioon. 
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The TRANSLATOR’S PREFACE, 


It is needlefs for me here to enter into a detail of the excellencies 
of Akber’s government, as his political talents, and unremitting 
attention to the happinefs of liis fubjefls, will beft appear from the 
regulations he eftablillted for every department of the empire. Nor 
lliould it be conlidered as a weak part of his charafter, that he wiFied 
to be regarded as one wlio was'under the influence of divine infpira- 
tion ; fince it is not unreafonablc to fuppofe, that his motives for 
endeavouring to inculcate this notion were purely political.

His hiftory has been written with great elegance and precifion by 
his Vizier Abulfazel, down to the 47th year of the reign ; at which 
period that great man was murdered by fome banditti on his return 
from the Decan, whither he had been deputed by the emperor upon 
fome weighty bufinefs. Abulfazel’s hiftory was.publifbed, under the 
title of Akbernameh, to which the Ayeen Akbery is a kind 
of fupplement, although in ilfelf a complete work. 

Mahommed Shereef Motamed Khan, the author of the 
Ekbalnameh Jehangeery, who wrote only fifteen years after 
the death of Akber, gives in his preface the following charafter of 
Abulfazel’s -hiftory : To the learned it is well known, that 

“ Alamy Sheikh Abulfazel, by the command of the emperor Jilal- 
“ eddeen Mahommed Akber, wrote the hiftory of that monarch, 

“ from the commencement of his reign, till the time of his own, 

“ death, and which he entitled Ahbernamzh. It is compofed of three 
“ volumes. The firft' volume confifts of a fummary account of the 
^ “ emperor’s 
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“ emperor’s anccRors. The fcconcl volume comprifes the occurrences • 
“ of Akber’s reign, from his acceflion to the throne, down to the 
“ 4.7lh year. And this volume is divided into two parts: The Rrft 
“ part contains tljc firfl thirty years, and llic fecond part begins 
“ with the 51ft year, and concludes with the 4.7th, the time of tlic 
“ author’s death. The third volume is the emperor’s inftitutes (or 
“ the Aycen Akbery). The whole of the firfl; volume, and the firfl: 
“ part of the fecond volume, arc written in modern language: but, 
“ in the fecond part of the fecond volume, and throughout the whole 
“ of 'the third volume, he endeavoured to write in ^hc flyle of the- 
carlieflPcrfian authors after Mahemmed •, which is not only harih 
“ and unpleafing to the car, ’out cannot be read or comprehended 
by the generality of readers, without great difilculty.” 

I HAVE made this quotation, not with a view of arrogating to 
myfelf a fuperiority of knowledge in Oriental literature, being per- 
feflly fenfiblc of my own infufiicicncy, but merely to bring proof 
of the difficulties I have had to encounter in tranflating an author, 
who in this part of his work is uncommonly obfeure, from having 
adopted a flyle that was almoft obfolcte two centuries ago. And, I 
truft, I fliall. hereby fecurc myfelf the candor and indulgence of all 
thofc who are capable of forming, a juft criticifm on my arduous- unr 
dertaking. 
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I HAVE rather avoided rendering this Tranflation .ftriftly literal, 
that 1 might not difguft the reader; but, at the fame time, I have 
endeavoured, to the heft of my abilities, to make the author fpeak 
in fuch a manner, as I conceive he would have done, had he written 
in Englilli ; never taking the liberty to obtrude any expreffion that 
is not to be found in the original, nor omitting any thing that can 
be deemed in the fmalleft degree effential to the grand defign of the 
work. In the original, every regulation is introduced by a prolufion 
of fulfome and laboured praifes of Akber, which to an Englilh. reader 
would be infufferable ; and therefore I have generally fupprelfed 
them. I have alfo entirely omitted Fizee’s poem of about fix hun- 
dred couplets, in particular commendation of every perfon who at 
that time held even the fmalleft office at court; as from the infigni- 
ficancy of the fubjefl, it would have made but a poor figure in 
Englilh profe. 

In a work which is intended merely for Englilh readers, I have 
not thought it right to pay any regard to the mode in which - 
D’Herbelot, and other European foreigners, have written Oriental 
names ; but have endeavoured to fpell them in fuch a manner, as 
may lead an Englilhman, as nearly as poffible, to pronounce them 
as they are fpoken in Hindoftan. It is only necelfary to remark 
here, that the letter a is always to be pronounced, broad, as in the 
words, J^a//, Hall, &c. The other vowels and the dipthongs need nO' 
illuftration.

Abul Fazel Mobareh rettirns thankfgiving unto the Almighty, by 
finging the praifes of royalty ; and for the inftruftion of thofe who 
fearch after knowledge and prudence, he records a few of the infti- 
tutes of the' Lord of the world (a)\ th.us tranfmitting unto all ages, a 
model of wifdom. Since the fum of his intentions is to fet forth the 
laws of royalty, it is neceffary that he Ipeak fomething of its exalted 
dignity, and defcribe the conditions of thole who are affiftants in 
this great office. 

Some with chearfulnefs take the road of obedience, by the light, of 
the king’s juftice ; whilft others, through the fear of .puniffiment, 
abftain from violence, and out of neceffity make choice of the path 
of reftitude. / ■. 

They call him a king who furpaffes his fellows, and who, by his • 
wifdom, is acquainted with the temperament of the world, and re- 
gulates his. adions by the ftate thereof. Out of the abundance of his 
patience he doth not depart from his ftation at the fight of anyim- . 
propriety ; neither is he difeouraged at an inconfiderate rebellion. 
By his liberality, the hearts of the high and of the low obtain their 
defires, fo that the needy never wait in painful expeftation. He is per- 
fedly refigned to the will of God, being confident of the equity of the 
divine difpenfations. He is not dejeded in adverfity ; and in prof- 
perity he doth not negled to return thanks unto God. He putteth , 
the reins of defire into the hands of reafon, and will not lofe hirafelf , 

in 


(a) meaning Atbei.. 
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in fccking after what is improper. He kccpclh his anger under the 
fubjedion of wifdom, to the end that blind rage may not get the up- 
per hand, nor inconfidcratenefs carry aught beyond its limits. He 
feateth himfelf on tlie eminence of humanity, that thofe who have 
fwerved from their duty may liavc a way left to return without be- 
ing expofed to ignominy; and in his behaviour there is fuch condef- 
cenfion, that the petitioner feems to be the judge, and himfelf the 
fuitor for juftice. He confidcrs the happinefs of his people as the beft 
means of plcafing the creator; but he never feebs to pleafc the peo- 
ple in contradiction to reafon. He is ever fearching after thofe v.'ho 
fpcak truth, and he is not difplcafcd v.’ith words that are bitter in 
appearance, but fwcet in efied. He confiders the nature cfihe fpeech, 
and the rank of the fpcakcr. He is not contented m that foieiy hfm- 
fclf doth not commit violence; but he fees that no injufJee is co.-r- 
mitted within his realm. He is continually attentive to the health 
of the body-politic, and applies remedies to tne fr'-'era* cneate: tnereon 
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and Merchants hold the place of air, as from their labours and tra- 
vels the bleffings of God become univerfal, and the breeze of con- 
tentment gives vigour and freflinefs to the tree of life. The Learn- 
ed, fuchas tlie philofopher, thephyfician, the arithmetician, the geo- 
metrician, and the aftronomer are like water, refrefhing the world 
with the ftreams of art and fcicnce. Hufbandmen and Labourers re- 
femblc earth, and by their exertions tlie capital ftock of life is com- 
pleted, Confcquenlly a king is a perfon who having put each of thefe 
in their proper place, ftrives to make the world flourilh and regu- 
lates the degree of truft by the degree of ability ; when certainly con- 
fufion will hide its head in non-exiftence; for this mixture will pro- 
duce a due temperament. 

And as the grand political body is temperately adjuhed by four 
kinds of men, fo likewife is the royal palace. The army regardlefs 
of themfelves make no account of their lives in the field of battle ; 
and thefe fortunate men arc in the king’s court in the place of fire , 
being the enlighteners of the hearts of his friends, and the deftroyers 
of his enemies. At the head of this number is the Vakeel, who has 
acquired wifdom in the fourth degree of perfeflion. He L the em- 
perors lieutenant in all matters • and by his management . and pene- 
tration, the grand affairs of the nation are fet in order. Promotion, 
and degradation ; appointment and difmiflion, depend on his good plea- 
fure. Therefore he mull polfefs great experience, wifdom, nobility 
of mind, honefty, liberality, and confummate patience ■, he mult 

entirely 
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entirely divefl: himfelf of prejudice, and behave with equal compla- 
cency towards relations, llrangcrs, friends and enemies. He muft 
be eloquent,, intelligent in bufinefs, a f]jcakcr of truth, well-bred, 
capable of giving advice, faithful, vigilant, and long-flghtcd. He 
fhould be well verfed in the arts of government, and be privy to the 
fccrets of tlic date, tliat in bufinefs there may be noobftruflion. He 
fhould not fuffer his mind to be diftrnflcd by the multi])licity of his 
affairs, but fliould confider it as his duty to promote the wiflies of 
others. All his a&ions flxould be founded on the bafis of integrity, 
and a due regard to (he different ranks of men. Defirous of attach- 
ing to himfelf the hearts of all perfons, he treats even his inferiors 
with refpeS. He takes care not to commit impropriety in converfa- 
tion, and guards himfelf from b.ad aflions. And although he is not 
the immediate fuperintendant of the finances, yet as the heads of all 
the offices make their reports to him, it is ncccffary that he be him- 
felf acquainted with the particular fluty of each. The Mccr Mahl, 
tlie keeper of the fcal, tlic Meer Hukhdiy, the Youbeghy, ihcKour- 
beghy, the Meer Tuzck, tlie Mccr Behr, the Mccr Ber, the Mccr 
Munzil, theKhanfalar, thcMoonfliy, the Koofkbcghy, andthcAkh- 
tah Beghy ( h) arc included in this divifion. 

The affiflants of viflory, tlic collcidors of the revenues, and tliofc 
who arc entrufied with the management of the receipts and difburfe- 
ments of governrnent fefcmblc wind, cither a lieart-rejoicing breeze,, 
or a hot peflilcntial blaft. The head of. this divifion is the Vizier, 

whofe 


(i) All tlicfc offices arc cxjilained in (lie courfe of the work. 
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wliofc ofUcc is equivalent to that of Dewan, He is manager of tlie 
finances, grand ireafurer and aecomplant. He mufi be a perfon of 
difiinguiflicd u-ortli, fkilfiil in arithmetic, free from avarice, circum- 
fix;61 and abflinent; adivc in bufiiufs, and pofieffed ofa’plcafing and 
clear fiylc of writing ; a fjjcaker of truth, of ftrifl honefiy, with an 
agreeable manner ; and lie /liould avoid precipitancy in bufinefs. He 
is alfo the recorder, and kecjier of tlie archives. He explains many 
intricate points of bufinefs that happen to the Mufiofy, and what- 
ever is beyond his ability is referred to the Vakeel. The Mufiofy, 
the writers of the wafie book, and of the journal, the MeerSaman, 
the fujierintcndant of the offices, and the Dewan of the offices; to- 
gether with the MuflrrefTofthc trcafury, the Wakch Navees and the 
Aumil of thcKhalfah arc under his orders, and a61 by the force of his 
wifdom. Some princes reckon the Vizarct a part of the Vakalet, 
and fometimes from not being able to find a perfon qualified for the 
office of Vakeel, they make choice of feme one who has a tafte of his 
qualities, whom they appoint MuflrrcfT Dewan and he is higher in 
rank than the Dewan, and lower than the Vakeel. 

The companions of the prince, whofe advice he follows in affairs 
of moment, refemble water. When they are of a mild temperament 
they wafli off the dufi of affliRion from the hearts of the diftrelfed, and 
diffufe frefhncfs and delight. But if they depart from moderation, 
they inundate the world with a deluge of calamity, fo that num- 
.bers are overwhelmed by the billowy waves of misfortune. At the 

head 
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head of ihofc is the philofophcr, wliohy the depth of his wifdom and 
the foundnefs of his morals, llrivcs to infufc virtue into mankind. 
And the Sudder, and the Mccr Adel, the Cazy, the phyfician, the 
aftrologer, the poet, and the foothfaycr arc of tlic number of thofc 
fervanls .-who adorn the portico of the kingdom, and arc ncccffary for 
the fervicc of the prcfencc. 

The menial fervants, who perform the duties about the royal per- 
fon, arc in the place of earth. If they arc free from impurities and 
alloy, tliey arc the elixir of the body •, otlicrwifc tlicy arc its dcflruc- 
tion. The lackeys, the Kcwircliv, tlic Sherbetdar, tlic Abdar, tlic 
Tuflickchy, the Kcrkcrah, and fuch like, are included in this num- 
ber. And as the monarch adjufls the political body by a wife ar- 
rangement of ranks, fo is his court projx.rly regulated by a judicious 
mixture of thefe. 

The fagesof ancient times, have delineated tlse four elcmcntsof mo- 
narchy after lire following manner. Firfl, an upright intendant of 
the finances, who is the proteflor of the liufliandman, and all tlic 
fubjeds of the ftatc, and who incrcafcs the revenues, by caufing the 
kingdom to flourifli. Second, the commander in cliief of tlie troops, 
v.’ho acquits himfelf to the fatisfadion of all. Third, the cliief jufticc, 
free from corruption and avarice, '^vho feating himfelf on the emi- 
nence of circunifpedion and invtfiigation, does his utmoft to come 
at the truth, and decides wiili find impartiality. Fourth an intel-

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ligencer, who.' will trahfrmt the news of the world without addition 
OP diminution), being/ polTeffed. of- integrity; and penetration., 

It' is^ moreover incumbent oh a' king to make himfelf acquainted 
with the five kinds of, men, of whom the world' is jcompofed : . Firfi:,. 
the moft commendable perfon is he who makes- choice of the prope- 
reft time for every bufmefs, and whofe goodnefs benefits others. Such 
an one) is thefitteft- perlhn for a king to confult in the arrangements 
of government. Second) 'one 'who poflefles the fame abilities as the' 
perfon above defcribed, but who does not communicate benefit to 
others. Although it may be proper' to Ihow him kindnefs and -ref- 
pe(j):, yet hc'doth not rherit any degree of confidence. Third, a fim- 
pl'e perfon,' who doth neither good nor- harm. Although he be not 
worthy- of greatnefs, yet he deferves to live at his eafe; Fourth, the 
i'nconfiderate man, who injures himfelf without hurting others. Him* 
'the king fliould difappoint in his expeSations, and bring into the 
road of virtue by good advice, and fevere- reprehenfion. Fifth, he 
whofe nature is vicious, and whole bafe cohduft injures others. If ad- 
vice and reprehenfion, do not amend him, he fliould'be confined fepa- 
rate from mankind'; and' provided' this treatment doth not awaken 
him to a fenfe of his error, let him be baniflied the city; and if even 
this doth not reform him, they fiiall deprive him of fight and cut off 
his limbs, but they may not take away his life. The fages confider- 
ing the human form as the- work of God, have not given permiflion 
for its deftruflion. 


He 
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He is a juft king who, having followed the light bf knowledge and 
■penetration, hath made himfclf acquainted With the ranks of meh, arid 
regulates bufinefs accordingly. And from hence it is, that the fages 
of ancient times lia'i^c faid, thbfc are themoft illuftribus princes'who 
mount the ftecd ofwifdoiii. They admit not into their fervicc any 
low people •, but a:lways riiakc choice of thofc whom they kno'vv to 
be worthy of the ftation. Tlicy do not judge every one fit to be ad- 
mitted to their prefcncc every day. And thofc who are fo bfjiecially 
favoured as to have daily admittance, are not therefore deemed wor- 
thy of a near ftation. Neither is every one wlio is fit for a near fta- 
tibn, to be admitted into their jirivacy. Nor arc all thofc who are 
admitted into privacy, allowed to be feated in the auguft aifembly. 
And of thofe who arc fo fortunate as iu be permitted to fit in the, au- 
guft affembly, every one is not to be treated with familiarity : Nor 
are all familiar companions to have a place in the cabinet council of 
ftate affairs. 


Praife be unto God ! the exalted monarch of our own time is fo en- 
dowed with thefe laudable difpofitions, that it is not exaggeration to 
fay he furpaffes all the fages of antiquity. From the light of wif- 
dom he difeovers the ranks of men ; and by the rcSitude of his con- 
du£l he adds fplendor to his underftanding by the performance of lau- 
dable aftions. Who is it that is able to meafure the extent of his 
virtues ! They are not only beyond expreffion, but even exceed con- 
ception. It is better that I make not the attempt, but point out a

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few intelligible wonders, by fetting forth his regulations for the houle- 
hold ; for the orderirig of the army ; and- for the profperity of the 
kingdom ; upon which three things depend the glory of a monarchy 
hereby preparing a rich gift for the intelligent who feek after know- 
ledge. Thofe who are verfed in, ancient hiftory, wonder how kings, 
of former times governed without fu.ch a wife rule of conduQ:.

H e is of the nobleft charaQer, who fubdues his paffions, and 
behaves with propriety to all ranks of men. He' who poffef- 
fes not thefe qualifications ought not to engage in ftrife, but obferve 
a peaceable conduft. 

True greatnefs gives attention to the minutise of bufinefs, as well 
as to capital affairs ; he who hath not capacity to comprehend the 
whole, ought to make choice of one or two intelligent, diligent, 
and virtuous men, and be guided by their advice. 

The wife efleem not him a king, who confines his attention to 
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■great affairs, becaufe fycophants abound, who ftrive to place things 
•in a falfe light, in order to prejudice the virtuous, ^and thereby pro- 
mote their own particular interefts. THeigood prince refufes not his 
attention to themoft trivial points ; and, by the grace of God, 'he is 
able to attend both to his temporal, and eternal concerns like the 
king of our time, who, contrary to the maxims of former monarchs, 
( they having thought it derogatory to their greatnefs) - makes him- 
felf converfant with the particular duties of the feveral offices, and 
eftablilhes proper regulations for every. department. 

The fuccefs of this vaft undertaking depends upon two things ; 
Firft, wifdom and forefight'to difcover what is proper to be done. 
Second, committing the execution thereof to men of integrity.

It is univerfall}'- agreed, that the nobleft employments are the rc.- 
formation of the manners, of the people-, the advancement of agricul- 
ture ; the regulation of the offices and the difeipline of the army. 
■And thefe defireable ends are not to be attained without ftudying to- 
pleafe tlie people joiried with good management- of the finances, 
and an exafl: oeconomy in the expenccs of the ftate. But when all 
tliefe are kept in view, every clafs of people enjoys, profperity. 

When his maj'efiy firft began to give a little attention to thefe 
weighty concerns, Atamcd Khan, an eunuch of the royal palace, was 
dignified with befitting titles, and entrufied with his inmoft fecrets.; 
whereby a few of the royal intentions were gradually introduced ia- 
to praflice. 

The royal. domains, and ihe Jag heer lands were feparated, and a- 
colltflor appointed over every crore of Dams, to each of whom a trea-

When this mode was eftabliJhcd, there was appointed a grand trea- 
furer with a Darogha and clerks.

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Tin: following cnnoin wnr. alfo inlrodncctl. When the provin- 
cial (rrafuric!. had nrcnintilalcd the fnm of a lack of d.vns, they fent 
the money to court, which, together with tlieir accounts, was dc- 
iivered to the grand treafnrer. 

7'ni:i!i: was alfo ajjjvainted ireafnrers, and officers under them, for 
tlie for reverfion*;, for offering';, and for the monies ufed in 

weighing the roy.'.l ix:rfon ami lor charitable donations. And to 
tliofi; who had charge of the money for difljurfcinents, was delivered, 
from thegrand treafnrer, whatever was rcijuifite for their cxpcnccs. 

In /’•>;;/ and ’Jtn-jn iliere is only one treafnrer, which ncccffarily 
creates great diflicnliy in making invefligations ; but here the wealth 
is foexcelfive, and the bnfincf) fo tmiltifurin and exicnfive, that tlicrc 
are twelve (reafnries; Nine for the different kinds of fpccies, and 
three for llic jewels, the jilatc and inlaid work. Befides which, there 
are diflinfl treafurics for every office, whofc number is near one hun- 
dred. And there are kej)t, daily, monthly, quarterly, and yearly 
accounts of the receipts and difijiirfements. Alfo, by the command 
of his majcfly, aperfon of known integrity keeps ready in the Bar- 
gah-aiim (d) fomc gold and filver for the neccffitons, that their wants 
may be relieved without delay. Moreover there are always ready ih 
•the palace a crore of dams, every thoufand ofwhich are kept in bags, 
which tliey call filifali, and thclb when hca]x:d together are called a 
U'lnsc.

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Besides allthefej there is a fum ofmoney-intrufted tofome of, the 
nobility, part of which is always carried in a purfe which they call 
belilali ; and from hence it arifes that this is ufually called curch beh- 
lah, or the expences of the purfe. Thislaft is likewife one of his ma- 
jefty’s righteous inftitutions. Would to God he might live a- thdu- 
fand years for the happinefs of his people !

PKOviDENCE 'has beftowed on men gold, filver, and copper, for 
the equitable adjuftment of their tranfaftions with each other. And 
princes in order to give currency to thofe metals have eftablilhed mints, 
the fuccefs of which depends on the dkill and integrity of the officers. 

The Officers of the mint are, ift. Tlie Darogha who muft be a. 
man of authority, knowledge,, andintegrity to comprehend the whole,, 
and keep every individual to the faithful difeharge of his duty. 

2d. A Sernf viffio is perfectly acquainted with the art of affaying 

1 

metals, and who will execute the bufmefs of his office with honefiy. 
In this glorious reign there are a number of fkilful Srrqfs and by the 
attention of his majefly, gold and lilver are refined to the higheft 
degree of purity. 

In Perfia they do not know-above ten degrees of finenefs, whicli 
they call dehecs. In Hindojlan they have 12 degrees, wliich they call 
barah hanny. Formerly the old hun, which is a gold coin current in 
WiG -Decau, they reckoned at 10 bannees • but his majefiy has now 
fixed it at S-|. ' And the gold round dinar oPKhofru jiHaiy which 
, they received for 12 bannies, now lirrns out only lo^. 

Those who arc experienced in the bufinefs have written hifiories 

of 
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of lliis matter, and in tlicir fables confidcr this gold as the effcO: of 
alcliym^, for fay they gold ore docs not come up to tliis fincncfs. 
They know not that when gold is put into fufion, fmall particles fc- 
parate from it and mix with the allies, and that although the igno- 
rant make no account of this, yet the Hcilful recover ilic metal there 
from. Although gold ore be made malleable, is calcined, and even 
reduced to allies, yet by a certain operation it is brought back to its 
original ftatc, with a little lofs. 

Biitiivary or the Touch-Needles. _ 

Ix this country the Scrajs know the degree of fmenefs from the 
colour and brightnefs of the metal ; but for the fatisfaflion of others 
this grand rule has been introduced. The bunvary is compofed of 
a number of bars of copper or fuch like metal, on the point of every 
one of which is lixcd a fmall piece of gold, and the degree of purity 
written thereon. 

When they want to alTay the newly imported gold they draw on 
the touch ftonea line of that, and a line of the buinvary^ and by com- 
paring them together, they difeoyer the degreedt is of There are 
alfo other methods of alfaying gold.

If he weighs loo 
jilaly gold Mohurs, he takes a fee of li dam ; for 1000 Rupees in fil- 
ver, 6 dams ip cheeteh ; and for 1000 dams oi copper he takes 1 1 chee- 
tels j and after this rate according to the quantity. . 

8th. Melter of the Metal before it is refined. He makes trenches of 
different fizes in a bed of clay, which he moiftens with oil, and pours 
into them the melted gold and filver to cafl them into ingots. For 
copper, inftead of anointing with oil, he fprinkles the moulds with 
allies. .

At this day,> Mollana Aly Ahmed of Dchly, 
who has not his equal irt any country, cuts different kind.s of letters 
in fteel, in fueh a manner as equals the writing of (he mod Jlcilful 
mailers. He holds the rank of an Toozhajiy, and two of his men are 
in the mint, each of whom has a monthly falary of 300 dams.

Silver is alloyed with lead, tin, and copper. 

In Iran, and T’uran, the higheft degree of finenefs thereof is alfo 
called ten Dehee. The Serafs of Hindoftan call the higheft degree 
9.0 Bifwahs^ and, according to the alloy, it defcends in degree; but 
it cannot be made lefs than five, and none is ufed bafer than ten. 
The Ikilful can difcover from the colour, with what the fuperficial 
part is alloyed, and, by the file and punch, is learnt the quality of 
the infide. They alfo try it by heating it in the fire, when, upon 
throwing it into water, blacknefs denotes lead , rednefs, copper 
a whitifh-cinder colour, tin; and according as it is more or lefs. 
white, the greater or lefs is the proportion of filver. 

T‘he Method of refining Silver. 

They dig a hole, and havitig fprinkled in it a fmall quantity of 
the afiies of field cow-dung, they filF it with -the afbes of Babool 
wood; then they moiften it, and work it up into the fiiape of a 
difii, or coppel. Into this they put the adulterated' fi'lver, together 
with an equal quantity of lead, after the following manner; Firft,

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they put -with tlic filver a fourtli part of tlic Icail, and, furroundlng 
the coj'j>el with coals, blow ilie lire till llu: metals are melted-, this 
operation they repe.at as often as is neceflary : but, in moR in- 
ftanccs, four times are required. The jirools of the metal being 
pure, are, tlie brightnefs tliereof, and its l)eginning to harden on 
the fuies. When it is hardened in the middle, they fprinl.le it with 
water, avhen, if a flame illucs from it, it i:- arrived at tlic defired 
degree of hnenefs. And if they melt this mafs again, there will be 
loft half a Ji;:!!}' in every or 6 j\ri//:.:hs and e Jiuttces in too 

1‘d iths. The copjxd becomes a kind of litharge, winch, in the 
Hindofiany language, they call Kchul, and in Perfian, Kisiich; the 
ufe of wliich will be hereafter exjdained. 

Out of the too loJahs of fuch refined filver, r, IiLiJJ:dis and 5 
Rdtfcs arc taken for the Kiui-Jli. after whit h t]:e Airay-mafier marks 
the mafs with a fiamp, that it may not be altered or exchanged. 

Fon.MF.n i.Y, filver was alfu afl'aycd by the Bunivary\ now it is 
c.'ilculalcd after the following manner. If, by refining too 7 (i/../o

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15th. The Koorjkooh, having heated the refined filver, hammers 
till it has loft all fmell of the lead. His. fee for the weight of 1000

i6,th. The ChaJJmeegeer^ affays the refined gold and filver, after

Having made two l"olalis of the refined gold into eight plates, 
he, in the fame manner as has been before defcribed, ftratifies them 
with faltpetre and brlck-duft, and furrounds them with cow-dung, 
to which he fets fire. After that, having wafhed the plates, he 
melts them •, and if they have not loft any thing by the above 
operation, the gold is arrived at the greateft degree of purity.

For filver, he takes one Tolali^ with a like 'quantity of lead, 
which he puts together into a bone crucible, and keeps it on the 
fire till the lead is all burnt. Then having fprinkled the filver with 
water, he hammers it till it has loft all fmell of the lead ; and 
having again melted it in a new crucible, he weighs it, and if it 
has loft half a Rutty, it is fufliciently pure.-, otherwife he melts it 
again till it comes to that degree.

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ninfs. Then having again melted lliofc grains, with the remaining 
copper, in a crucible, they fcl it to cool in the fiiadc. And, for 
every 'tohh of this mixture, two MaJJiahs and two Rut lea of Ilcpar 
fulphur arc ufed; fo that too 'Rolahs require 6 Chat lacks (c). 

WiiEK it lias been thrice melted in this manner, there ajqicars 
on the furfacc a whilifli kind of afites, whicli is the filvcr. 7 'liis is 
taken off and kept feparate; and its procefs flinll hereafter he re- 
lated. 

When the mixture of gold and filvcr has 'been thus melted fix 
times with the cojipcr and the llepar fuljihur, it is called, in the 
dialcfl of Punjab, Kyeh, and in the city of Dchly, Piiijer. If in tlie 
above mixture there was a large proportion of gold, it will turn 
out 6^ Banny •, but it often haiipens that this Pinjer turns out only 
4. or 5 Banny. 

In order to refine, this gold,’ one of tlic following methods miift 
be ufed : Either they mix 50 Tolahs of this with 4.00 “Polahs of pure 
gold, and refine it according to the SzJony procefs-, or clfc they ufe 
tlic Ahiiy procefs.

In the beginning of this incomparable reign, gold was coined in 
many parts of the kingdom in the royal name; now none are. ftrack 
excepting at the four following places; Firft, the capital Agra: 
2d, Bengal: 3d, Ahmedabad, in Gujerat. ; 4_th, .CabuL , Silver and 
copper, befides being coined at the four above-mentioned places, are 
alfo ftruck in ten other cities, viz. Illhabafs, Agra, Owjain,. Surat, 
Dehly, Patna, Caftimeer, Lahoor, Multan, and Tandah. And in 
the following twenty-eight places, only copper, viz. Ajmeer,.,O wedh, 
Attock, Allore, Badawur, Benaris, Behker, Behreh, Putten, Jownr 
poor, Jalendehr, Seharungpoor, Sarungpoor, Serabehl, Kennaje, 
Rehntore, Herdewar, Hiflar Feerozeh, Galpee, Gualiar, Goruckpoor, 
Eelonwer, Luckhnow, Mundow,,Nagore, Sirkind, Seealhoote,-,. and 
Serownj. 


A GREAT 
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A GKEAT deal of traffic is carried on intli is flouriffiing country- 
in Mohurs, as -well as in Rupees and Dams. 

The firft time that the reins of government were in the liands 
of Rajah Tudcrmull, liis majefty gave currency to four kinds of 
Mohurs : ift, the Laal Jilaly^ Weighing one Tolak 13^ Hut lees, 
which was of the greateft degree of finencfs, and in value 4,00 
Dams, ad, the Mohur, which-in the beginning of this reign they 
had made of the weight of 1 1 Majhahs, and it palfcd Current Under 
three degrees. When of full weight, its value was 360 DaniS and 
if after a time there was worn away the weight of tlirce grains of rice, 
they ftill accounted it of the firft degree, and made no difference between 
them. What was deficient from four to fix of fuch grains, llicy 
made of the fccond degree, and its value was 355 Darvs. And if 
from fix to nine grains were loft, it was then reckoned of the third 
degree, and its value was 350 Dams. And whatever was of fliorler 
weight than the latter, was received as bullion. 

Rupees were alfo current after three degrees : ift, the fquarc 
Rupee of pure filver, iz^ Majhahs in weight, which they called 
Jilaly, in value 40 ^ams. And the old round Rupee of Ahbsr Shah, 
•which when of full weight and until one Rnttec fliort weight, was 
valued at 39 dams. That which was two Ruttecs deficient was rated 
at 38 dams, and whatever was of Ihorter weight than this was receiv- 
ed as bullion.

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Again, on the iith of the month Mehei\ and in the 29th year 
of thexeign, Azededdowlah Emeer Fattahullah Sheerazy, coming at the 
head of affairs, the royal orders were iffued, that on the Mohurs, as 
far as 3 grains, and on the Rupees, as far as 6 grains Ihort weight, 
no account Ihould be taken, but that they ihould be reckoned of 
full weight-, and that whatever were more deficient, the excefs 
fliould be taken: And that after 9 grains deficiency, they fliould 
not be accounted of the fame kind. According to this regulation, 
z Mohur that was one deficient, was worth 3^^ Dams^ and 

fomething more and the value of one Rutty oi coined gold, they 
calculated at 4. Ectnis^ and fomething lefs. According to the regu- 
lations of Tudermull, for the deficiency of one Rutty they took five 
Bams ; and for whatever was deficient as far as three grains and a 
half, they made no further account; but upon a deficiency of i|- 
Rutty, they took Bams fiiort weight; and even exafted this 
deficiency from thofe that were not come up to that limit. Accor- 
ding to this latter regulation, by taking fomething lefs than 6Bams, 
the value of the third degree becomes 353 Bams, and fomething 
more. Alfo the round Rupee, which, although there be no differ- 
ence between it and the Jilaly, either in weight or finenefs, they 
had eftimated at one Bam lefs, was now fixed at. 40 Bams, until 
one Rutty fhort of weight. And 2 Rutties Ihort of weight, which 
before they' reckoned two Bams, is hereby made one Bam, and 
fomething more. 


When 
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When Azededdowlali was fent toKandees, Rajah Tuderraull made 
the price of Gold Mohurs to be cftimated in Rupees ; and the defi- 
ciency on the Mohurs and Rupees, from his obftinate difpofition, he 
again fixed at the old rates. 


When Kulij Khan came to the head of affairs, he confirmed what 
the Rajah had' done, excepting that the fliort- weight Mohurs, upon 
which the Rajah exaQed 5 Dams, he caufed to be 'eftimated in re- 
ceipts and payments at 10 Dams deficiency ; and as far as i-i Rutly 
20 Dams, and whatever were more deficient than Rutty, to be 
reckoned as bullion. 

The king’s mind being at this time occupied by a multiplicity 
of affairs, he paid little attention to this bufinefs, till, after having 
received fome intimation of the matter, he, on the zBth of the 
month Behvien, and the 36th year of his reign, adopted another 
mode. He ordered that the Mohur of three grains, and the Rupee 
that, was fix grains deficient, fliould no longer be reckoned of full 
weight. - And this regulation was the only effedtual method that 
could have been taken for Ihortening the hands of 'mean mercenary 
wretches j becaufe that if the officers of the mint coined money of 
fuch deficiency in weight, or the treafurers reduced the coins of full 
weight to this quantity of deficiency, there was no remedy. And 
alfo fhamelefs thievifh people dipt the coin •, and Mohurs deficient 
three grains, they reduced to fix grains deficiency •, and thofe of fix 
V O L. I. ^ grains, 
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grains, they made nine grains deficient. Thus, by incrcafing tlie de- 
ficiency of the coin, they defrauded the ftate of a great deal of gold. 

By the command of his majefty, tiicy made grains of agate, wliich 
were ordered to be ufed in weighing : And during the fame montli 
and year many otlier efforts were exerted. It was alfo ordered, tliat 
the treafurers and the colleflors of the revenues fhould not demand 
any particular fpecies of coin from ihtRyotts', but that whatever 
was the deficiency in weight or ftandard, fhould be taken exadly,. 
according to the prefent rate, and no more.. 


Of Dirhems and Dinars. 

Having given fome account of the immortal coins, I fliall here- 
add a few particulars regarding thefe two pieces of money. 

Dirhem, which they alfo call Dirham, is a filver coin. Origi- 
nally it was of tlie fliapc of a date ftonc; in ihc KJialifat o[Oinai\ it 
was changed into a round form y and in the time of Yuolicr,- it was. 
was impreffed wiili the words Allah (God) aud Bcrhet (Blefling). — 
diejaj impreffed it witli the Soorah Ehhlafs, (g) and fome fay tliat he 
flampcd his own name on it. Others affert, that the lirfi perfon 
v.'ho flampcd an impreffion on Dirhems was Omar. According to- 
others,

others in the time otAbdalniaJeliMenvan^-Gvctk Dirhems,' and thofe of 
the Khojroes, and of Himar were in ufe, and at his command Hejaj 
Ttifef ftruck Dirhems . , Some fay that Hejaj refined the bafe Dir- 
hems, and ftamped on them Allah Ahed (God is fingle) and Allah Sa- 
med (God is eternal) and thefe were called the abominated Dirhems, be- 
caufe the facred name was thereby expofed to the touch of unclean 
perfons. And afterwards, Omar Ebn Hohecrah, coined in Erah Dir- 
hems like thofe o{ Hejaj. Then Khaled Ebn Abdallah Kajhery, who 
was governor of Erah improved them. And after that TufeJ Omar, 
brought them to the higheft degee of purity. 

Again it is faid that Majjaeb EbnZohier was the.firft perfon who 
ftampedDir/;eOT^ and, there are different accounts of their weights, fome 
faying that they were of lo,' or 9, or 6, or 5 Mijkals, and others relate 
that they w;ere of 2 o Keerats 1 2 Keerats and \ o Keerats weight, and that 
Omar, took a Dirhem of each kind and formed a coin of 14. Keerats, 
being the third part of the aggregate fum. 

It is likewife faid that in the time of Omar, there were current 
feveral kinds of Dirhems of 8 dangees which they called Beghaly after 
Rajs Beghal who was the affay mafter, and who ftruck Dirhems by the 
command of Omar. Others fay that they are called Beghaly from a 
town of that name : And that the Dirhems o^^Dangs called Jebry, 
thofe of 3 Dangs called Mughreby, and thofe of one Dang, named Te- 
meny, were formed into one coin.

Of this number is Sefniil Ru, which the nnlivxs of Hincloftan call 
Kanfeh ; ami it, is a compofition of four feers of copper, and one fecr 
of tin melted together. . . 

Rowee is made of four feers of copper, and feer of lead ; and 
tliis is called in Hindoftan, Buhngar. 

Berikj (brafs), inliindoftany, Pcetol, is of three kinds ; Onckind 
is malleable- without being heated in the lire, and it is made of two 
feers of copper and one feer and a half of Roohtootcea : Tlic otiier 
kind is not malleable, and it is ufcd.in calling. This is compofed 
•of two feers of copper and one fecr and a half of Roohtootca. 

Seem Suckhte]!, is compofed of filvcr, lead, and copper. It is 
of a deep colour, and very bright, and is ufed in filvering. 

PIuFT JoASii. Where Roohtootca is not to be had, this is made 
of the other fix met^s. Some call this Taleckoon ; and others take 
this to be a fiRitious kind of copper. 

UsHT Djmit, is a compofition of eight ingredients, viz. the fix 
metals aboye mentioned, together with Roohtootcea and Kanfeh. 

CoWELPUTTER, which is compofed of two feers of Sefaid Ru, 
and one feer of copper, is a very elegant and beautiful compofition. 
It is an invention of his prefent majefty. 

V O L. I. - 
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Of the fpccific Gravities of Metals. 

All metals are compounded of vapour and exhalations, which are 
formed of the four elements : confequently, that mixture, where-' 
in there are abundance of fire and air, will be comparatively lighter 
than thofe which abound wiih watery and earthy particles. So that 
cubes of equal fizes of each kind of metal will differ from one another 
in weight, in the following degrees.

And this is called the fpecific difference. 

Some calculate with water after the following manner: 

They fill a veffel with water, and put into it, feparately, loo 
Milkals of each kind of metal, and from the quantities of water 
thrown out upon the introduction of the metals, are found the 
fpecific differences between them. -That metal which retains the 
largeft quantity of water in the veffel is the heavieft ; and, on the 
contrary, that which ejedts the greateft quantity is the lighteft. 


Thus 
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Thus tlic cjcflcd water of the before-mentioned filver will be 
9^ Mifkalsj and the gold will tlirow out 3! MiHcals. And when 
the quantity of water ejcflcd is fubtradted from the weight of the 
metal in air, the remainder is the liydroflatic wciglit. 

The fcalcs of the air balance arc both fufpended in air : Thofc 
of the hydroftatic one are on tlie furface of tlie water ; when, 
whichfoever of the two bodies placed thereon is rjjecifieally iieaviefl, 
will quickly make the other kick tire beam. And if oiic of the 
fcales be placed on the furface of the water, and tlic other in the 
air, the fcalc wliicli is in ihc air will inevitably fink lowed ; be- 
caufc the air being rarer than the water, cannot fupport its fcalc. 

If the water ejefled be Icfs than the weight of tlie body im- 
merfed, that body will fink in water; and if the water exceeds the 
body in weight, it will float on its furface ; but if the water and 
the body arc of equal weights, it will fink till its furface comes 
even with that of the wa.tcr. 

For the further illuflration hereof, Abu Rihan A 1 Birouni f/J 
has left us the three following Tables.

"ihe Haratn^ or Seraglio. 

There is in general great inconvenience arifing from a number 
of women j but Lis majefty, out of the abundance of his wifdom and 
prudence, has made it fubfervient to public advantage; for by con- 
trafling marriages with the daughters of the princes of Hindoftan .and 
of other contries, he fecures himfelf againft infurreflions at home, 
and forms powerful alliances abroad, . 



The Haram is an enclofure of fuch an immenfe extent, as to, ‘.Con- 

^ '.J ■ 

•tain a feparate room for every one of the women, whofe number, ex- 
ceeds five thoufand. They are divided into companies, and a proper 
employment is afligned to each individual. Oyer each of ^hefe 
companies a woman is appointed Darogha. And one is felefled for 
the command of the whole, in order that the affairs of the Haram 
may be condufled with the fame regularity and good government as 
the other departments of the ftate. 

Every one receives a falary equal to her merit. The pen can- 
not meafure the extent of the emperor’s largelfes ; but here lliall 
be given fome account of the monthly flipend of each. The ladies 
of the firft quality receive from one thoufand fix hundred arid ten 
Rupees, down to one thoufand and twenty-eight Rupees. Some of 
the principal fervants of the prefence have from , fifty-one down to 
twenty Rupees ; and others are paid from two Rupees up to forty. 

■ At , 
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At tlio grand gale is flalioncd a Mu/hrefr, (o lake account of 
ll)C rccci])l5 and expenditures of the llaram in ready inoney 'and in 
goods, 

WiiF.Nr.vKi’. any of this multitude of women want any thing, 
tlicy aj)])ly to llie treafurcr of the Maram, who, according to their 
montlily (lipend, fends a memorandum tlicrcof to the Mullircfr of 
the grand gale, wlio tranfmits it to the treafurcr of the king’s pa- 
lace, wlio pays the money. In the payment of lliefe demands no 
aflignments arc given, but only ready money. 

An eflimalc of the annual cxjxmces of the Haram being drawn 
out, the Muflircff writes a draft for the amount, which is countcr- 
fignetl by the miniflorsof flatc, after wliich it is paid in a coin that 
his majefiy has caufed to be ft ruck folely for this purpofe. This 
money is paid by the grand treafurcr to the paymafter-gcneral of 
the palace; and, ujx)n a written order being fent by the Muflireff of 
the .gate, it is diftributed amongft the inferior paymafters of the 
Haram, and by them paid to the difierent fervants thereof. And 
this money is reckoned in their falaries equal with tlie current 
coin. 

The infide of the Haram is guarded by women, and about the 
gate of the royal apartments are placed the moft ’confidential. Im- 
mediately on the outfide of the gate, watch the eunuchs of the 

hlaram. 
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crcflcd a Cliowbccn'Rowly (h)^ and to tliis adjoin oilier pavilions. 
And near to tliefe, is a wooden lioufe of two (lories, where liis ma- 
jc(ly performs divine worfliip; and from the upper (lory he alfo 
receives the comjilimcnls of the nobility in the morning. But 
women do not go there without leave. 

Next arc twenty-four Chowbeen Rosvtecs, ten yards long and 
fix yards wide, which are fejiaratcd from one another by Kenauts. 
Here refide the favorite women. And there arc other tents and 
pavilions fet ajiart for jiarticular women. And they arc adorned 
with embroidery, brocade, and velvet. Adj9ining to thefe is a pa- 
vilion of carpeting fixty yards fquarc, under which fomc tents are 
pitched. And this is the (lation of the Ourdubcgccan ( 1 ) and other 
women. 

In the front thereof, as far as the Dowlct Khanah Khals, is a 
plain 130 yards in length, and loo yards broad, which they call 
Mahlaby ; and on both Tides thereof arc crcflcd magnificent tents, 
fuch as have been already deferibed \ and at the diftance of every 
two yards is Tel up a pole fix yards long, one yard of which is in 
the ground ; and the top is ornamented svilh a brafs knob, and it 
is faftened with two tent-ropes, one on each fide. The guards watch 
here, as has been deferibed in the regulations for the Harara.

(0 Tl.cy are Calmuc women, who watch the firft enclofure of the Haram. 
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In the midfl of tliis plain i? raifed a jtlatform,, over wliicli is 
fj)rcad an awning called a Niinigecrali, wliicli is fn]>portcd by four 
j)olc?. Tlii s i? the jilace where hi? niajcdy fils in the evening, and 
none but tliofc wlio arc jiarticularly iavoiircd arc allowed lo .be 
prefent. 

Nk/. li to the Goolalbnr. i? a circular enrlofure of card?, 
with twelve jiavilion?-, in ihe iijidd whereof i? a (IIiowIk cii llowly 
of ten yard? fejuarc, raifed from the ground, and forty other room?. 
Thefe are covdred witli twelve awning? of ic yard? cacli, and tliey 
arc feparated from otlier- by Kenaut? fr/jJ. This place i? called the 
Oupcl’.chy Khanah. And for cacli aj)artincnt there i? a ]>rivy. 

Apjoinisc to thi', arc erected Kenaut? of carpeting, jr,o yards 
fquare, and wliicli, in the manner before deferibed, arc fupjxirlcd by 
jxilcs, ornamented with braf? hnolv. In the renter thereof, loo 
1'cr.afli raife four tents containinir feveniv-two rcKim?. .Andover thefe 
is fpread a calendry, rcfcmbling a tent, made of wax-cloth, or oil- 
cloth, to defend them from rain and the heal of the fun. And thcoul- 
fidc is fliadcd by fifty awnings of twelve yards each. This is the 
Dowlcl Khanah Khafs, v.-hich is alfo fecured with doors and locks. 
And here tlie nobility cannot enter till the Oupchcean have obtained 
them jjcrmiffion.

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On llicfirfl (lay of every moon, both the infidc and llic oulfide of 
llu; Dowlel Khanah Kliafs, arc ornamented witli flowered carpeting. 
And on tlie ontfidc, for tlie rj)aecof35o yards, tent poles and ropes 
arc fet uj) at the didance of three yards from cacli oilier, about which, 
the guards are flationed-, and at that time, this is the Dewan Kha- 
nah Aum, which is guarded on all fides. 

At the diflance of 12 yards from the Dowlet Khanah, is an cn- 
clofurc of fixly yards of rojxi, for the Nckar Khanah. And in the. 
middle of the Area, the Akafs-dcah is lighted up.

And fuch an equipage requires for its carriage loo. elephants, 500- 
camcls, 4,00 carls, and 100 men. And they arc cfcorted by 500 ca- 
valry, including Munfubdars Ahdccan, and-others. And there are 
alfo employed on this fcrvicc loooFeraflt natives of Iran,Turan, and. 
Hindoflan, 5oo.Pionccrs, 100, water carriers, 5ocarpentcrS', 50 tent- 
makers, 50 linkmen, 30 workers- in leather and 150 fweepers. The;

His majefiy has invented nn admirable method of encamping liis 
troop.-, whicli is the mcan.s of afi'oniing cafe to llic jieojile. 

In a fpacc of ground 1530 yards long, are jiitchcd the royal tents 
and pavilions, in the manner jud now tlefcribcd. Tlicn on the right 
and left fidcs, and behind, is an open fpacc of loo yard.s, vrhicli is 
never entered by any but the guard--. After this, at the difiance of 
jco yards, in tlic quarter of the Kowr, are the tents of Mcriem 
Muhany and Goolbudeti Begum, and other princenb, together witli 
thofe of .Sultan Uanicl. On the right lide, Sultan Sclccm i.s en- 
c.amped ; . and, on the left, i.s the fiation of Sultan Morad. And nf 
a fmall difiance behind arc the offices. Behind wliich, in every 
corner, is left a road thirty yard.s wide. The Omrahs arc encamped 
v.'iihout on all fidcs, according to their rank. 

The guard for Thurfilay, Friday, and Saturday, arc encamped in 
the rear ; thofe for Sunday and Monday, on the right ; and thofe 
for Tuefday and Wednefday, on llic left fide, of the royal tents.

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Rff,ulatious for the Illuminations, 

This is a fjiark of cclcRial fire. 

At noon, when llic fun enters tlic i4tli degree of tlie fign Aries, 
tlicy ])lacc in the fun’s rays a kind of fliining Onyx, eallcd in tlic 
Ilindofiany language, Soorej Kerant, and put to it a picee of eotton, 
which from th.e heat of the fionc c-slchcs fire. And this cclcflial fire 
is committed to the care of ])roj)er perfons ; and the lamjvlightcrs, 
linkmen, and cooks, make ufc thereof for their rcfpcfliv’c offices ; 
and when tlie year expires, they catch new fire. Tlic vefl'cl this 
fire is preferved in, is called Aganger,.or the fire-pot. There is alfo 
a fliining white fionc called Chundcrkcrant, which, upon being 
cxjjofcd to the moon’s beams, drips water.. 

Every afternoon, at one Gliurry before fun-fcl, his majefiy, if 
on horfcback, aliglits ; or if flccping, he is awakened. And when 
the fun fets, the attendants light uj) twelve Camphor candles in 
twelve candlefiicks of gold and filvcr, and bring-them into the pre- 
fence ; when a finger of fwcet melody, taking up one of the candle- 
fiicks, fings a variety of delightful airs, and concludes with implo- 
ring blcffings on his majefiy. 

It is impoffible to deferibe the beauty and various fbrms of thefe 
candlefiicks ; Some of them weigh forty pounds and upwards, and 
arc carved with a variety of figures. Some are fingle, others of two 
branches, and others of more. 


They 
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They caft camphor candles three yards long" and feme larger, and 
they are ornamented with flowers. 

The palace is moreover illuminated withinfidcand without with 
flambeaus fixed upon poles with iron prongs. The firft, fecond and 
third nights of the moon, wlicn tlicrc is but little moonlight, the 
prongs are lighted with eight flambeaus. From the fourth to the 
tenth they decreafe one in number every night, fo that on tlic tenth 
night, when the moon fliines very bright, one flambeau is fuflicient. 
And they continue in thisftate till the fifteenth; and incrcafc one eve- 
ry day from the fixteenth to the ninteenth. On the twentieth they 
continue the fame, and on the twenty firft and twenty fecond in- 
creafeonedaily;.thc twenty third is the fame as the twenty fecond, and 
from the twenty fourth to thirtieth night of tlic moon, eight prongs 
are lighted up. For each link arc allowed one feer and a half of oil, 
and half a feer of rags, more or Icfs according to the fizc. In fomc 
places they burn lamps with greafe *, but in the palace nothing is 
ufed but oil. 

In order to render the royal camp confpicuous to thofe who come 
from far, his majefty has caufed to be crefled, in .the front of the 
Dowlct Khanah, a pole upwards of forty yards high, which is fup- 
ported by fixteen ropes, and from the top of the pole is fufpended a 
large lantern, which they call the Akaflclceali. 
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'These ofHccs arc performed by many of the Munfubdars, Ah- 
decans, and other military men. The pay of a foot-foldier never 
exceeds two thoufand four hundred, and is never lefs than 80 Dams. 

T’hc Enjigtis of Royalty, 

W II I CH wife monarclis confidcr as marks of divine favour. Some 
of tliofe which are ufed in our time fliall here be deferibed. 

The Aurung (or tlironc) is made of feveral forms; fome are in- 
laid with precious ftones, and others are of gold, filver, &c. 

The Ghutter (or umbrella) is made of great value, being orna- 
mented with precious ftones, and thofe are never fewer than feven. 

The Sayiban is of an oval form ayard in length, and its Handle 
like that of the Ghutter, is covered with eloth of gold, and orna- 
mented with precious ftones. One of the attendants holds it to keep 
off the rays of the fun. It is alfo called Aftabgeer.

Kowkebah (oJ feveral of thefe are hung up in the front of the 
palace. 

And thefe four Ifignia of grandeur are ufed only by kings. 

The Alum. When the king goes abroad, never lefs than five of 
thefe are carried along with the Kowr. They are wrapped up in fcar- 
let cloth bags and are difplayed on days of feftivity, and in battle.

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The Ghultertowk, refembles the Alum, only that it. is fmaller, 
and is adorned with tails of the mountain cow. 

The Teraentowlc is like tl:e Gliuttertowk only 'that tliis is longer.

"ty. The Tementowk is .folely appropriated t6 militar/’ officers of 
high rank. 

The Jendeh is another kind of flag.

The Senj. (r) They blow three pair of thcfc. Formerly they 
ufed to be blown at four Ghurrics before night, and at the fame dif- 
tance from daybreak. Now the firfl blaft is at midnight, and the 
other at funrife. 

One Ghurry before funrife, the enlivening blaft of the Serna a- 
wakens thofewho flumber ; and theKowrekh is beat a little. Thefe 
are joined by iheKerna, the Nefeerand all the other mufieal inftru- 
ments, excepting the Nekarah. After a lliort paufe, the Serna and 
the Nefeer jjlay the mufieal modes, after which the Nekarah is beat, 
and the people with one voice pray bleffings on his majefty. 

His majefty is converfant in mufic, and has corripofed upwards of 
200 new modes, which are the delight of all hearers. The moft ex- 
cellent are the Jilalftiahy, the Mehameerkurget and theNowrozy.

Then Mollana Aly Ahmed' Dehlivy, cut' two feals, one fmall 
and the other large. The fmall one which is called Ouzek, is ufed 
for ftamping of Firmans : and the large one, on which are alfo en- 
graven the names of his majefty’s predecelTors is ufed for letters- to-, 
foreign princes; And both thefe feals are in ufc at this day- 


For 
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of wood ; and fome fmall crofs beams are fixed bn the top, and’ 
feftened with iron cramps. The roof and walls are made of reeds 
woven together. There are either one or two doors; and a plat- 
form is raifed at a convenient height from the ground. The infide 
is ornamented with velvet and brocade;, and the outfide is covered, 
with fcarlet broad-cloth bound round with filken tape. 

The Duafiianah Munzil, is raifed upon eighteen pifiars of fix 
yards in height, which fupport a wooden platform ; and on the level 
thereof, pillars of four yards length are made to fit into thofe be- 
low, and form an upper ftory. The upper part is the place for di- 
vine worfiiip, and. the lower ftory is for the women; In the upper 
ftory his majefty performs his religious duties, and worlhips the 
fun. After this ceremony, the women are admitted 'to pay their 
compliments, and when they retire, the- nobility enter and make 
their, obeifances. On journies, the king generally. holds his court 
in this houfe, which . is alfo called the Jehrokah. 

THEZemeendoze, is made of various forms; and is divided by cur- 
tains. . . . ■ 

The Ajayby, is compofed of nine awnings, each fupported by 
four poles. Five of the awnings are Iquare, and four of an ellipti- 
cal forrh.

are ftrengthened AAUth ftraps of leather, and fold together fo 
convenience of carriage. They are folded up in red lined, ant 
found Avifh tape. 
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Galeem (s). His majefty has given fuch encouragement to this 
manufaSure, that the carpets of Perfia and Tartary are thought no 
more of; Great numbers of carpet-weavers are fettled here, and 
derive immenfe profit from their labour. The befh carpets are made 
at Agra, Futtehpoor, and Lahoor. In the royal work-fhops, a 
carpet in lehgth twenty yards and feven TefTuj, and fix yards and 
a half Tefiuj broad, is made for eighteen hundred and ten Rupees ; 
which thofe Ikilled in the bufinefs value at. two thouland feven 
hundred and fifteen Rupees. 

Tukeeahnemed. Thefe are brought from Europe, and abun- 
dance are made in this country. It would take up too much time 
to deferibe the beauty and variety of thejajums, Sahtrinjes, Ba- 
luchies, and filken carpetsj that are fabricated in this empire.

His. majefty calls water-cooled in faltpetre, the water of life, and 
has committed the care ‘of it to proper perfons. His majefty, both 
at home and on journies, always drinks Ganges water. • Some trufty 
perfons are ftationed on the banks of that river, who fill veffels 
with it’s water, and feal up the mouths thereof. When the court 
is at Agra or Futtahpoor, the water is brought from the town of

Saroon : Now that his itiajefty is at Puiyab, they bring jit from 
Herduwar. For the kitclien are ufed the waters of the Juninah, or 
Punjab, mixed withfome of that of theGanges. And on journies, and 
hunting parties, proper perfons are appointed to make trial of the 
waters they may meet with. 

Saltpetre, which in the compofition of gunpowder, fupplies 
heat, his majefty has difcovered to be alfo produflive of cold. . 

Saltpetre is a faline earth. They fill with it a perforated 
veffel, and fprinkle it with water, and collefting together what 
drops through ; they boil it until it chryftalizes. 

A QUART of water is put into a gugglet of pewter, . or filver, or 
any other clean metal, and the mouth flopped clofe. Then is 
thrown into a velfel two and a half feers of faltpetre, with five feers 
of water •, and the gugglet of water is ftirred about in that mixture 
for the fpace of a quarter of an hour, by which time the water will 
be fufficiently cool. 

The price of faltpetre is from thirty feers to four maunds for the 
'Rupee. 


Nov? 
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Now that the viftorious ftandards are ere&d in, Punjab,- being, 
the 30th year of the reign, .they bring fnow and ice by land and water, 
from the fouthern mountains bordering on the town of Puthan, 45 
cofe from Lahoor. The people fell it at the rate of two or three 
feers for a Rupee, and find their account in bringing it. 

Whe -Kitchen. 

His majefty even extends his attention to this department, and 
•has made many wife regulations for it. 

He eats but once in the courfe of ■ twenty-four hours, and he al- 
ways leaves off with an appetite ; Neither is there any fixed time 
for this meal, but the fervants have always things in fuch readinefs, 
that in the fpace of an hour after the or^er is given, an hundred 
'diflies are fefved up. What is required for the Ha ram, is going 
■forward from morning till night. • 

Trusty people are ^pointed to this department, and his majefty 
is not unwatchful of their conduft. 

At the head of thefe fervants is the Meer Bekawel (or mafter- 
tafter), who has under him many afliftants, who tafte every difii 
before it is brought to him. There is alfo an officer to take charge 
of the money, and of the kitchen utenfils ; together with a number 
VOL. I. of 
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of cooks- There is likewife a MulhrefF, to keep the accounts. And 
cooks of every nation prepare all forts of viftuals. 

There is always kept in readinefs flefli, oil, greens, fpices, fweet- 
meats, &c. And every day fuch a number of exquifite dilhes- are 
prepared, as are fcarcely feen at the banquets of other njonarchs. 

On the beginning of every' year, there’is taken out of ftore what- 
ever will be required for one year’s confumption ; and the different 
articles are diftributed to the officers of each particular branch, and 
the mouths of the facks and doors of the magazine are fealed with 
the feals of the Meer Bekawel and the Mulhreff. 

Every month, is drawn out an account of the daily expendi- 
tures, for which vouchers are produced under the feals of the two 
officers above mentioned, when they are entered in ^the account 
charges. 

At the begirining of every quarter,, the Dewan of the offices, and . 
the Meer Bekawel, colleft together whatever they think will be 
required for the kitchen ; fuch as thofe kinds of rice called Suk- 
dofs, from Bahrantch ; Dowzerah, fromGualiar; Khenjen, from 
Rajowry } Nimlahzurd and oil from Hiffar ; and geefe and 
other water-fowl from Gaffimeer. The cooks fatten Uiccp, goals, 
and poultry. The flaughtcr-houfe is without the city, and from 

tlicncc 
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thence, the meat is fent to the kitchen in facks fealed by- the 
cooks. 

The -water-carriers pour the -water out of leather bags into 
•earthen veffels \ the mouths whereof being covered -vvith linen 
cloth, are fealed up ; and the water- is left to fettle before it is ufed. 

> 

The kitchen gardens are kept under a guard, that there may be 
a continual fupply of frefli greens. 

The Mcer Beka'^'-el, and the Muilireif, ■ draw out an eflimate of 
of the daily expence of every kind of food, and make that their rule. 

•Okdinarv people are not permitted to enter the kitchen, and no 
one is entertained as a fervant wlio cannot give fecurity for his good 
behaviour. - 

The vidluals are ferved up in diflies of gold, filver, ftone, and 
.china. 

During the time of dreffing and taking up the viSuals, an 
awning is fpread over the top of the kitchen, and care taken that 
nothing falls therefrom. The cooks tuck up the lleeves and the 
Hurts of their garments, and hold their hands before their mouths and 
noftrils. Before the vidluals are taken up, a cook ond one of 
.V O L. I. , the 
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the inferior Bekawels tafte them, after which they are tafted by the. 
Meer Bekawel, and then put into difhes.. 

The gold and filver diflies are tied' up-in red linen cloths, and; 
thofe of copper and china ia. white linen;, and the Meer Bekawel 
puts his feal upon every dilh:, and'lwrites on the cloth what it con- > 
tains;. Then the Mufhreff Tubbuck Khaneh. (or clerk of the pantry) 
makes out an, inventory of all the difhes, and- this is fent under a 
cover with the feal of the Meer Bekawel, that none of the difhes 
may be changed"; 

The dilhes are carried;' by the inferior taft'ers, the cooks, and 
other fervants of the kitchen ; and the mace-bearers both precede 
and follow, to prevent people from approaching them. And with 
the difhes of meat are fent plates of variety of fweetmeats and pic- 
kles, fealed up in the fame manner.. 

The fervants of the prefence again tafte the. viftualsj and then, 
ferve it up. When the table, is ready, his majefly feats hirafelf, and' 
the attendants place themfelVes round (he table in a ’fitting pofture. 
Firft the fhare of the Dervifiies’s is fet' apart, when his majefty begins 
generally with milk or curds.. After he has dined he fays grace. 

All this time the Meer Bekawel is waiting without for direc- 
tions ; and they carry back the. difhes in, the fame order that they 
were, brought. 

• Be- 
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Besides what is ferved up, a quantity of vi6iuals is kept half 
dreffed, to be ready when called for. 

The copper utenfils for his majefty-s ufe are tinned twice in a 
month, and thofe of the princes and the Haram only once in that 

.time. Whatever copper utenfils are broken, are given to the bra- 
ziers, who make new ones. 

Of the Articles ufed in Goohing. 

It is difficult to defcribe the various diflies •, but fomething fhall 
be faid on this fubjeS. 

Cookery is divided into three kinds : Firft, that without fleffi, 
which is commonly called Sufyaneh . Second, flelh with rice and 
fuch like. Third, fleffi. with greens. And of each of thefe kinds I 
ffiall defcribe ten diflies.

Zerdberinj. Ten feers of rice, five feers of fugar-candy, three 
and a half feers of Ghee, half a feer of Kilhmifties •, of almonds and 
piftachios each half a feer y a quarter of a feer of fait ; .an eighth of 
a feer of gingep, one and a half Dam of faffron, and two, and a 
half Miflcals of cinnamon.

Ten feers of wheat ground, out of which a 
third will be loft in fifting, half that weight of Ghee, ten Miflcals 
of pepper, four Miflcals of cinnamon, three and a half Mifkals of 
cloves, the fame quantity of cardamums, and one-third of a feer of 
fait, will make four diilies.

Ghickhee. Ten feers of wheat flour made into a pafte and 
waflied, till it is reduced to two feers ; one feer of Ghee, the fame 
quantity of onions ; faflron, cardamums, and cloves, each half a Dam ■, 
cinnamon, round pepper and coriander feed, each one Dam ; .green 
ginger and fait each three Dams, will make two diflies. Some add 
lemon-juice. 

Badinjan. Ten feers of Badinjan, one feer and a half of Ghee,

will make fifteen diflies. This is generally eaten with Khufhkeh. 

Sawg, is made of fpinnage, and many other greens. It is the 
raoft natural diih that is cooked. 

Ten feers of fpinnage and fennel, &c', one and a half feer of 
Ghee, one feer of onions, five and a half Milkais of pepper •, cloves 
and cardamums, of each half a Milkal, will make fix diflies. 

Hulwa. Ten feers of wheat flour, ten feers of. fugar-candy, 
and the fame quantity of Ghee, will make fifteen diflies. 

All thefe diflies are made after different ways, and are eaten 
with a variety of pickles and fweetmeats.

Others, which are baked 
on an iron plate, are fixteen, and fometimes more, to a feer. There 
is likewife another kind called Chepaty, which are made of Khufli- 
keh.

His majefty has a great difmclination for flefli; and he frequently 
fays, “ Providence has prepared variety of food for man, but, thro’ 
“ ignorance and gluttony, he deftroys living, creatures, and makes 
“ his body a tomb for beafts. If I were not a king, I would leave 
“ off eating flefli at once, and now it is my intention to quit it by 
“ degrees.” For fome time, he abftained from flefli on Fridays 
then on Sundays : now on the firfl day of every folar month, and 
on Sundays, and on the days of the eclipfes of the fun and of the 
moon, and the day between two Sufyanehs fvj ; and the Mondays 
of the month Rejeb, and the feftival of the month Teer, together 
with the whole of the month Fervirdeen (March), and the month 
in which his majefty was born, which is Aban, (Oftober). And it 

being ordered, that the Syfyaneh Ihould laft for. as many days as

"The Fruitery. 

His majefty is exceedingly fond of fruit; and by the great en- 
couragement that he has given to the cultivation of fruit-trees, 
ikilful people have corne with their families from Perfia and Tar- 
tary, and fettled in this country.- 

Musk Melons and grapes are become very plenty, and water- 
melons, peaches, almonds, piftachios, pomegranates, and many other 
fruits, have been introduced into Hindofton. 

Ever hnce the conqueft of Cabul, Candahar, and Gaflimeer, 
loads of fruit are annually brought from thence, and flock the 
markets, Mufk melons come in feafon, in Hindoftan, in the month 
of March (Fervirdeen), and are very plenty in the month of April- 
They are exceedingly delicious, efpbcially thofe called Naflipatty, 

and 
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and Babaflieikhy, and Alyfliery, and Elclieh, and Burgnei, and 
Doodcheragh, and others wliich continue in feafon two' months 
longer. In the beginning of the month of Auguft, tliey come from 
Calhmeer- and before thefe are out of feafon, great plenty are 
brought from Gabul • and in the month of November, the caravans 
come from Badakhfiian- and when they are in feafori in Zabulifldh, 
they are alfo to be iiad in Penjab. In Behker and its viciinty, ihty 
are plentifully in feafon all the year, excepting in the extremity of 
winter. In the months of May and July, there arc variety of grapes 
in Hindoftan ; and in the month of Auguft, the markets are fup- 
plied from Callimcer. In Gaflimccr, 8 Seer of grapes is fold for one 
Dams- and the expence of tranfportinga-maund is two Rupees. Th6 
Gallimerians bring them on their backs in long bailcets. From tlie 
month of April till September, they arc brought from Cabul, to- 
gether with cherries, to whicli his majefty has given the name of 
Shah Aloo ( the royal plumb), and feedlcfs pomegranates, apples, 
pears, quinces, peaclies, apricots, fcvcral kinds of plumbs, and other 
fruits in great plenty. And many of thefe are alfo introduced into 
Hindoftan. They alfo bring from Candahar melons, pears, and 
.apples. 

Whenever his majefty is inclined to drink wine or take 
ophium, or Kuknar, trays of fruit are let before him. He cats a 
few, but the greateft part is diftributed amoagft the attendants and 
nobility j and every -one is marked according to its degree of cx- 
V O L. I. 0 ccllence. 
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ccllence. On the melons of the firft degree they mark one line 
quite acrofs the top, and thofe of the fecond degree with two lines, 
and fo on. 

In this department are Munfubdars, Ahdyan, and and otlier 
troops. The monthly pay of a foot-foldier is from one hundred 
and forty Dams down to one hundred.

One Tolah of ambergris ; fix Mafliahs of Laudan, 
(two Tolahs of Muflt, four Tolahs of Lignum aloes, eight Tolahs of 
Akyfir ground fine oil a China difll, and mixed up with one Seer of 
the exprefled juice of rofes. This is dried in the fun, and in the 
evening ismoiftcned with the juice of Lemon bloflbms, and ground 
on a' fumac ftone •, and thefe operations are to be repeated ten times.

leaves, thirty fix Tolahs of apples, fifteen Tolahs of Sad, (v) five 
Dams of voilets, one Tolah two Mafiiahs of Derhoop, one and a half 
Tolah of a grafs called Akcnky, half a Tolali of civet, one Tolah 
two Mafiiahs of frankineenfe, with one hundred and fix bottles of 
rofe water, and five bottles of the juice of lemon blofi’oms. Ail the 
ingredients are pounded and {trained, and then fet over a flow fire 
with the rofe water and juice of lemon bloflbms-, andwhen the com- 
pofition is fufficiently boiled, it is taken off from the fire and dried. 

Abyr Mayeh. Lignum aloes four Dams, Sandal wood two 
Dams, violet roots one Dam, fpikenard three and a half Dams, Du- 
walek three Dams, Mulk of Tartary four Tolahs, Laudan two and a 
half Dams, orange bloflbms feven and a half Dams \ all thefe ingre- 
dients being pounded and fifted, are put upon a flow fire, with ten 
bottles of rofe water, and afterwards dried in the fliade.

Ambergris, • Some fay that it is produced in llic bottom of llic 
fca ; otliers make it to be llic dung of llic fca, cow, which is called 
Sara, whilft others maintain tliat it is (he foam of the fca, 

Lauham, is by feme confounded with nnihergris ; but it is ga- 
thered from a tree found in the ifianch-of Cyjirus and Chios. It is 
a moifturc that fettles on tlic leaves of that tree. 

Camphor, is obtained from a large tree found in the maritime 
mountains of Hindoftan and China. It is culltfled from the trunk 
and branches. 

Civet. is a perfume procured from an animal refcmbling a 
cat, but foraevrhat larger, with a longer face and tail. They bring 
tins perfume from Achin, 

Kowp.ah, is fomething of the fame kind procured from an 
animal much refcmbling the civet ; and it alfo is found in Adiin. 

IvIvD, is like^vife fomething of the fame kind, but of an i.n.'erf' 
or quality.

S.M.M, I. jiiercs of lignum aloe.s, ibafliave been llccj)cd in water 
for a Week, are j)Ut into a narrow necked vcflel, wliich is then lu- 
ted with jihilofojiher’s clay. Pliilofoplicr’s eBay is compofed of clay,, 
cotton and rice bran. A fmall fpacc is left at the neck of the vcfTcl, 
v.'hich is jilaccd inverted in another vcflel, perforated at the bot- 
tom, and fujijjortcd by a three legged {land, under which is placed 
a difii full of water, fo that the mouth of the firfl mentioned 
vcffcl may touch its furfacc. Then there is made round the 
inverted vcffel a gentle fire of cowdung, which melts the aloes, 
till it difiils into the water. This is collcflcd and repeatedly waffl- 
ed wiih water and rofc water, to lake off all fmcll of fraoke. 

Sanoal, This tree is a native of China. It has been brought 
into llindoflan in lliis reign, and thrives very well. 


S.AKDAL. 
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Sandal wood is of three kinds, white, red, and yellow. The 
beft is that which is yellow and oily, and it is called Mekafiry. 

St OR AX, is the Gum of a tree native of Syria, and there are of it 
both liquid and dry. 

Kelumeek, is a tree whofe wood is very heavy and veined. It 
is brought from Zeerbad. It is ground fine and mixed with other 
perfumes, and they alfo make Rofarics of it. 

Mu L L AG EE R , is a tree refcmbling the former, only that the wood 
is lighter and not veined. 

Frankincense, is theGum of a tree brought from the port of 
Java, fome miRakc it for dry Sioraxr Wlicn thrown on the lire, it 
evaporates like camphor. 

Scented Nails, refcmble Hiclls, and arc colledted from the 
neftof an animal. They arc found in the Indus, and at Bafrah and 
Bahrain.

Regulations for the Wardrobe. 

Through the attention of his majefty, a variety of new manu- 
fa61ures are eftabliflied in this country ; and the cloths fabricated in 
Perfia, Europe, and China have become cheap and plenty. The ikill 
of the manufaflurers has incrcafed with their number ; for his raa- 
jefiy has made himfelf acquainted with the theory and praftice, in 
every ftage of tlie bufinefs, fo as to be able to difcover the merits of 
the workmen ; thus by bringing the arts into credit, the natives 
are eneourged to give application, and they fpeedily gain a complete 
knowledge of their profeffion. 

The manufaftures of every nation are to be found in the royal 
worklliops. Whatever is brought or made there, or is received in. 
Peflicufli is carefully preferved ; and thofe articles of which there is 
abundance are either made up into garments, or given away. 

\ 

Every piece that is received is put by with the price marked 
upon it; and llcilful people are employed in comparing the former 
with the prefent price. By this means the intrinfic value being 
learnt, the prices are fomuch reduced, that the Ghiafs Nukilrbund 

which 
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which was formerly bought for one hundred Mohurs, is now to be ' 
had for fifty. 

Something fliall here be faid of the different drelfesworn by his 
rnajefty ; to give more would run me into prolixity. 

The Tjikowchyeh, is made of a fingle cloth, and is of the In- 
dian form. Formerly it had Hits in thelkirt, and was tied with firings 
on the left fide ; his majefiy has ordered it to be made with a round 
Ikirt and to be tied on the right fide. It requires feven and half ells. 
The price for making one of them plain, is one rupee, and thofe 
which are ornamented with ftiches are from one Rupee to five rupees. 
There are alfo expended three quarters of a Milkal of filk. 

The Vaishwaz, is of the fame form, but ties before ; and fome 
are alfo made without, firings. 

The.Dutaiy requires fix ells, and four Girahs for the out fide 
and the lining , four Girahs for the firings, and nine- for the 
Sinjaf ( or border ) . The expence of making is, from one Rupee to 
three Rupees ; and it requires one Milkal of filk. 

TheShahajeedeh. In every Girah/'ze^ are worked fixty linesof 
fiiches ; and it,.fs from thence alfo called Shufht Khutty { fixty 
lines ). It lias a double lining, and fome are quilted with cotton.

Guder, is a drefs wider and longer than the Keba and has more 
cotton in it. It is ufed in Hiridoftan in the place of furs. . Seven 
ells for the outfide, fix ells for the lining, four Girahs for the firings 
and nine Girahs for the border ; two Seers and a half of cotton, and 
three Mifkals of filk. The taylor is paid from half a Rupee to one 
Rupee and a half. 

The Firjy, is open before without firings. Some add buttons 
and wear it over the Jamah. For the outfide, five ells and twelve 
Girahs •, for the lining five ells and five Girahs , for the border four- 
teen Girahs. One Seer of cotton, and one Milkal of filk. The 
taylor has from a quarter of .a Rupee to one Rupee. 


The 
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The Firgool, is a very becoming garment. It was fira brought 
from Europe, and now is worn by people of all ranks. It is made 
of various kinds of auff. The outfide requires nine ells and hx and 
a half Girahs ; the lining the fame ; fix Miflcals of filk, and one 
Seer of cotton. They are made fingle and double. The taylor has 
from half a Rupee to two Rupees. 

The Ghugkmun is made of broad cloth, flannel, or wax cloth. 
His majefty has it made of Dara-iy wax cloth, which is exceedingly 
light and looks very well, and rain will hot penetrate it. It re- 
quires fix ells for the cloak, five Girahs for the firings ; and two 
Mi&als of filk. The taylor has, for making one of broad cloth two 
Rupees, for one of flannel one and half Rupee, and for one of wax 
cloth half a rupee. 

The Shoolwar, is made of different cloths, and is either Tin- 
gle or double, and is fometimes quilted. For the outfide three ells^ 
and eleven Girahs, for the waifiband fix Gifrahs ; one and a quarter 
Mifkal of filk, and half a feer of cotton. The taylor has from a 
quarter, to half a rupee. 

Each of the above drefles is aifb made in different fafiiions from 
what have been defcribed j and the Turbands and other parts ofdrefs 
are innumerable. Befides which, the rich dreffes that are beftowed 
on the nobility on feftivals, are beyond defcription Every quarter

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■there -are prepared for the nobility -one thoufand Sir-rap^ f or com- ' 
plete dreffes ). They are tied up .in Separate bundles, each .eoatain- 
ing twenty-one. 

‘ His -majefly is very fond -of woollen fluffs, .particularly .Shawls, 

Of Shawls. 

His-majefly has ordered four kinds to be made. Firfl, Toos Aflel, 
which is the wool of an animal of this name whofe natural colour, 
in. general, is grey inclining to red, though fome are perfeflly white; 
and thofe fliawls are incomparable for lightnefs, warmth, and foft- 
hefs. -Formerly they were always made with the wool. in its origi- 
nal flate, but his majefly has had fome of them^dyed, and it is fur- 
prifing that they will not take a red colour. Second, Sefed Alcheb, 
which they alfo call Terehdar. The natural colours of the wool are 
white or black ; and they weave three forts of them, white, black, 
and grey. Formerly there were not above three or four different 
colours for fliawls ; but his majefly has made them of various Jiues. 
Third, Zerdozy, Gulahetun, Kefliydeh, Gulgha, Bandhenun, Qieet, 
Alcheh, and Perzdar, which are of his majefty’s invention. 'Fourlli, 
from being Ihort pieces, he had them made long enough for Jamflis. 

The fliawls are claffed according to the day, month, year, 'price, 
colour, and weight ; and this manner of clafling is commonly cal- 
led Miffel. The Mulhreffs, having examined thefe particulars, mark

of ftate ;; and. the mace-bearers- dole the whole,, being affifted by 
the Meer Bukhlhiean,. in clearing the way.

There is alfo the 
following rriethod : Solid pieces of iron are properly tempered, and 
then bored with an iron borer, and three or four of thefe are joined 
together to form a Bundook, The fmallefts Bundooks that are made 
are two fpans long, and the longeft near two ells. That of one ell 
and a quarter is called Demanik, and its flock is made diflerently 
from the others. Some are made to fire without a match, merely by 
giving a little motion to the trigger. And they make fome balls 
that will do execution like a fword. There are a great number of 
Ikilful artifls in this department, the chief of whom are Oflad Ke- 
beer, and Huflain. In preparing the iron for Bundooks half is loft 
in the fire. When the lengths are made, and before they are joined 
together, they are flamped with figures, exprefling the quantity of 
crude ion, and. the quantity remaining ; and in this ftate it is called 
Dowl. This is fent for his majefly’s infpeflion, and the weight of 
the ball being determined, the bore is made accordingly. The Bun- 
dook ball is never larger then twenty five Tanks, nor lefs than fif- 
teen ; but, excepting his majefty, no body is bold enogh to fire off 
one of the largeft. When the bore is finiftied, it is again carried to 
the Haram. From thence it is brought out again, and fet in an old 
flock, and filled with powder till within a third of the muzzle. If 
it ftands this proof, it is carried again to his majefty. Then tlic

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iTiU7.?.lc is fininicd, after whicli it is again put into an old {lock, as 
before mentioned, and trieii at a mark. If it docs not carry true, 
they licat it, and (Iraightcn it by mc.ins of.i wooden rod. Then in 
the royal prefence it is delivered to the fdc.r, who falliions tlic out- 
fide as lie is dirciTted. \\ hen this is done, the barrel is again carried 
to his m.ajcrty, wlicn the wood and form oi the (lock are determined. 
In this fiage the figures, marking the weight of the crude and of the 
prepared iron, are effaced, and in their room arc engraven the makers 
name, the jilacc, the month, and the year. Next arc made the 
trigger, the ram rdl, and jirimcr. After all thefe arc finiflicd, the 
piece is again ordered to be proved. If it is found to carry true, it 
is again brought to the Hiram along with five balls. In this (late 
it is called Sadch (or jilain). 'Ihe colour of the barrel and flock is 
next determined, and when the colotiring is finiflicd, it is called luin- 
geen (or coloured). It is now font again into the Ilaram with five 
more balls. His majefiy fires it four times, and returns it back again 
with the fifth ball. \Vlicn ten of tlicfc Riingecn muflccts arc col- 
IcQcd together, they arc ordered to be inlaid with gold (fee, and arc 
afterwards fent to (he Ilaram as before dcfcribccl. And when ten 
fuch arc completely finiflicd, they arc committed to the care of the 
Qiccylch.

Thk unlives of IJindofinn liold iliis n»iiii,Tl in fuch efiimation, 
tl\nt they confidcr one ol' them ns cquivnlcnt to five hundred liorfes. 
'Die male clcjihnnl is offo generous a difpofition, that lie never in- 
jures llie female, although (he b.-: the immediate caufe of liis capti- 
vity ; neither will he fight with a male who is mucli younger than 
himfelf ; and from a fenfe of gratitude, he never hurls his beeper ; 
and out of rcfjxicl for liis rider, he nes-er blows dull over his body 
when he is mounted, although at other tim;') !r; is continually amu- 
(ing himfelf with fo doing. In the rolling feafon, an elephant avas 
fighting with his match, when a- young-one coming in their way, he 
kindly fat him afide with his trunk, and thc.n renewed the combat. 
If a male elejihant breaks loofe in the rutting feafon, no body dares 
go near him without being accompanied by a female one, and then 
he fuffers himfelf to be bound without offering any refiRancc.. When 
the female dies, the male will neithcr'cat nor drink for a confder- 
able lime. Me can be taught various feats. ■ He learns the modes, 
which can only be underftood by thofc Udllcd in mufic, and moves 

his limbs in time thereto. He is alfo taught to (hoot an arrow out 

of

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of a bow, and to take up any thing that is thrown down, and to 
give it to his keeper. They are fed with any kind of grain wrapt 
up in grafs ; and what is very a ftoni filing, upon a fignal being given 
him by his keeper, he will hide eatables in the corner of his mouth, 
and when they are , alone together, will take them out again and 
give them to the man. An elephant frequently with his trunk takes 
water out of his ftomach, and fprinkles Iii.mfelf with it, and it is 
not in the leaft offenfive. Alfo he will take out of his ftomach graft 
on the fecond day, without its having undergone any change. 

The price of an elephant is from one hundred, to a Lack of Ru- 
pees. Thofe of five thoufand, and of ten thoufand Rupees price, 
are not uncommon. 

There are four kinds of elephants. Bchder is that which has well 
proportioned limbs, an ereRhcad, broad breaft, large eyes, and a 
long tail, with two excrefcences in the forehead refembling large 
pearls. Thefe excrefcences are called in the Hindovee language Guj 
Manik, and many properties are aferibed to them. Another kind cal- 
led Mund, has a black ftcin, and yellow eyes; is bold and ungovern- 
able. That called Murg, has a whiter Ikin, with moles, and its 
eyes are of a mixture of red, yellow, black and white. That called 
Mirh has a fmall head, and is eafily brought under command ; Its 
colour is a mixture of white and black, refembling fmoke. And 
from mixtures of the above kinds are formed others of different 
names, and properties.

breed \ but liis inajeRy has furinotinicd tliis fcruj)lc. 

Tiir. female goes with young eighteen lunar month. The foetus 
beeins to have fume form in the elcvent’n month : in the twelfth 
month the veins, bones, nails and liair are difccrnible : in tlic thir- 
teenth month its fex may be difeovered; an'! in tlie fifteenth month 
it has life. If the female increaf;-. in flrcngth whilfl breeding, it is 
a fign that flic is big of a male ; and on the contrary, if flic is weak, 
it indicates her having a female. In general an elephant has but 
one young at a birth •, but fometimes Rie has two. The young one 
fucks till it is five years old, after which time it feeds on vegetables. 
At this age it is called Hal. At ten years it is called Powt ; at twenty, 
Bek-, and at thirty, Kelbeh. It undergoes fome change at every one of 
ihefe ])criods-, and arrives at maturity in fixty years. It isagoodCgn 
in an ele])hant to have eyes of yellow and while mixed with black 
and red. The elephant has two white tuflcs an ell in length and 
fometimes longer. The tuflcs arc faid to be fometimes red,, and 

likewife' 
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Tikcwife four in number. An elephant ought to be eight cubits high 
-and nine in lengtli, and fliould meafure ten cubits or more round 
the back and belly, and white fpecks on the forehead are every lucky. 

The male elephant wants the female in different feafons ; fome 
in winter, fome in fummer, and others in (he rains. And at this 
time they commit many extravagancies, tlirowingdown houfesand 
fione walls, and -pulling men from on horfeback with their trunks. 
The fign of their being hot, is a filthy water, of a white or red co- 
lour, exuding from their temples, and which is of an infulFerable 
fmell. Each of the temples of an elephant is faid to have twelve 
perforations. Before this fymptom, the elephant is outrageous, and 
looks very handfome. The natural life of an elephant, like that of 
man, is one hundred and twenty years. The elephant has many 
general names, amongft which are Huily, Guj, Feel, Peel, and Haw- 
tee. An elephant by being properly trained may be made very va- 
luable, fo that many who buy an elephant for an hundred Rupees, 
in a fliort time make him worth ten thoufand. 

Elephants are taken in the following places. In Agra, in the 
wilds of Begawan, and Nerwar, as far as Berar. The fubah of Al- 
lahabad \ near Ruttenpoor ; Nunderpoor •, Sirgetcheh ; the Subah' 
of Malwah 5 Hattendeyah ; Achowd ; Chundary ; Suntwafs ; Bi- 
jehgur; Royfayn ; Holliengabad ; Gurh ; Haryehgurh; in the- 
Subah ofBahar on the Borders of Rohtas ; at Jahrkhend ; and in 
V O L. I. W . the 
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Ihe Subahs of Bengal and Oriffa, particularly at Satgongj there are: 
great numbers. The beft elephants are thofe of Tipperah. 

A HERD of elephants is called in the Hindovee language Sehan-,, 
which word is alfo applied to a thoufand. 

His majefty has introduced many wife regulations into. this de- 
partment. 

He firft parcelled out the. elephants, committed fome to the care* 
of Daroghahs, and appropriated others to his own particular ufe. He. 
arranged the elephants in feven claffeSi. Firft, Muft, which is aii' 
elephant that is arrived at perfeHion. Second, Sheergeerj is:an ele- 
phant ufed in war, and who has been rank: once or twice,- and is 
always fo in fome degree. Third, Sadeh, is one. that is foraewhat 
younger than the fecondr Fourth, Menjholeh, is fmaller than the 
one next preceeding. Fifth, Kerheh,. a fize fmaller than the fourth'.- 
Sixth, Benderkeeah, is a little fmaller than the fifth. Seventh, Mu- 
kel, is a young elephant that has never been rode. And' each of 
thefe are fubdivided into thee kinds ; excepting the feventh rate, 
which is fubdivided into ten kinds ; and a proper quantity of food- 
is fixed for each, as is fet forth in the following table of daily allow-

For aMiift there are allowed fivcmcn and ahoy. Thus oneMe- 
hawet, one Bhuy, ' three Mayhets and a .boy. The bufinefs of the 
Mehawet is to ride upon the neck of the elephant, and to train 
him: Flis monthly .wages is -200 Dams. ■ The Bhuy fits upon the 
rump of the elephant, and affifts in battle and in quickening the 
fpeed of the .elephant,; his pay is i lo Dams per Menfem, The May-: 
het fetches fodder,’ .and -affifts in caparifoning, and undreffing the ele- 
phant &c. On a journey "he receives four Dams, and at other 
times three and a half Dams. daily. • 

The Sheergeer, has five men, viz. one Mehawet, one Bhuy, 
and thee Mayhets ; the firft has. one hundred and eighty Dams, the 
fecond one hundred Dams per Menfem, and the others as before-men- 
tioned. . „ . 

For the Sadeh, are allowed four men- and a boy, narnely a Me- 
hawet at 160 Dams, a Bhuy at 90 Dams per month, and two May- 
hets and a boy at the eftabliflied rate. -- '' . .. 


"TnE 
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The Menjholeii, has four fervants viz. a Mehawet at 140 
Dams, a Bhuy at So Dams monthly ; and two Mayhets at the 
ehablihicd rale. 

The KerheiIj has three men and a boy •, viz. a Mehawet at 120 
Dams, a Blmy at 70 Dams per month, and. a Mayhet and a boy at 
the eltcbliflicd rate. 


The Ben’derkeeah,. has a. Mehawet at loo Dams per month, 
and one Mayhet at the eftabliflied rate. 

The Mukel, lias a Mehawet at 50 Dams per month, and a 
Mayhet at the cRablillicd rate. 

The following is the eftablifliment of fervants. for. the female 
•elephants. 

For the largeftfize four men •, viz. a Mehawet at looDams, a Bhuy 
at 60 Dams per month ; and two hJayhets at the eflabliilied rate. 

For the middle fizc, three men and a Boy; viz. a Mehawet at So, 
and a Bhuy at 50 Dams per month, and a Mayhet and a Boy at t.-.c 
eflabliilied rate. For the ftnaller fize, aMehawet at 60 Damsper month, 
and a Mayhet at the eflabliilied rale. For the Mukel, a 
at 50 Dams per month, and a Mayhet at the eflabliilied mte. 
VOL. I. At 
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At lirft his rnajefty formed ten, twenty, or thirty elephants into 
a troop, which is called a Hullkah, and the perfon to whofe charge 
it is committed is called a Foujdar. The Foujdar’s bufinefs is to 
teach the elephants to be bold, and not be frightened at the fight of 
fire, or at the noife of artillery ; and he is anfwerable for their dif- 
cipline in thefe refpefls. 

Every Munfubdar of 100 or more, has twenty five or thirty 
elephants appointed for him. And the other Foujdars who are Bif- 
ties or Dehbafliies, are under his command ; and this goes on pro- 
greffively, from a Dehbalhy to an Hezary, and the pay after the Bud- 
dies are different ; and many are of the rank of Omrahs. A Suddy 
has two marked horfes. t

And he 
w]50 }ias cliargc of icn or iwcnty elcjdianls, p.iy.s tlic wages of one 
hicliawet. Afterward--, Ins niajcdy, not fatisfied with this method, 
gave a Ilijlknli of { Icpliants in charge to an Kniccr, and ordered liirn 
to fuj.erii'.iciu! it. 'i'lie loud is provided by affigninenls on govern- 
ment, ,and ,1 clerk is .a])].viintcd to kec]) the accounts of the receipts 
.ar.d expendilnrc' of the department, and to fee tlic royal regulations 
•carried into execution.

An DOW, is a chain which is ufed to fafien the fore legs of the cle- 
pliant.

is an invention of his majcfly.

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Gedii Beyry, refcmblcs tlic Andow., and is .ufcd for unruly elc* 
pbants. 

Loweii Lunger, is a long chain, one end of which is faftened 
to the elephant’s right fore leg, and the other end to a ftrong flake. 
When the elephant is unruly they tie him to this flake, till the chain 
twifts round him. This was invented by his majefly., 

Gherkhy, is a hollow bamboo about half an ell long, tied- round 
with finews, and filled with gun-powder. It is divided into two by 
an earthen partition, and a fuze is put in each end; then the bam- 
boo is wrapped up in paper, and fet upon a crofs flick, which ferves 
for a handle. Upon fire being put to both ends, it turns round and 
makes a frightful noife. When an elephant- is unruly they bring it 
before him. Formerly in order to feparate two elephants that were 
fighting, they ufed to light a fire,, which feldom had the defired ef- 
feft. 

Enderhyary, which fignifies darknefs, ( it is alfo called -Ow- 
jealy or light ) is a piece of canvas one and a half ell wide or more, 
and it is fometiraes made of brocade and velvet &c. It is faflened 
to the Kellaweh, and when the elephant is refraQory, is thrown 
over his face, fo that he cannot fee. Some have three bells..

Rtn.’. n, i' a fiiarp iron fpike half an ell long which is fufpended 
at the ludlaw/'h, and is ufed to prick the bottom of the clejdiants 
car when lie is unruly. 

Down, is a tliick rojie, which comes from the tail, and isfafiened 
on the neck of the clrjdiant. It ferves for ornament, and is alfo of 
ufe to the Bluiy to hold by, wlum the clcjihant is unruly ; and it 
likewife ferves to liang otlicr trajipings to. 

Gr.nvi.njt, is a cufliion put upon tlic back of the elephant, to 
prevent the Dultliy from galling, and is alfo ornamental. 

PiciiEWEir, is a rope that gocsacrofs the elephants buttocks. The 
Bhuy refis ujwn it, and wlicn he handles his bow, fels his feet there- 
on. 

CnOWRASSY, 
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Ch OWE ASSY, are a number of bells faftened on - broad-cloth, and' 
tied on before and behind ; they are ornamental, and a mark of 
grandeur. 

PuTGETCHEHj are two chains that are faftened under the ele- 
phants belly, and hung with little bells, Alfo on each fide of the- 
Kellaweh, are hung three large bells. . 

Katas s, fifty more or lefs are faftened 'to the teeth, fore-head, 
and neck of the elephant.. They are either white, hlack or pied., 

Teyeh-. Five plates of iron, each one cubit long and four-fingers- 
broad, are joined together by rings -and faftened round the ears of the 
elephant by four chains, each an ell in length, • And betwixt thefe 
another chain palTes over the head and is faftened in the Kellaweh ; , 
and acrofs it arc four ironfpikes with Katalfes and iron knobs. There- 
are other chains, with iron fpikes and knobs hung under the throat 
and over the breaft, and others faftened to the trunk ; thefe are for 
ornament, ..and .to frighten hoffes, , 

Pakher, is a 'kind of fteel armour that covers the body of the ele-- 
phant •, there are other pieces for the head and probofcis. 

'GeJ-jh;sMp, is . a -covering made.of three folds ; and -is laid over: 
theTakher.;-

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Meg HDEMBER, is an awning, to fliade the elephant, invented by 
his majefty. 

Rempeel, is a fillet of brocade &c, from which are fufpended' 
Kataffes. 

Ankus, to which his majefty has given the name of Gejbagh, is- 
ufed for flopping and driving the elephant. 

Gedd, is a pronged iron fpike. The Bhuy makes ufe of it when 
the elephant is refra 61 ory.. 

Bencery, are iron or brafs rings which' are put upon the ele- 
phants teeth and ferve to ftrengthen them, as well as for ornament. 

Jegawet, is an inftrument like the Gedd a cubit long, which the 
Bhuy ufes to quicken the elephants fpeed. 

TheJhendeh, like the Towgh, is hung round with Kataffes. It. 
is tied on the loins of the elephant. 

But it is impoffible to difcribe the . various howfings and Wrappings 
of an elephant. 

Every year, for each Muft and Sheergeer and Sadeh, are allowed

ele])hantand mounts iiim, to the adonilliment of thofcAvh.o arc u feel 
to thefe animals. 

Mao N incF.NT Amarccs arc pul uj)on tlic backs of fwift-paced 
ele])hant5, and which ferve for places of rej)ofc on journies. An cle- 
jdianl fo cajjarifoned is always ready at the palace. 

■Wiir.NKvrtr. his majedy mounts, a month’s wages arc given as a 
donation to the Hhiiys. And when he has rode ten elephants, the 
following donations arc alfo bedowed, vi^, to the weekly fupervifor, 
looRs. to the Dchdar ihirty-onc luijyjcs, to the NcF.ceb fifteen Rs, 
to the Tslufiircff feven Rujiecs and a half. Moreover, the rewards 
occafionally given to thofe who arc particularly attentive to the 
duties of their refjreflivc offices, arc innumerable. 

Evetiy elephant has his match appointed for fighting, fome are 
always ready at the palace, and engage w]ien the order is given. 
When the battle is over, if the combatants were Khafeh elephants, 
the Bhuys of the conqueror receive a reward of two hundred and fif- 
ty Dams; but if they were elephants of the FcelKhaneh, the Bhuys 
of the conqueror receive only two hundred Dams.

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The Dehydar of the Khafeh elephants takes from the monthly 
pay of every Bhuy one Dam, the Mufiireff half a Dam, and the 
Nekeeb a quarter of a Dam, out of every Rupee. 

, In the Feel Khaneh out of every. Rupee one Dam is taken by the 
Suddywal, the Dehbalhy and the Bifty ; and by the Mulhreff and 
Nekeeb as in the Khafeh department. 

Of Fines. 

As in the other departments, fo likewife in this there are certain 
■eftabli filed Bnes. 

Whenever a male or a female Khafeh elephant dies, three 
month’s pay is exafled from the Bhuys. 

If any part of the harnefs is loft, the Bhuys and Mayhet forfeit 
ten or fifteen Rupees. 

If, a JuLis loft, they pay its full price. 

■ If a female elephant dies through want of care, the Bhuys pay its 
price. . ■ • , ■ ' 

. If an elephant keeper gives an elephant any drug to make him 
vicious, and be dies in confequence thereof, he is fubjeft to capital 
V O L. 1. , Y punifhment, 
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puniflimcnt, or lo have an hand cut off and to be fold for a Have. 
And if it was a Khafcli elephant, the Bhuys alfo fhall forfeit three 
months pay, and be for one year out of fervice. 

Also a fkilful perfon is appointed to examine every month into 
the (late of the Kliafeli clepl)ants, and if he finds any one out of flefli, 
the Omrahs arc fined, and the wages of the Bhuys are reduced, in 
proportion to their demerits. 

In the Feel Khanch an examination is made every four months, 
by an Ahdy, who makes liis report to his majefty. 

If an elephant dies, three months wages are taken from the Bhuys 
and the Mehawet. 

If an elephant breaks a tulk and has the diforder called Kaly, the 
Darogha pays two thirds, and the Foujdar one third of the eighth of 
the price of the elephant. The Kaly is a part of the tulk, which 
upon being wounded fuppurates and becomes hollow and ufelefs. If 
a tooth is broken without occafioning the Kaly, the fine is a fixteenth 
part of the price of the elephant, two thirds from the Darogha and 
one third from the Foujdar. Now, only an hundredth part of the 
price of the elephant is fixed for the fine for the Feel Khaneh. But 
whenever this negleft happens towards one of the Khafch elephants, 
fuch puniffiment is inflifted as his majefty may pleafe to direft. 
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TChe Horfe Stables. 

His majefly being very fond of horfes, merchants bring them 
from the two Iraks, Room, Turkeftan, Badakfhan, Shirvan, 
Kherghez, Tibbet and Gaflimeer : And droves are continually 

arriving from Turan and Iran, fo that at this day there are in his 
majefty’s ftables twelve thoufand horfes. And in like manner, as they 
are continually coming in, fo equal numbers are daily going out 
of the ftables in prefents and for other purpofes. 

Skilful perfons are appointed to look after the broods, and in a 
fhort time the horfes of Hindoftan will excel thofe of Arabia. There 
are fine horfes bred in every part of the empire, but thofe of Ketch 
excel, being equal to Arabs. It is faid that along time ago an Ara- 
bian merchant was fhipwrecked on the coaft of Ketch, and that he 
had feven choice horfes, which are reported to have been the proge- 
nitors, of the horfes of that place. In Penjab are bred horfes re- 
fembling Irakies, efpecially in that part which lies between the ri- 
vers Sind and Behet, which is alfo called Sebahy. 

The following places likewife produce good horfes; Putty Hibet- 
poor, Bejwareh, Tehareh, Agra, Mewat, and the Subah ofAjmeer: 
and .in the northern mountains of Hindoftan are a hardy breed of 
fmall horfe called Gowt : and on the confines of Bengal near the 
province of Kotch, is a horfe betwixt a Tourky and a Gowt, called 
/Tanghian, which is very hardy. 

V O L I. His 
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His majefty from his regard for this animal, which is on many ac- 
counts fo valuable to a monarch, has made feveral regulations re- 
fpefting it. Firft, he has direfled that a plate be fet apart for the 
horfe merchants, where they may be at eafe, and free from molellati- 
on, at the fame time that the crafty may be deprived, of an oppor- 
tunity of difpofing of their cattle to private people. But thofe who^ 
are known to be upright in their dealings, may keep their horfes 
where they pleafe, and bring them at an appointed time. 

Second. He nominated a perfon to the office of Aumeen Carar 
vanfara, to keep the merchants in order. 

Third. He appointed a Tepukchy to keep an account’ of the- 
horfes that come, and thofe that have been examined. 

Fourth.. He appointed, fkilful and trufty perfons to fettle the 
price of the cattle. His majefty, from his excefs of gOodnefs, in order 
to fatisfy the fulleft expeflations of the horfe-dealers, generally gives 
twenty Rupees or more above the price that is at firft fixed. 

Of the Ranks of horfes. 

These are two, Khafeh, and thofe that are not Kliafeh. 

The following are Khafeh, viz, fix ftables, each containing forty 
choice Arabian and Perfian horfes \ the ftables belonging to the three 

Shalizadelis j 
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Sliahzndehs ; the ftablrs of Turky horfts for the road ; and the ftables 
of horfcs bred in the royal ftuds. And each liable has a particular 
name. But excepting the firft Gx ftables, none ever confift of more 
than thirty horfes. His majefty rides upon all the horfes in the Gx 
ftables, _and upon fome of the others occaGonally. 

B'he Shahzadeh’s ftables and thofc of die Hindoftany breed are of 
three kinds, viz. of thirty, or of twenty, or of ten horfes. A horfe 
whofe value does not exceed ten Mohurs, is j'ut in the ftable of ten. 
Thofe worth from ten to twenty fland in the ftable of twenty, and 
fo on. And Omrahs and other Munfubdars and great Ahdyan arc 
appointed to fuperintend them. Government finds corn for all the 
horfes, excepting for the horfe which the Itakdar of every ftable is 
allowed for his own riding, and which he maintains in corn, grafs 
&c at his own expence. 

D^i7y allowance of food for horfes. 

EvEuyKhafeh horfe was allowed daily, eight Seers of grain when 
the Seer weighed 28 Dams ; and now that the Seer is fixed at thirty 
Dams, the allowance is, in the winter feven and a half Seers of 
Mowt or Mafli boiled ; and in the fu'mmer feven and a half Seers 
of Nakhud. Out of the above feven Seers and a half, two Seers are 
ground into flour. In the winter, before the horfe has his flour, 
they give him a Seer and a half of fugar, and half a Seer of Ghee. 
Two Dams per Diem are allowed for grafs, excepting in the feafon of 
VOL I. IChaweed 
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Khaweed ( h ) when they have no grafs ; and then inftead of fugar, 
they have molaffes, without the Ghee. During the three firft days 
of their eating Khaweed, they are not allowed any grain. After- 
wards, they have fix Seers of grain, and two Seers of molaffes daily. 
In the Iraky and Turky ftables feven and a half Seers of boiled grain 
are given during the cool months, one Dam is allowed for boiling a 
Maund of grain, and once every week each horfe is allowed a quar- 
ter of a Seer of fait. At the times that Ghee and Khaweed are al- 
lowed, every horfe worth thirty one Mohurs and upwards, has one 
Seer of fugar. A horfe from twenty nine down to twenty one Mo- 
hurs, has half a Seer ; and the inferior horfes have none : And be- 
fore eating the Khaweed, every horfe worth more than twenty Mo- 
hurs, is allowed a Maund and ten Seers of Ghee. To each horfe from 
eleven to twenty Mohurs, they give 20 Seers of Ghee, and thofe of 
lefs value have neither Ghee, nor molaffes, nor Khaweed; but every 
horfe of this laft clafs, is allowed the fifth of a Dam 'weight of fait. 
The allowance for grafs for each of the Iraky and Turky horfes is, 
for thofe at court four Dams, and for thofe employed in the Pergun- 
nahs one and a half Dam per Diem. In the winter inftead of grafs, 
is given a Biegah of Khaweed, the price of which at court is valued 
at 240 Dams, and in the country at two hundred Dams. Alfo every 
horfe, during the time he is eating the Khaweed, has an extra allow- 
ance of two Maunds of molafi'es, and an equal quantity is Icffencd 
in the grain. The officers of the houfe-hold draw out an eftimatc of 
thefe expences, and obtain proper affignments for the payment of them. 

Whenever 


( k ) green wheat. 
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Whenever a horfe is fick, every neceflary expence is paid by govern- 
ment, upon the teftimony of the horfe doftor. 

Every ftallion to a ftud of mares is allowed the fame food as a 
horfe of the ftable. 

TheGowI horfes have each five and a half Seers of grain, and the 
ufual quantity of faltj and are allowed for grafs a Dam and a half at 
court, or one Dam and three Cheetels in the Pergunnalis, but they 
have neither Ghee nor Molafles, nor Khaweed. 

The Kerak horfes ( Tanghians ) have each four Seers 'and a half 
of grain, and fait as ufual, with one Dam for grafs at court, or ^ 
of a Dam in the Pergunnahs. 

The brood mares have each 2|- Seers of grain, but no allowance 
for fait, grafs or wood.- 

A FOAL is permitted to fuck its Dam for the three firft months, af- 
. ter which, for the next nine months, it is allowed the milk of two 
cows, and for fix months after 2^ Seers of grain daily. And every 
fix months from this period, they increafe a Seer till it be three years 
old, when it is reckoned a full grown horfe. 

The 
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YAe horfe furniture. 

It would be tedious to mention all the royal horfe furniture or- 
namented with jewels ; and the coverings of filk &c. 

Besides thofe, there are allowed yearly one hundred and ninety 
feven Dams and a half, &c. Viz. 

. For an Artek, which is a quilted linen, forty eight Dams. For 
a Yalpofli ( a covering for the mane ) thirty two Dams. For a wool- 
len rubber two Dams. For a horfe cloth, the outfide of hair-cloth 
and the lining woollen ftuff, forty two Dams. For planks and heel 
ropes forty Dams. For girths eight Dams. For a Mugeffran ( a cow- 
tail to drive away the flies ) three Dams. For a Kizeh, ropes &c, 
fourteen Dams. For a Currycomb one.Dam and a half. For grain 
bags fix Dams. For balkets for ferving the horfe with grain,, one 

Dam. 

A NEW woollen rubber is allowed every fix months. Half thcOTi- 
ginal price of the Artek is taken by government upon the delivery 
of a new one. And for an old Yalpofli a fixth part of its cofl. is' 

taken, and the remainder paid to buy a new one. All the other ar- 

ticles are renewed every year, and 1 5 Dams zi Gheetels are taken for 
the old ones. 

.In the other ftables as far as twenty oneMohurs, there are allov.^d 

one 
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'one hundred and minety-fix Dams and a half annually, in the ra; 
nen before particularized ; and in exchange for the -old artic 
twenty- five Dams and a half are taken by the Aate. 

In the ftables from twenty to eleven Mohurs, .are allowed o

At the expiration of the year, they take twenty Dams for the old 
articles, and pay the remainder to buy new. 

Ker AH Aheny, is a veflTel for boiling grain for ten horfes. It is 
made of one Maund of iron, the price of which is 140 Dams includ- 
ing the workmanlliip. 

Setelmissy. Ten horfes of the ftables of forty, drink out of 
one of them ; but only one is allowed for each of the other ftables. 
It cofts 140 Dams. 


Halter. 
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Haltek. In tlic ftablcs of forty there are three halters. In the 
{tables of thirty, two halters : and in the other {tables one for each. 
Each halter weighs half a Maund, the Iicmp ofwliich coftsone hun- 
dred and forty Dams, and the cxpcnce of twilling is fixteen Dams. 
Every halter is fattened with two iron pins weighing five Seers, and 
coiling fifteen Dams each. 


Teber Teiim.-mc, weighing five Seers, in every liable there is 
one, to drive the iron pins. 

All tire broken copper and iron utenfils in the Klrafeh {tables, 
if repairable, arc repaired by tlic Daroghas; and when they arc paft 
that Hate, tlreir value is cllimatcd, and anaffignment given for the 
remainder to purchafe new. In the otlier {tables every year, half 
the value is taken for the old ones, and the remainder is paid for 
new. 

Horse Shoes, Horfes arc fiiod twice a year. Formerly eight 
Dams were given lor a fet of fliocs, but now ten Dams are allowed. 

Kundelan. One is allowed for every ten horfes. The price of 
> it is eight Rupees and twelve Annas. 

Of the fervants employed in the Jlables. 

The Atbeygy, takes care of all the horfes, and orders how they 
VOL, I. 
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fliall be managed. Tliis office is always held by a Munfubdar of. 
higli rank, at ])refent it is filled by the Khan Khanan. 

Da HOG HA. There is one belonging to each flable ; he is ap-- 
pointed out of the Munfubdars of five thoufand, and the great Ah- 
dyan. 

The Mushiiekf, keeps an account ofthc number of horfesprefent,. 
and of what arc received into and fent out of the ftable; it is likewife, 
his duty to, fee that fuch royal regulations as regard this department 
arc carried into execution. He is alfo one of the Omrahs. 

DEHAHWAnAN. Prcvious to the horfes being brought to his ma-- 
jefly, fomc jxirfons afeertain their qualities, and fettle their rank, an- 
account of wliich is taken in writing by the Mufiireff. This office 
is performed by Munfubdars and Ahdyan. 

The Akiishechy, looks after the horfe-furniture, and has the- 
horfes faddlcd. Many of thefe receive their pay amongft the Ahdyan., 

The Ch abuksewae, rides and breaks in the horfes, and tries 
their fpeed, which the MuflirefT takes an account of He receives, 
liis pay as an Ahdy. 

TheHada, are a number of Rajpoots, who teach the horfes vari- 
ous tricks, and they are ranked amongft the Ahdyan., 


The: 
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The Mirdaheh. The moft experienced araongft the Syces is-, 
placed.at- the head of.ten,.and has this name given him. He receives- 
ills pay amongft.theAhdyan. In the Khafeh ftables his monthly pay is 
Ryo Dams •, in the ftables of the Khanehzad' 1 6o Dams ; and in the 
other ftables of thirty, 140 Dams ; in the ftables of twenty 100 
Dams ; and in the ftables of ten horfes Dams : and this laft Mer- 
daheh looks after two horfes. 

The Be I tar [horfe Do 61 or], receives his pay as an Ahdy.. 

The Nekeeb, is an officer who reports to the Da'rogha and Mu- 
flireff the condition of every ftable. And it is his office to have the cat- 
tle in readinefs. The two head Nekeebs are Ahdyans, and they have 
thirty people under them who receive from 100 to 120 Dams each 
per. menfem. 

The Syce ( Groom), one for every two horfes, but they are paid.-, 
differently viz..

Their monlhly pay is from 120 to one thoufand and two hun- 
dred Dams, Some of them will run from 50 to 100 cofs in the courfe 
of a day. 

The Nalbend [ the Fariers], are AEdyan and Peyadehs. Their 
monthly pay is 1 60 Dams. 

The Zeendars, are alfo Ahdyan and foot-foldiers, and they 
receive the eftabliflied pay. 

In the ftables of forty horfes, onefaddle is allowed for two horfes, 
in the following manner. For the firft and twenty-firft, for the fe- 
cond and twenty-fecond, for the third and twenty-third, and fo on 
to the laft. And if the firft horfe is fent out of the ftable, what was 
the fecond horfe becomes the firft, and the fecond faddle becomes 
the third. 

Water Carriers. In the ftables of forty, three are allowed. 
The ftables of thirty have two, and the other ftables one each. The 
monthly pay of each is 100 Dams. 

Ferash, there is one in every TChafeh ftable, who receives one 
hundred and three Dams monthly. 


A 
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A Sependsowz, is only allowed in the ftables of forty horfes. 
His monthly pay is one hundred Dams. 

Sweepers. Two are allowed for a liable of forty horfes, and one 
for a liable of thirty, or of twenty horfes. The monthly pay of 
each fweeper is lixty-live Dams. 

During a march, if the Daroghas of the liable have a fixed allow- 
ance for peons, they entertain fomc people to lead the horfes. In 
the ftables of thirty horfes fifteen men are allowed, and fo on. But 
thofe who have not any fixed allowance have men appointed oc- 
cafionally by government, and each receives two Dams per Diem. 

Of the Bargcer. 

Many are fit for the cavalry fervice, who are not in circumftances 
to keep a horfe. For thefe, there are fome feparate ftables with par- 
ticular Daroghas, and Muftrrefls. Whenever there is a neceffity, 
they furnilli fuch an one with a horfe upon a written order from 
the Tepukchy. And a man fo mounted is called a Bargeer Sewar. 

Regulations for the Dagh 07 ' mark. 

Formerly they ufed to mark the horfes with the word’Nuzer 
( fight ). Every horfe that was received by government had this 
mark burnt on the right fide ; and thofe that were rejefted were 
marked on the left fide. Now the horfes of every liable are marked 
VOL. I. with 
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-witli their price in numerals. Thus a hoife of ten Mohurs iprice 'is 
marked with the figures lo, thofe of twenty Mohurs have the figures 
20, and fo on. 

Regulations for beeping up the full complement of horfes in the royal Jlabk, 

Formerly, whenever there were expended either ten horfes from 
the ftables of forty, or from the ftablcs of the horfes bred in the royal 
ftuds, or there were wantiirg five Turky horfes, they were replaced 
in the following manner. The deficiency in the ftables of forty, was 
made up from chofen horfes out of the young princes ftables •, and 
the ftables of the Kanehzad (l)^ were completed from the inferior 
ftables. If there were wanting fifteen horfes in the eldeft Shahzadeh’s 
ftables, they were replaced out of the ftables of his brothers ; when 
twenty horfes were wanting to complete the ftables of the fecond 
Shahzadeh, they were taken from the ftables of his younger brother, . 
and from other inferior ftables. And when twenty five horfes were 
wanting in the ftables of the youngeft Shahzadeh, they chofe them 
out of the inferior ftables. 

In the thirty-feverith year of his majefty’s reign it was ordered 
that, for the. future, there fliould be added to the number one every 
year, and thus in the 38th year, they did riot begin to make up the 
•deficiency intheKhafeh ftables till there were wanting eleven horfes 
•therein •, and the other ftables are now completed, as his majefty may 
dbe fit.

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, Itegulatiom for fines. 

■: ^’oRMERLY, wlicn 3 Khafeli horfe died, they ufed to exad from 
the Darogha one rupee, from the Mirdah ten Dams, upon every 
Mohur that the horfe was worth ; and the Syces paid a fourth part 
of a month’s wages. If a horfe was ftolcn or blemiflied, the fer- 
vants paid whatever was commanded. And in the other ftables, they 
exafted for a fingle horfe that died, one Rupee upon every Mohur ; 
for two horfes, two Rupees every Mohur, in the proportions above- 
mentioned. But now for one, two, or three horfes that die, are 
taken one Rupee upon every Moliur ; for four liorfes, two Rupees 
upon every Mohur ; and if five horfes die, the fervants pay three 
Rupees per Mohur •, and fo on in proportion. 

If a horfes mouth is fpoilt, the Merdah is fined ten Dams upon 
every Mohur ; and he taxes the Syces. 

Regulations for the horfes in waiting. 

There are always kept in waiting two horfes of the flable of 
forty •, of the ftables of the three Shahzadehs, and the Khanehzad, 
three each ; together with two road horfes. Thefe are formed into 
four divifions, and each divifion is called a Milfal. 

One horfe from the ftable of theeldeft Shahzadeh, 
one from the ftable of the fecond- Shahzadeh, and one from the fta-: 
ble of Khafeh Turkies,

His majefty never ufed to ride any horfes of the fourth Miflal, 
till Sultan Morad went to his government, when the horfes of forty 
Mohurs were alfo brought for his majefty’s riding. 

Regulations for donations. 

Whenever his, majefty mounts a horfe belonging to one of the 
iirft fix Khafeh ftables, he gives a fixed donation. For fome time it 
was a rule that whenever he mounted, a Rupee fhould be given, 
viz.- one Dam to the Atbegy, two Dams to thejelowdar, and thirty- 
feven Dams amongft the Syces, MuflirefF, Nekeeb, Akhfbegy, and 
Zeendar. Whenever he mounted a horfe belonging to the ftables 
of the eldeft Shahzedeh, thirty Dams were given ; twenty Dams 
when he rode one belonging to the fecond Shahzadeh ; and ten Dams 
for one belonging to the youngeft Shahzadeh, or a Khanehzad horfe. 
Now the following are the donations : For a horfe of the ftable of 

■ forty, 
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forty, one Rupee-; for a liorfe belonging to the eldeft Shahzadeh, 
twenty Dams ; for a horfe belonging to the youngeft Shahzadcli, 
ten Dams ; for a Turky horfe, five Dams ; for a Khanchzad horfe, 
four Dams ; and for a horfe of the other ftables, two Dams. 

Regulations for the Jelwaneh. 

Whenever a horfe is given to any one, he is rated ten or twen- 
ty Mohurs above his value, and out of every fuch Mohur, ten Dams 
are divided amongft the fervants, in the following proportions.

In this country, horfes commonly live to the age of thirty years; 
and their price is from five hundred Mohurs, to two Rupees. 

2?2^ Shuter Khaneh^ or Camel JlaUe. 

From the encouragement given by his majefty, there are now 
bred in Hindoftan, ' Camels that excel thofe of Turan and Iran. 
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. A Number of thefe animals are felefled, and, always kept ready 
to fight for diverfion. The head Khafeh camel, named Shah PufTend 
{ the king’s choice) and who is a native of Hindoftan, has, for the 
fpace of twelve years, conquered all his antagonifts. Camels are 
bred in the following places ; Ajmeer, Judehpoor, Nagore, Beyga- 
nur, Jalmeer, Hetenda, andTahnefir ; andin the Subah of Gujerat, 
near the province of Ketch, are great numbers and very fine. But 
in Sind are the.greateft abundance, inlomuch that many an inhabitant 
of thofe parts,^ is matter of ten thoufand camels-and upwards. The 
fwiftett camels are thofe of Ajmeer, the bett for burden are bred in 
Tatah.., 


Arwaneh, is the name of a fpecies.of female camel. ■ In every 
country camels couple in winter. If the male has two humps, 
and w'^hich kind of camel is called Biyeer, the young that it begets, 
if male, is commonly called Ner, and if female, Mayeh: but his 
majetty has given to the male of thofe the name of Boghdy, and to 
the female that of Jemazeh, The Boghdy is bett for carrying bur- 
dens, and for fighting ; and the Jemazeh excels in fwiftnefs. There 
is alfo a kind of Indian camel called Look, which, as well as the 
Arwaneh aforementioned, is almott as fwift as the Jemazeh. If ^ 
Biyeer couples with a Jemazeh, their young, if a male, is called 
Ghoord, and if female,, Mayeh Ghoord.- ..If a Jemazeh couples with 
a Boghdy, or a Look,, the young, whether male or female, is 
named after its fire. But if a Boghdy or a Look couples- w'ith an 

Arwaneh, 
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Arwaneh, the young male is named after its fire, and the youtig 
female after its dam. 

When camels are loaded and travel, they are formed into Ketars 
(or rows) each confifting of five camels ; and each Ketar has a diffe- 
rent name, viz. the firft Ketar is called Feting; the feeond Pefii- 
wereh; the third Meyaneh Ketar j the fourth Dumdeft; and the 
fifth Dumdar. . 


^lie Daily Allowance of Food for Camels. . 

The Boghdy is fit for fervice when he is two years and a half, 
and the Jemazeh as foon as ihe is three years old. At this period 
they are each allowed two feers of grain daily.

The daily allowance for the Ghoord, the Mayeh Ghoord, and 
the Look, is the fame as the two firft mentioned, till they are four 
years old; after which.

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The above was fixed at the, time that the Seer was of 28 Dams 
weight ; but now that it is 30 Dams, they deduft the difference. 
When the camels are in waiting, during the eight dry months, 
grafs is found by government ; but, in' the four rainy months, and 
during a journey, the camel-drivers carry them to graze. 

A CAMEL that is on duty with the guard, within the city, has 
two dams every da^' fur grafs ; and if it is fo employed without the 
city, the allowance is only a Dam and a half. 


Furniture for the Khafeh Camels. 

For the Khafeh camels are allowed the following articles: Dum 
Afsar, Mehar Kathy, (fomewhat refemblinga horfe-faddle, bu^ rather 
longer) Kuchy, Ketarchy, Serenjy, Tung, Sirtung, Sheebbund, 
Jilajil, Gurdenbund, Sirchader, (or faddle cloth) made of broad cloth, 
or of coloured linen, or wax cloth. The value of fuch of the above 
articles as are inlaid with precious flones,- and adorned with filken 
fluffs, is beyond defcription. 

Five Ketars of camels properly eaparifoned, are kept ready for 
riding, together with two Ketars Tor carrying Mehafchs. The 
Mehafch is a wooden chamber upon two poles, by which it is fuf- 
pended between two camels, •

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In every ten Ketars of camels, three Ketars have coloured furni- 
ture, and the reft plain. For the Rungeen (or coloured furniture) 
are allowed, for a Boghdy, two hundred and twenty-five Dams and 
three quarters, viz.

For a Look, in the Sadeh divifion, are allowed one hundred 
and forty- three Dams, viz. Aflar, Jehaz, and Takeh, the fame as 
already mentioned •, the faddle-cloth, 361 Dams ; Tung, Sheebbund 
and Guloobund, 14-^ Dams. The Rungeen and Sadeh, excepting 
the brafS'Ting, and iron chains, have their furniture renewed only 
once in three, years, in confideration of the old Rungeen furniture 
(of every Ketar, fixteen Dams, and from a Ketar of Sadeh, fourteen 
'Dams-are taken, by government. At the end of every three, years, 
they draw out an account of the fum allowed for furniture, from 
the amount of which is deduced a fourth part-, and then,, after 
taking one tenth from the remainder, an affignment is given for tlie 
reft.

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The Alefy or camels ufed in carrying fodder and burdens, have 
new furniture every year. For a Look and a Khanehzad are allow- 
ed fifty-two Dams and a half, viz.

Every year, an account is made out, when a fourth part is de- 
duced, and an affignment given for the remainder. 

Gunnev-baGs for giving the camels their grain, one for every 
ICetar. Formerly there were allowed for a Ketar of Boghdys, and 
Jemazehs 3o| Dams, and for a Ketar of Looks 24|- Dams ; but it 
being reprefented to his majefty, that the camel-keepers were lofers 
by providing at this fixed rate, it was ordered, in the 40th year of 
the reign, that the current price Ihould in future be allowed. 

It is a cuftom, that on every new-year’s day,' the Sarban Bafhyan 
receive a donation upon trimming the Camels, anointing them with- 
oil, -and receiving the Alefy furniture &c. 
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Rules for anointing the Camels. 

For every Boghdy and Jemazeh, are allowed annually three S^ers 
and three quarters of Sefame oil, three quarters of a Seer of fulphur, 
and fix Seers and a half of buttermilk. Eaeh of the other kind of 
camel has the fame as thofe aboveraentioned,. excepting that of ful- 
phur it has only twelve Ghattaks. Three Seers of the oil are ufed 
in anointing the camel, and the remainder is injeded up the noftrils: 
formerly this allowance was quarterly, but now is given once a year 
only.

“ithe Ranks of the Camels, and their Servants. , 

His majefly has formed them into Ketars, or rows, each of which 
is committed to the care of a Sarban. 

The Ketars are of three kinds. Firft, five Ketars are given in charge 
to a perfon called Biftopunjee, or a fuperintendant of twenty-five 
camels. Se^cond, ten Ketars, together with nine Sarbans,. are put 
under a perfon who is filled Pinjahee, or a fuperintendant of fifty. 
Third, one hundred Ketars, with their Sarbans, are .under the or- 
ders of a Punjfuddy, or a fuperintendant of five hundred. Out of 
thefe hundred Ketars, ten are under the particular care of the Punj- 
fuddy. Government finds Sarbans for only nine of thefe Ketars •, 
the others being provided by the PunjTuddy himfelf. The Sarbans 
of fifty, end thofe of twenty-five, are included in the number of the 
five hundred, and receive their pay accordingly. .

The fuperindant of twenty-five camels, receives monthly 720 
Dams, and has alfo one marked Jyaboo horfe. The fuperintendant , 
of fifty has a marked horfe, and receives monthly 960 Dams. At 
prefent feveral of the Punjfuddies are dignified with the rank of 
Youzbafliy. 

Out of every Ketar, one camel is appropriated for the tranfpor- 
tation of the camp-equipnge : there is aTepeeckchy for this depart- 
ment : 

Evert Punjfuddy is under the orders of an Emeer. 

A Number of foot-foldiers are appointed to this department, to. 
report, from time to time, the ftate thereof, in order that there may 
be no neglefl; ; and every fix months the condition of the camels is 
fcrutinized. , , . , - 

From the time that a camel is fit for fervice, and has paffed muf- 
ter, if it is miffing, the Sarban, the Pinjahee, and the Punjfuddy, 
V O L. 1. - are 
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are fined in its full price. Or if a camel becomes blind, or lame, 
they are fined the fourth of its price. 

Reybary, is the name given to a tribe of Hindoos, who are Ikil* 
led in the management of camels, they teach the Hindee Look to tra- 
vel at a great rate. Although for the fpeedy conveyance of intelli- 
gence, poftmen are ftationed at every five cofe from one extremity of 
the’empire to the other, yet a great number of thefe camel-riders are 
continually in waiting at the palace, to carry orders. 

Each Reybary has the following number of camels committed- to 
his care for .breeding, viz. fifty Arwaiiehs, one Biyeer, and two 
Looks, The Biyeer and the Look have the fame allowance of grain 
as beforementioned, but nothing for grafs. The fifty Arwanehs 
have neither allowance for grain, nor grafs.

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And in the herds of camels, to each that is full grown, is given 
every week, half a Seer of faltpetre, and common fait; and to a 
Bootah, a quarter of a Seer. 

The monthly pay of a Gulahban, or keeper, of an herd of ca- 
mels, is 200 Dams ; and he is, moreover, allowed for grazing fifty 
camels, fix men at two Dams each per Diem. A Gulahban of fifty 
camels, is obliged to prefent his majefty three Arwanehs every year, 
and on failure, their price is deduced from his falary. 

Formerly, the ftate ufed to exadt a fourth part of the wool 
llieered from every Boghdy and Jemazeh, and which, upon an aver- 
age, ufed to amount to four Seers per head. This cuftom his ma- 
jefty has abolillred, and in lieu thereof, obliges the Sarban to furnilli 
the Duraafsar, and fome other trifling articles.

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His raajefty divided the oxen into troops, and committed each 
to the charge of a keeper^ 

-One hundred of the choiceft oxen are made Khafeh, and called 
Kowtel ; fifty-one otliers, are the half ; and fifty more, the quarter 
Kowtel. If any deficiency happens in the Kowtel, it is fupplied 
from the half Kowtel, and fo on. And all the three above-men- 
tioned Kowtel oxen, are Khafeh. 

Also from fifty, to one hnndred head of oxen, are formed into 
a troop, with proper fervants; after which their ranks being deter- 
mined, they are put into their refpeflive dalles. 

Likewise others are appointed for drawing chariots and carts, 
and for carrying water. 

And in the fame manner are the cows and milk buffaloes formed^ 
into divifions, and put under the charge of proper fervants.- 

There is alfo a fpecies of fmall oxen called Gaynee,. which are- 
well limbed, and very beautiful. 


Daily Allowance of Food for the Oxen. 

Every head of the three firft Khafeh kinds, is allowed, daily, fiir 
V O L. I. SeerS' 
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■Seers and a quarter of grain, and a Dam and a half for grafs ; together. 
with a Maund and nineteen Seers of Molaffes, for the whole, which 
the Daroghah diftributes amongft them as he fees proper. For each 
of the other Khafeh kinds, fix Seers of grain, and grafs as before-, 
but they have not any molaffes. 

For the others as follows : ift kind, fix Seers of grain ; for grafs, 
if at court, one Dam and a half; and if on a march, only one Dam: 
2 d kind, grain five Seers ; and grafs as before. 

The Chariot Btil/ochs, fix Seer of grain ; and grafs as before, ihe 
Gaynecs.) firft kind, three Seers of grain ; for grafs if at court, one 
Dam ; and if on a march, ofa Dam. Second kind : grain two and 
a half Seers •, grafs, if at court, of a Dam. I'he Male Buffaloes (called 
in Hindoftan Urnch) eight Seers of wheat flour, boiled up with two 
Seers of Ghee, and two and a half Seers of molaffes ; alfo one and a 
half Seer of grain; and two Dams are allowed for grafs. This ani- 
mal, when in the vigour of youth, is fo wonderfully brave, and has 
fuch ftrength, that he will attack a lion and tear him in pieces. - 
When he is old, he is ufed for carrrying water, and is then allowed 
eight Seers of grain, and two Dams for grafs. 

The other buffaloes that are employed in drawing water, are 
each allowed fix Seers of grain ; and two Dams for grafs. 


The 
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The beft of the chariot bullocks have each, fix and a quartet 
'Seers of Gheenah, and two Dams for grafs. The reft of thefe, have 
•each five Seers of grain s and grafs as before. Thofe that work in 
carts, formerly had five Seers of grain, and one and a half Dam for 
grafs ; but their prefent allowance of grain is a quarter of a Seer 
lefs. 

The milch cows, and buffaloes, when at court, have grain given 
them equal in weight to their milk. A cow, gives .from one to fif- 
teen quarts of milk; and a buffaloe, from two quarts to thirty. 
An eftimate being made of the quantity of milk given by each) there 
are demanded two Dams weight of Ghee, for every quart of milk 
given by each. 

An herd of oxen or buffaloes, is called T’that, in the Hindovee 
language. 


Servants employed with the Oxen. 

In the Khafch ftables, one perfon is allowed to look after four 
head of cattle ; and out of fixteen of fuch perfons,one has five Dams, 
and the others four Dams each per diem. The keepers of the other 
ftables, have each the' fame pay as thofe above mentioned, but then 
every one looks after^ fix oxen. Some of the charioteers, receive 
their pay as Ahdyan, and others have from one hundred and twelve 
V O L. 1. G c to. 
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to two Kiindred and fifty-fix Dams' per Mertfem. 'ithe BeJitil (or 
chariot) is of two forms, Ghutterdar, or with an umbrella, and thofe 
that are without that enfign of royalty. The Behul is fometimes 
drawn by horfes, when if is called. Goher Behul. 

Formerly, for every ten Arabahs or carts, there were'twenty 

« 

Arabcheen, or carters, appointed, together with a carpenter. The 
daily pay of the. head Arabachy was five Dams, and that of the others 
four Dams each. For fome particular Behuls are allowed after the 
rate of twenty Arabcheean for fifteen Behuls, without any carpenter. 
The head.Arabchy furniflied repairs, in confideration of which, he 
received annually two thoufand two hundred Dams. 

Formerly, as has been faid above, the repairs were made at 
the expence of the Daroghahs ; but every day that the "carriages 
were ufed, there was an allowance of half a Dam for Owng, wliich, 
is hemp mixed with Ghee, and, twifted round, the axle-tree of the

wheel to preferve it.. 

Afterwards, when the Arabcheean had the contra6l,,it was agreed: 
that they, Ihould furnifh the carpenter’s work and the Owng. At 
firft it was cuftomary for the carts to carry on marches a quantity 
of baggage belonging to the different offices, and afterwards to carry 
alfp whatever fire- wood was required for the kitchen, and to tranf- 
port timbers and bricks for tlic public buildings. But now there

-arc allowed two hundred carts for the ufe of the buildings folely; 
and fix hundred carry to the kitchen, in the courfc of ten months, 
one hundred and fifty thoufand maunds of wood. When the Arab-' 
cheean had the contrafl, if a bead died, they found another in his 
room. 

But it having been repr'efented to his majefiy, that the edrt- 
traders did not fulfil their engagements, lie abolillicd that mode^ 
and ordered tliat the ox'en fliould again be given in charge to pro* 
per perfons; and ordered that every cart bullock filould hav'C a 
daily allowance of four Seers of grain, wi th one Dam and a half fot 
grafs, c.xcep^ing in tlic four rainy months; wlicn no allbwhiVcC \% 
made for this laft article. There are alfo appointed fot 
eighteen carts, tw^elvc men, one of whom is a carpenter. NoWif a 
bullock dies, government fupplics another in his ftead ; and likewife 
gives an allowance for Owng ; and is at the cxpence of repairs. 

The oxen that are worked, arc rauftcred once a year, and thofc 
that are unemployed every fix months ; when the overfeefs make a 
report of the condition in which they find them. 

The carters, in confequence of their being excufed frorU aflifting 
in the buildings, and carrying fire-wood, are obliged to perform 
every other fervice that is required of them.

hi'i mijcliy countenancing tlii-. anim.nl, has removed the dillibc. 

Mui.r.s are broug'ht from <Iin’{:rcnt jiart.s of Arabia and PerCa, 
and one of the IkR is fold for one tlioufmd Rupees. 

Ln:n camels, they arc formed into Ketars of five, and which 
liavc tlic fame names, excejning that of thefo the fccond Ketar is 
called Rerdun. 

A mule frequently lives fifty years.

For the furniture of each of the Arabian, Perfian, and other 
foreign mules, is allowed annually three hundred and fifty-four 
Dams; for the furniture. of an.Iiindy mule, one hundred and fifty- 
one Dams and a quarter. , ■ 

• A MULE is .fliod twice a-year, for which are allowed eight Dams. 

. Every :Ketar has a'perfon to look after -it, who :is called After-, 
ban. If. he be a native of Iran or Turan, . ;he has monlhly from 
four hundred to one thoulahd nine hundred. and, twenty Dams ; an 
■Hindy Afterban has from two . hundred and forty to two hundred 
fifty-fix Dams. 

All whofe monthly wages exceed ten Rupees, .are'themfelves at 
the expence of the grain and grafs. The overfeets of, this depart- 
ment examine the condition of the cattle twice a-yea.r;-and; the 
mules are annually brought into the royal prefence.

Eor carrying burdens, and drawing water, there are alfo kept 
affes, each of which is allowed daily three feers of grain, and one 
Darii for grafs; and for furniture, the fame as the Hindy mule, ex- 
cepting that the afs has no faddle-cloth. For repairing the furniture, 
there is an annual allowance of twenty-three Dams. Their keeper 
has never more than one hundred and twenty Dams monthly. 

"the Manner in which his Majejiy Jpends his fime. 

On this depends the welfare and happinefs of all ranks of people. 

It is his majefty’s conftant endeavour to gain and fecure the hearts 
of all men. Amidft a thoufand cares, and perplexing avocations, 
he fuffers not his temper to be in any degree difturbed, but is always 
cheerful. ' He is ever ftriving to do that which may be mofl. ac- 
ceptable to the Deity, and employs his mind on profound and ab- 
ftra'Sed fpeculations. J’rom his thirft after wifdom, he is continually 
labouring to benefit -by the knowledge of others, while he makes 
no account of his own fagacious adminiftration. He liftens to what 
every one hath to fay \ becaufe ft -may happen that his heart may 
be enlightened by the- communication of a juft fentiment, or by the 
relation of a laudable aSion. But altho’ a long period has elapfed 
in this pradlice, he has never met with a perfon whofe judgment he 
could prefer to his. own. Nay, the moft experinced ftatefmen, on 
beholding this ornament of the throne, blufli at their own infulfi- 

ciency, and ftudy anew the arts of government. Neverthelefs, out 

of 
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of the abundance of his-fagacity,. he will not fuffer himfelf to quit 
the paths of enquiry.

of the earth. His majefly lias alfb great veneration for fire in gene- 
ral, and for lamp.: fine-: ih'erare to b': accounted rays of the greater

Hn is ever fjnring of (he lives oi oflendert, wifliing to befiow 
hajipincfs ujxm all his fubjefls. 

Hr. abfi.dns much from flefl!, fo that whole montlis pafs away 
withoui his (oiiching any animal food, lie takes no delight in 
fimfinl ((ratifi Miiori;, .and, in the courfe of twenty-four hours, never 
makes mu;-: i!;:”, (ire meal. 

Hr fj.'cnd^ the v.-hnle day and nighl in the performance of his nc- 
reflary avocation.''-, excepting the final! portion required for fleep. 
He t.akcs a little rejwfe in the cs'cning, and again for a fliort time 
in the morning. The grcatcfl part of the night is employed in the 
tranfadlion of bufinefs. To the royal privacy arc tlien admitted, 
pliilofojjhcrs, and virtuous Sofccs, who feat thcrafelvcs, and en- 
tcrt.ain his majefly with wife difeourfes. On thofe occafions his ma- 
jefiy frithoms the depths of knowledge, 'examines the value of an- 
cient inflitutions, and forms new regulations ; tliat the aged may 
fl.niul corrciflcd in their errors, and th.c rifing generation be provided 

with 
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with fit rules for governing their conduS. There are alfo prefent at 
thefe alTemblies, learned hiftorians, who relate ' the .annals of pafl: 
times, juft as the events occurred, without addition or diminution. 
A confiderable part of the night is fpent in hearing reprefentatiohs- 
of the ftate of the empire, and giving orders for whatever is necef- 
fary to be done in every department. Three hours before day, there 
are introduced to the prefence, rauficians of all nations, who re- 
create the affembly with vocal and inftrumental melody.

He alfo fre- 
(]ucn(ly appears at a window which opens into the Dowlet Khaneh, 
and from thence he receives petitions, without the intervention of 
any jicrfon, and tries and decides upon them. 

Evkhy officer of government reprefents to his majcRy his refpec- 
livc wants, and is always inflruRcd by him how to proceed. 

He confiders an equal diflribulion of jufticc, and the happinefs of 
his fubjcRs, as cffcntial to his own felicity, and never fullers his. 
temper to be ruffled whilfl he is hearing caufes. 

Whenever his majcfly orders a Bar (or court) to be held, they 
beat a large kettle-drum, to apprize every one thereof. The royal 
family, the Omrahs, and others, immediately attend to make the 
Koornifli, each flanding in his proper place. The learned, and the 
mechanic, make their refpeSive reprefentations j theDaroghas and 
Tcpukchccs fet forth their fcveral wants ; and the officers of juftice 
give in their reports.

liis majefly lias commanded tbc palm of the right hand to be 
placed upon the forc-licad, and tlic head to be bent forwards. This 
kind offilutation is called Koorniili, /. e. “ the head being placed in

“ fcmbly.” 

The Tuflccm is ]:crformcd after the following manner; The back 
of the right hand is jdaced upon the ground, and raifed gently till 
the perfon hands crefl ; when he puts the palm of his hand upon the 
crown of his head.

Accokping to tlic value of the elephant, it is put into the firft 
or laft riulkah. 

WiiES all the elephants Iiavc pafTcd muflcr in the above-men- 
tioned order, they begin again with the Kbafeli cleplniils, bringing 
ten at a time; and when thefc arc reviewed, they proceed with 
thofc of the Shaiizadehs.

Tun Ilulkahdars whofc clejihants arc in good condition, have 
their number incrcafcd, by lean ones, that are taken away from 
thofc who have been negligent in the difeharge of their duty.

place every new elephant, that is appropriated to his own particular

The elepEapts of the other Omrahs, although, ;npt in the, general 
'rota,tion, are brought to the prefenqe qcc^fionally ; apd. their rrqnJf 
'being fixed, are ftamped with the royal marh. 

The merchants alfo bring elephants to the palace,., and receive 
;their proper price. 

'the Mujler of Horfes. 

This begins with the ftables of forty horfes ; next thofe of the 
Shazadehs, and the Khanazad ; continuing with tfie other ftablesj 
till all the horfes of ten Mqhurs have been reviewed. After 
thofe, are muttered the Gowt and Tanghen horfes, and thofe of the 
Bargeers. They are brought according to their price, and if two 
are equal in^ value, then, that which was firft received into the flat, 
ble, precedes the other. 

Pkevious to mutter, ficilful perfons fix the prices of the Tang^ 
hens, &c. anew, and determine whether they fhall be of the firft, 
fecond, or third clqfs. Thofe .which have increafed in value fipce 
the laft mutter, are put into a higher clafs, and thofe which have 
fallen off, are degraded accordingly. For thofe of the third plafs 


are 
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•nrc appointed fcparalc ftablcs, out of which ordinary people receive 
prefents. 

Eyeky nuiflcr day, the ordinary Aablcs arc completed j and if 
there be not any deficiency, the furjdiis horfes arc put into a fepa- 
Tate ftable, for wliich there is a fupcrintendnnt- 

The mufter of this animal ufed to begin on Monday. They 
bring forty liorfes the firft dny> and on every fiiccccding day twenty 
eacli. Some liorfes from fixty to ten Mohurs value, arc always in 
Tcadinefs, to be given in prefents, and to mount the cavalry. 

Tee horfes belonging to the dealers arc viewed as they comc> 
and according to the number brought, from twenty to an hundred 
arc viewed daily- But before they arc brought to his majefty, ofli- 
cers ajipointcd for the purjiofe fettle their price; wliich valuation> 
however; his majcfiy always incrc.'ifcis a little. The horfes ^^of Icfs

The Mujler of Mules. 

This commenced on Thurfday. Thefe animals are muftered 
only once in the courfe of a year, fix Ketars daily.

There are always one hundred and one'Khafeh deer^ each ofe 
which has a proper name hgnificant of his charafler 5 and for.- 
every couple of thefe a keeper is appointed. The battles of thefe- 
animals are of ^three kinds Firft, Ehafeh deer with Khafeh Se-- 
condj Khafeh deer with thofe of the Shazadehs:- Third, Khafeh^ 
deer with thofe of forty-two of the principal courtiers, whom his-, 
majefty has formed into twenty-one Miffals; being compofed of; 
Munfubdars of feven thoufand, down to Dehbafhefes;

. ift 'T he Arab, w'hich isa veryfinehorfe, bred in different parts 
of Arabia. The monthly pay for one of thofc was fixed at feven hun- 
dred and twenty Dams, including all charges, which were computed 
at four hundred and feventy-nine Dams. When his majefly look into 
confideration the cafe and good difeipline of his troops, he at firfl 
made .an yddition of eighty-one Dams, at the time that the Tu^ee 
paffed current at thirty-five Dams ; and when it was raffed to forty 
Dams, he.increafed the pay, excepting the Jungelehs, eighty Dame, 
more, altogether making 720 Dams*.

Increafes, 
firft 52 Dams ; fecond 50 Dams^ third 80 Dams. 

5th Yabu, is alfo a native ofTuran, but lefs powerful and fmal- 
ler then the Turky. Monthly pay, four hundred Dams, including 
all expences, Increafes, firft, 41 Dams; fecond 40 Dams; third -80 
Dams. 

6th and 7th are the Tazee, and the Jungeleh. Thofe are mbftly 
bred in Hindoftan. The beft is called Tazee, ' the middling kind 
Jungeleh, and the worft Tattoo. Tanghens are greatly improved hy 
being crofted with Tazees. The monthly pay of a Tazee is three 
hundred and twenty Dams, including all charges. Increafes, firft 
22 Dams; fecond 30 Dams ; third 80 Dams. The monthly pay of 
a Jungeleh is two hundred and forty Dams, including all charge : 

Increafes. 
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Incrcafes, firft 294 Dams ; fecond 25 Dams ; tliird 40 Dams. A 
Tattoo was formerly allowed one hundred and forty Dams ; but 
now he is not cmjdoycd.

Munjubdars. 

The Almighty for the benefit of mankind felefls from amongft them 
one whom he makes a king, and fupports with his divine grace and 
favor. But fince the abilities of a finglc man are not equal to the 
duties of every department, the monarch wifely make /choice of 
fomc of his mofl worthy fubjefls to alTiIl: him : And for this pur- 
pofe nominates them to command others. With this yie^.hiSjina- 
jefty cftablillied Munfubs from a Deh-baflxy (or coinmander qf-teQ.;] 
to Dehhezary (or a commander of ten.thoufand). Butpnlyjthe king’s 
fons have Munfubs above five thoufand. The number of thefe Mun-

Munfubs'being 66, thofe ikilled in the numerical value of letters fa) 
have difcovered that their fum is exprefl’ed by the word -Jilaleh. 
(or themoft glorious God) which they .confider as an indication of 
their ;perpetuity. 

Hi s ,maje{ly difcovers the merit of fome at .the firft interview, and 
exalts them to greatnefs at, one ftep. Sometimes the Munfubris in- 
creafed, whilft the number of cavalry is diminilhed. 

Great care Is taken in determining the value of the horfes pro- 
vided hy -each Munfubdar, -and their pay is fixed accordingly, Thofe 
who have cavalry equal to their Munfub, are of the firft rank; Thofe 
who have not the full number, but not lefs than half, are of the fe- 
cond rank. The third rank is compofed of thofe who have lefs than 
half of the full complement of cavalry ; as will he found upon con- 
fulting the annexed tables. 

The Youzbalhgees, ( or commanders of one hundred ) are of ele- 
ven ranks. Firft. Him of an hundred whofe monthly pay is feven 
hundred Rupees. The eleventh has not any cavalry, the greateft 
part of thefe b^iig amortgft the number of Dakhelee troopers ; his 
pay is five hundred Rupees. The nine intermediate ones have twenty 
Rupees in addition for every ten horfes.

There are a number of brave aQive men on whom, although his 
majefty does not beftow a Munfub. yet, being accounted Khafs, or 
particular fervants, they are freed from being under the orders of any 
one, and thus dignified by their independence. Such an officer is 
called an Ahdy. They have a feparate Dewan and Bukhfliy, and 
a great Emeer is appointed their chief. A fit perfon is appointed to 
receive Ihofc who wiffi to be entertained in this capacity, and he 
brings fuch every day to the palace without demanding any fee, 
when they are examined and approved by his majefty. TheYad- 
afhtf^Jand theTaleekeh being made out, a defeription ofthe Ah- 
dy’s perfon is taken. Then the Buraword is prepared, when the Bukh- 
ffiy takes fe’curity, and brings the Ahdy a fecond time to the palace, 
where his pay is always fome-what increafed, fometimes a fourth or 
a half, but frequently from ten to feventy Rupees. Some receive up- 
wards of live hundred rupees per menfem. After he has been a fecond 
time before his majefty, hishorfe is marked wtih the figure, of g. At

In the cotirfe of the year, ten months 
filary is jiaid iti ready money, and two months p.ay arc fiopped on 
account ofliis liorfo and otlicr cxi:c:n(T? ; .and out of the ten months 
there is a fartlserfiopjiage of a tv.’cnlieth jiart. On entering the fervice, , 
he finds himfclf a horfo, and when that dies, he is nunmted by govern-- 
merit. ^VIlcn his horfe dies, projicr officers iiiak.c out a certificate- 
thereof, which is called a S.akctnanieh. in order that his jiay may be 
regulated accordingly, for until he is found another horfe, he ccafes 
to draw any jay for one •, and if he neglects to obtain the certificate, 
he is not allowed any thing from the time of the lafi nuificr. Tliofe 
who arc in want of liorfc£> confiantly attend at tlic palace. A great 
number of horfes arc thus befiowed, half the jiricc of which is ac- 
counted .as a prefent, and li.alf is paid for in quarterly llopjiagcs, or' 
if he is in ticbl iii two ye.ars.

To thefe are appointed a Ireafurcr, a Daroghah, and Tc- 
pukciiccs, avliicli, altliougli difiindl ofliccs, have all been occafionally 
executed by one ]x;rfon. The pay of thcBundookchccc.an has already 
been particularized (c). 


Durhiuin, or Pordrs. 

A TiioitsAtcn of thefe a^livc and vigilant men guard the p.alacc. 
The Mirdchahs of tlicfe arc paid after five rales, viz. 300, j6o, 140, 
130, and iSo Dams-, and the other ])ortcrs from 110 to leo D.ams 
per menfom. 


Ilk: KhiihuiUikih. 

A TJiou? ANn of thefe alfo guard the environs of the palace A 
Sirdar, or chief of twenty, h.as montlily from from fifty to two 
luindred Dams; a Dehbafliy, from fj-o to 180 Dams; and of the 
inferior lao, 110, or too Dams each. This tribe formerly were no- 
torious for cunning and roguery ; and former monarchs deemed 
them incorrigible; butuow, by his majchy’sdifcipUnc, they arc famous 
for their good order and honefty. Formerly they were called Mavy;

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Tiow they are ftyled Kidmutteeah'(or Tervants) 5 and their chief, or 
Rajah, has the title of Khidmut Roy, 'and is an obedient fubjefl: of 
;the ernpire. 


Mewrah. 

'These are natives of Mewat, who are adrnirable for carrying 
HHeifages that require difpatch, and bringing money from diftant 
:places ; are excellent fpies, and will engage in the moft difficult 
1 undertakings. They are a'^thoufand in number, and have the Tams' 
;pay as the Khidmutteeah. 

Shumjheerbaz, or Gladiators. 

This tribe are of various kinds, and perform 'WoHde'tful feats'.; 
iifi'ghting and jumping with great art and agility. 

Some fight with lliields, and others engage with cudgels : thefe 
laft are called in the Hindovee language, Lakrayit. Others have no 
defence, and make ufe of one hand only, and are thence called in 
Hindoftan, Ekhateh. Thofe who come from the eafterh parts of 
Tlmdbltanj ufe afmall' fiiield, which they call Ghorwah. ' Thofe of 
'the northern provinces have flifelds of fuch a magnitude, as to cover 
a man and horfe; and this' kind' of Ihicld is caired Tilwah. Others, 
who are called Pehrayit, ufe a fiiield Tome what lefs than the heighth 
of a m'an, and one Guz in-breadth. Others, called Banayit, have a 
Tong fword, whofe handle meafures a Guz in length, 'vvhich they 
.manage very dextroufly. There is another famous tribe called 

■Bungolee, 
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•Bungdlcc, who liftvc not flticld, but make ufeof a fingular ’kind 
'of fword, witli a crooked hilt, "wliich tlicy handle with great dex- 
terity. Others arc very lliilful in fighting with daggers, and knives 
of various forms ; aild of (hefe there arc upwards of one hundred 
thoufand, the choiccR of whdm arc entertained by his majefty. TJie 
Suddy, or Sirdar of an hundred Slutmfiiccrbaz, is at lead of th'e 
rank of Ahdy. His pay is from eighty to fix hundred Dams per 
hlcnfcm. 

The Pohluwan, arc wrcRlers arid boxers of Irtiri and Turari. 
There arc alfo expert flingcrs of Gujerat and other pairts of Hindof- 
tan, who are called Mul, numbers of whom arc in his majefty’s fer- 
vice. Their monthly pay is from fcvcnly to four hundred and fifty 
Dams } and every Day fom'c of the above combat together, and re- 
ceive various rewards. 


‘Ilic Checlah. 

His majefiy docs not approve of giving to thefe unfortunate trierx 
the opprobrious name of Have, but calls them Chcclah ; which word 
in the Hindovee language fignifics one who relies bn another. 

Of thefe llierc arc fevcral kinds: ifi, thofe who are confidcred as 
•common Haves, being infidels taken in battle, and they are bought 
and fold : 2d, thofe who of themfclves fubmit to bondage : 3d, the 
'children born of flaves: 4,th, a thief who becomes the Have of the 
VOL. I. owner 
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owner of the floleri goods : 5th, he who is fold for the price of 
hlood. 

The daily pay of a Chcelah is from one Dam to one Rupee, they 
are formed into divifions, and committed to the care of Ikilful per- 
fons, to be inftrufled in various a£ls and occupations. 

His majally out of his humanity and difcernment, promotes thefe 
and other inferior claffes of people according to their merits •, fo 
tliat it is not uncommon to fee a foot-foldier raifed to the dignity 
of an Emcer of the empire. 

Kahars, or Bearers. 

These are natives of Hindoftan, who carry aftonilliing burdens 
upon their llaoulders, over the moft uneven ground. They alfo 
carry Palekees, Sukhafens, Chowdowles, and Doolees, with fuch an 
even pace, that ihe rider is hardly fenhble of the motion. The beft 
are thofe of the Decan and Bengal ; and there are alfo many good 
ones in the northern Soobahs. Several thoufands do feruice at • the 
palace. A Sirdar, or head bearer of a fet, receives monthly from 
one hundred and ninety-two, to three hundred and eighty-four ' 
Dams •, and a common bearer has from one hundred and twenty to 
one hundred and fixty Dams. 

‘The 
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fhc Pyndch Dahhcly. 

The foot- foldicrs fo c.illal, arc under the command of the OiU' 
rnh?, but receive their ];ay from the Hate. Every Munfubdar has, 
in addition to the conijdcment of his cavalry, lialf the number of 
infantry, defcrijitinn-. of wh.ofc jrerfons arc ta];cn down in writing 
by hi? Aka or Munfubdar. Ofthefe infantry one fourth arc Bun- 
dookchcoan, and the red arclicrs, cxccjitiug a few who arc carpenters, 
blackfmii)!":, v.'atcr-oarricrs, and jiioncers. The pay of the Bundook- 
checanha? already been ])articular);'cd. Of the archers, thcMirdehah 
lias from one humired and ciglity, and the otlicrs from one hundred 
to one hundred and twenty Dams, Of the nrlificcrs who arc paid 
as fool-foldiers, forncthing has already been fiid in the firR part of 
the v.'ork. 


Of (hr DjiUi, or j’tLirh, 

Wnr.N tlic rank of the man, together with the number and 
qualities of his horfes, arc fettled by })arlicular olFiccrs, another lakes 
a dcfcrijition of his jverfon in writing, with an account of his age, 
country, and religion. 'I'l-.crc is alfo a Daroghah, wliofc bufinefs it 
is to fee that the men do not meet with any vexatious delays, and 
that they do not fun’er from bribery or any other artifices. 

FinsT, th.c Daroghah brings the recruit to his majefly, in whofc 
prcfcncc his rank is fettled, .and a Taleekch is given him accor- 
dingly, unlefs he be of the number of Dakliely ; in which cafe the 
V O L. 1.

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Mtinfulxlar ftirnifhcr; him v.'ilh a ccrtificp.lr. Next lie is carried bc- 
fenc five ofiicr.rr. v/hom hi.’: innjchy' ha:- nj)j/)inted lo examine the 
mr/A atul fault:, nnd to fix the pay of each-, and upon liis j)rofiucing. 
to them the defcriplion of himfelf and lii*; cattle, the order for his 
monthly ]),ty i:' written at the bottom ol' the j)a]x;rj to whicli tlicy 
alfix their (Vah, to jircvent atiy alteration. ^J’hcn tliofc ofiicers fend 
the above ji.iper to the Dew.an Kaair, wlio again brings tlic recruit 
tu the jtrefenrr, in oriler that his p.iy m.nv be ultimately determined, 
llis mnjcfly i'. an f^rellent jihifiognomifi, and can cafily difeover 
tlic rcfiKnfiivi: inrril of carh. When the certificate is ratified, the

' M'any of the Tapukcliics, and other fervants employed about the* ' 
palace,' who have not lcifurc to attend to' the bufmefsof ajageet, rc-^': 
ccive their falarics in ready money, and have the Dagh or 'mark- re-^- 
n’ewcd every eighteen months. The Omrahs who arc flationed at a ' 
great diftance from'court have the Dagh renewed only once in twelve * 
years, but then fix years after the firft marking, ten per cent is Icf- 
fen'ed in their' chablifltmcnt. When 'the Munfub of any ' one is in- 
creafed, three years after the Dagh has been performed, he for the 
prefeut receives only aTunkliah for liimfelf, and the additional men 
do not receive 'their’s until their horfcs 'arc marked.

‘*On the renewal of the Dagh, if any 'one brings a better' horfe, to 

be cxchangcd for the one he then rides, it is to be font to his raajefty"

T’he iOijjie}:^ 'dr Military Commands, 

These which are alfo called theChowkees, are of three kinds. Firft 
the Munfubdars, Ah'decan, cavalry, and infantry, are forrned into 
feven divifions, and each appointed to do duty on a particular day 
of the week, under the command of one of the principal Omrahs. 

A perfon who is perfeSly converfant in'thc military ufages and regu- 
lations is appointed to the office of Mecr Arz of the Kulhek, through 
VOL.

I'lvery afternoon, the jrincipal officers of 
the /;iinrd carry thcKowr to the jiublic hall of the palace, and there 
arrange thenifclvcr. -in a row on tlie left hand of the monarch, Uic 
others jilarinp thcnifelvc.s in Hhe manner on the ri^diL Ilis majefiy 
is jicrfonally nrcjuaintr.d v.-iili every one and iiimicdiately difeovers 
if there .h.-:,a:iy abfenices. WhcJi both ranb have anadc thcTuflccm, 
they tahe leave .and retire. Jf his majefiy h3})jjcns to be employed 
ujKjn foinc other bufmefs, one of iii'; Tons officiates .here in Ids Acad. 

Jr jny one :ibrent.s JiimfcU from guard through frivolous pretences, 
he is fined a week's pay, and fometimes is alfo reprimanded. 

-Sr.coNU. 'I’Jic v.holc army is formed into twelve divifions, each 
of which is ajipointcd for the duly of a particular month. Every per- 
fon is obliged to take liis tour of duty, c.'xepling thofe employed on 
the fronlicis of thccmjjirc, oronfj^cial fervicc, but even theymuft 
make a reprefentation of their particular fituation, previous to the 
arrival of their tour of duty, that they may receive the royal orders 
thereon in due time, determining wliether they arc to remain 
wjiere tiicy arc oruiot. On the firft day of every folar month, the 
guard at, the palace attend and make thcTuflccm, in the manner 
already deferibedj and , arc on this occafion diftinguiflicd by prefents, 
and other royal marks of favour.

Some 
others arc alfo added as fupsmumcrariasj one of whom atlbnds every- 
day, and’ if it- happens- that one of the fourteen firft mcniioncdi is 
abfent-upon a matter of ncceffity, this additional perfon officiates 
in his room. Thefe rupernumcrarics arc called Kowtcl.

The account of the occurences being read to his majcfly, andap-- 
prbvcd by him, thcDaroghnh puts.his feal upon it, after which it, is.

The paper when thus autlicnticatcd is called a Yadaflit. Then a 
perfon wlio v/rites a clear flilc, and a fair eharaclcr, lakes iJieYadafht 
and makes an abridgment of it; and having put his fcal to it^. 
gives it in exchange, for the Yadafht. To this abridgment are 
added the feals of the Wakyahnavecs, the Meer Arz, and the 
Daroghah of this department. This abridgment is called the Ta- 
Icekeh, and the writer thereof the Talcekehnavees. Laflly, it is au- 
thenticated by the fcal of the Pcrwanchec.

different treafurers : 3d, the Towjee, .wliicli cxliibits .the eftiraatea

Some Sunnuds have nothing. but tlic royal feal : Others are flrfi;' 
authenticated by the feals and-fignaturcs of the miniflers of ftate, 
and afterwards ratified by affixing^ the royal feah And feme have 
only the .feals and fignaturcs of the minifters, without the royal feal. 

A Firman Subtee has the fignatures of the miniflers, together- 
with the. royal feal, and is iffued on appointment to any of the fol-

Etalccky {or the office op'preceptor)' to any'of the king’s fonsi

When the Talcckch before deferibed is fettled, the Dewin' of > 
Jageers draws out upon it an eftimale of the Tunkhah; and if 
contains an order for the Dagli (or marking the cattle)' it is fent 
the Bukhfliccs for a fecond’ revifal, after which his' majefiy wr' 
( let them write it). Then the Bukhfliees write do 
the number of men, and' the proper oflicers add the d6fcriptions 
their perfons-, and when the Dagh is completed, one of the prinrk 
Bukhfliecs takes the Taleekcli, and gives in exchange an eftimate 
the monthly pay under his feal and fignature.

TJjcn the writer of the Towjee keeps llic.abovc- 
raentioned copy of tlic Sirkliut, and writes the particulars at the bot- 
tom of the Herat, and the Muftofy after he has examined it, affixes 
his fignaturc and fcal, after -winch the following officers do the fame, 
the Nazir, the other Bukhfhecr., .the Dewan Kull the Mufiircffs, the 
Vakeel, the Dewan -ol the hotifehold, and the Jvhanfamnn, Orders 
for ready aiioncy pnyir.ents 'undergo thcifimt formsas.'abocc -deferib- 
cd, after which a calcalation of .the Tnonihly pay of the men, and 
tlic Munfiibdnr’.s feparatcallowanr.-:, arc ridded at -the fool thereof. 
Orders regarding the offices, -matters of transfer, or committing to 
the irufi ofany one, or for the wages of -the inferior ferrants, havcnlfo 
Berats ; and it is a rulclhnt'the MunircTTof'c.ich dcp.trlmcnl mikes 
out Berats every three months one from ihePcrfian month Fcrvcrdccn

When the Taleekeh before defcribed is fettled, the' Dewin' of the 
Jageers draws out upon it an eftimate of the Tunkhah; and if it 
contains an order for the DagH (or marking the eattle)' it is fent to 
the Bukhfiiees for a fecond' revifal; after which his' majefty writes 
(‘let them- write it)'. ' Then the Bukhfhees write down 
the number of' men, and-'the proper officers add the d6fcriptions of 
their perfons; and when the Dagh is completed, one of the principal 
B'ukhfliees takes the Taleekeh, and gives in exchange an eftimate of 
the monthly pay under his feal and fignature. This paper, which 
is commonly called the Sirkhut, is authenticated in the offices of 
the other Bukhfltees by feme particular marks. The D'eWan keeps

this Sirkhut, and' draws out an eftimate of the pay monthly and 
yearly, which he prefehts to Hi's' majefty, who if' there be ah order 
for a Jageer, writes at' the Top the following -woiiM TaleeHeh 'tun 
Kalemy Nemayend ( let them write the Taleckah for the Tunkhah ). 
The Tepuckehees keep this as a voucher for themfelves, and deliver 
a copy of it. Then this new paper is piepafed in the following man- 
ner.

purpofes : For the falarics of the Begums^ and of the king’s fohs, and' 
the penfions of llie learned ; for tlie monthly pay of the Ahdyah, and 
theCheelah, and offome particular fevvants of the houfehold, and for 
tire allowance of food for the Bargecr hdrfes. The treafurers do hot 
require a hew Sunnud every year, but pay the money upon tlie. 
Kubz being produced with the proper offieial fignatures. The Kubz- 
is prepared after the following manner =: Thc MuBirefF draws it otir, 
when the perfoh who is to fecei-ve the amount puts his fcal to it, 
after which the D’ewan writes Subtnamayehd ( let it be confirmed), 
when the Oew^an Kull, and the Khanfamah, add their rcfpeftive 
feals;and fignatures.

SoMi: of the royal Mandates require liifjiatch in the execution, and' 
arc not to be knov.-n to every one : fuch an order lias only tlic royal, 
fignet, and is called a Firman Ryaace. It is made up into a number 
of folds, after v.-hich it is doubled in the middle, fo that the cxlrc- 
meties meet together, and a flip of paper is tied over it in a knot, 
and then fealed up. The knot is faflencd with the vifeous juice of 
the Bur, the Peepul, or fume other tree, which, like wax, cannot 
be dillblvcd in water, nor be opened without the application office. 
This Firman is cnclofcd in a purfc made of cloth of gold, and given 

in 
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in charge to a Munfubda'r, an Ahd7, or a foot-foldier, according to 
the nature of its contents. The perfon to whom it is fent, having 
proceeded a proper diftance to meet it, performs various afls of 
obeifance, and putting it upon the crown of his head, makes the 
Sijdah ; and rewards the meifenger according to his rank. His ma- 
jefty has ordered, ■ that every written reprefentation that is fent to 
him, fliall be enclofed in fuch a bag or purfe as above defcribed. 

“the Manner of receiving Pay. 

When any one is entertained as a Seepah (or foldier), and the 
Dagh is performed, he obtains his Sunnud without any expence or 
delay. And although in the Sunnud the pay is fpecified in Dams, 
yet at the time of making out the ellimate, half is in Rupees, for- 
merly rated at forty-eight Dams each; a quarter in Mohurs of nine 
Rupees each; and the remaining quarter in Dams. Now -the value 
of the Rupee is reduced to forty Dams. His majefty, out of his juf- 
tice, has ordered that the Rupee Ihall be iffued to the troops at that 
rate, . Out of a year’s pay, one month is llppt for the horfe and ac- 
coutrements. The horfe is valued ten or fifteen Rupees above the 
prime coft : However, as by his majefty’s prudent management they 
are purchafed at very cheap rates, theyfuffer no lofs by this trifling 
advance. The Ahdyan are always emyloyed in executing the royal 
orders of moment, and if they behave with propriety, are allowed 
all that they receive as prefents, otherwife a part thereof is reckoned 
in their pay. If an . Ahdy negledls to attend guard, he is paid fif-

reputation, or being eNpof.-d to diHicilty or delay. For tlic firR 
year no intcreft i: rerjuired : The fceond year a rmtccnih pan is ad- 
ded : The third year an eighth : The foulh year, a fourth; and from 
the fifth year to the fevc!!!!;, {ihe-t) {>ercent; I'rom llic eighth to the 
tenth year rcvcnfccn jxtr cent : and after ten years double the prin- 
cijtal, beyond wliicli there : no inrreafe. This lias proved a wliolc- 
■fomclcfiim to exorbitant ufiircrr, wlio now lend ib.cir money on mo- 
derate terms.

Ills niajcfly beflows prcfcnls of money after dificrent ways, accor- 
ding to the various ranks of men, giving to feme publicly, and re- 
warding others in private. To fomc he apparently gives a loan, but 
never receives repayment of it. And there arc daily given away ele-

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phantSj horfes, and many valuable articles to an aftonilliing amoun 
Every day thc; Bubbfliees read over the, names .of the guard. and, other: 
and point out tliofe. upon \yhom.hprfes have not been beftow.ed ; bu 
after a perfon has received, a horfCj^ his. name is not read again for 
year.

• His majefty. beftowjs.upop,, the poor and needy, money, and necel 
faries of every kind, gladdening the. hearts. of all in public or pri 
yate. Many are. allowed daily, monthly, or annual penfions 
w^hich, they receive regularly witho.ut any delay or dedudion. Be 
fides thefe eftablifliments, the- fums that arp daily; beftpwed uppr 
particular perfohs, in confequencjS; of. reprefentations made in theii 
favor, as well as the fopd;and. neceffaries conflantly di.ftribut.ed a- 
mongft the indigent, are, beyond „defcriptipn,v There is.a.treafurei 
always. in waiting in. the prefe.nce. for this pu.rpofe, and eyery^needjy 
perfon who prefents himfelf. before ; his .majefty,. has his ..neceffiti.e; 
inftantly relieved. 

; ■ Xhs.CeremoT^ of. weighing, the royaLIifsrfpn. 

As a means of bellowing a largefs upon the. indigent, the royal 
perfon is weighed twice a year, various articles being put into the 
pppofite fcale. The firft time of^ performing this ceremony is on the 
firfl day .of the. Perlian month ,Aban.(^) which is the folar anniyerfary

Tiir. fccond time of |v:rforming this ceremony is on the fifth of the 
Arabian month Hrjib, when he is weighed eight times, againft the 
following things. Silver, tin, linen cloths, lead, dried fruits, So- 
famcoil, and jiol-hcrbs. And on thi.s occafion the fcftival ofSalgccrah 
is celebrated, and donations arc befiowed upon people of all ranks. 
The king’s fons and grandfons arc weighed once a year on the folar 
anniverfary of their rcfjieftivc nativities, againfl feven or eight things, 
and fomc as far as twelve, which number they never e.vcccd. And 
according to their refpeotive ages, fuch a number of beads and fowls 
arc given away, and fet at liberty. There arc appointed for this 
ceremony a fejiarate treafurer and MuflirefT. 

Of ihe Styurghal, 

Oun wife monarch bedows diffrent favors upon men according to 
their rank, and fitualion in life. Four clafes of men have land and 

penfions 


(1) Melted butter. 
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penfions granted them for their fubfiftance, ift. The learned and' 
their fcholars. 2 d. Thofe who have bid adieu to the world. 3 d. The 
needy, who are not able to help themfelves. ^th. The defcendants of 
great families who from a falfe fliame will not fubmit to follow any 
occupation for their fupport. When a ready-money allowance, is 
given- to thofe, it is called Wczecfeh ; and land fo beftowed is named 
Meelk, andi Muddulmafli. And, after thofe feveral ways Cror.es. are 
given away.. In order that the conditions of men, and their refpec- 
tive neceffities, may be properly afcertained, a perfon of known 
impartiality, humanity, and diligence, is dignified with the office 
of S'udder, for tire purpofe of inveftigating- thofe points. The Cazy 
and the Meer Adel are under his orders. There is alfo an able Te- 
pukchee’ appointed to keep a regifter of every tranfaflion in this de- 
partment*,. and he is called the Dewan Saadet. His majefty has alfo 
direSed the nobility to bring to his prefence all fit objefls of charity,, 
who never fail of obtaining their heart’s content.. 

When hfs majefty firft began to give fome attention to this depart- 
ment, it was difcoverd that the Sudder had been guilty of various 
illicit practices, on which accountSheikh Abdul Neby was appointed 
to this, office. The Seyurghal of the Afghans and Ghowdrees were 
annexed to the Khalfeh, or exchequer, and the reft left to Hs ma- 
nagement and difcretion. Some time after this, it was reprefmted 
to his majefty, that thofe who poflefted Sey urghal had notLbmrImd 
in one place, but fcattered in different parts; wherebj * 3 = 

' Y O L. , L. • -3:3 
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wliofc grounds hf contiguous to tlic Khalfeli, or tojagccr lands^ 
fufTcrcd material injury' and vexation. It was therefore commanded, 
that all the Tunkhahs fliould be gr;.ntcd upon places that lay con- 
tiguous to each other: and accordingly particular villages were fet 
apart and appropriated to this purpofe; which regulation afforded 
^rcat relief. But of tliis .Sudder alfo there were unfavourable re- 
ports; upon which an order was iffued, that no one fliould poffefs 
five hundred Beegahs and ujnvards, till he had been brought to the 
royal prefence, and there obtained his grant. But even this regu- 
lation was not found fufficicnt to prevent diflionehy ; wherefore it 
was ordered, that every hundred Beegahs, which had not yet been 
fcpara'tcd, being divided into five parts, tlirce thereof lliould be an- 
nexed to the Khalfeh, excepting tlic lands granted to the Irany 
and Turany women. In confcqucncc of the above regulation re- 
fpeding the Seyurghal not included in the appropriated villages^ 
the artful and avaricious quitted fuch parts of their old lands as 
were bad, and took oUier places in the appropriated villages in ex- 
change : Upon wliich it was determined, that any perfon relin- 
quifliing his former land for other, fltould.have a fourth part de- 
duded, and a Tunkhah granted accordingly. When the coll ufive 
pradices of the Cazees in general were deteded and fully proved, 
his majefty refolved to place no further reliance upon Trien, who 
carry a fair appearance with the world, but are inwardly bafe and 
corrupt. He examined this matter to the bdttom', and "finding Torne 
exceptions in favor of the GazJCes who'-had .beeii;appOirited uiidef 
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llic Sudclarut of Sultan Khajeh, he confirmed them in their offices, 
but degraded all the rofl. The Irany and Turany women were alfo 
conviflcd of collufion; upon whicli it was ordered, that fuch of, 
them as poffened more tlian one liundrcd Beegalis, ' fliould be 
obliged to apjjly for a new grant. In the Suddarut of Azcded-dowleh, 
the following further regulations were enabled. Whenever two- or 
more perfons hold Scyurghal in jiartnerfliip, witliout its being "fo 
fpccificd at the bottom of tlic grant, if one of tiicm dies, tlic Sud- 
der fliall of liis own authority divide the land; and the fliare that 
was poflefred by the defunfl, fliall be annexed to the Khalfah,. till 
the heirs make and cflabliflt their claim. Tliis Sudder was permit- 
ted to grant of his own authority as far us fifteen Beegahs. It fre- 
quently happened that the iKiflcfibrs of Scyurghal planted their 
grounds with fruit-trees, which yielded them a confidcrable profit; 
upon which the officers of gotxrnnicnt, wjfiiing to benefit the ftatc, 
required a revenue from them. Ilis mnjefly was greatly difpleafed 
at the condufl of his officers in this rcfpc^l, and commanded that no 
fuch requifiiion fliould be made. It being difeovered that thofe who 
held one hundred Beegahs, and even Icfs than that quantity, were 
alfo guilty of diflionefl pradiccs, his majclly commanded Mcer Sud- 
der Jehan, to bring all of them to the prefence to have their grants 
ferutinized. Afterwards it was dircflcd, that the Sudder fliould 
lefien or incrcafc the Seyurghal, in fuch manner as the author of 
tliis work might think advifcable. The following are ' regulations 
■ now^eftabliflicd '. The Seyurghal land, when granted, fliall be half 
V O L. I. O 0 arable ; 
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-iarable, and the other half capable of being brought into- circulation- 
C)r, if the whole be arable, a fourth; part IhalL be dedufted from the- 
grant, and a Tankhah iffuqd for three-fourths only. The revenue 
of a Bcegah differs- in every- village, but is never lefs than one Ru-- 
-pec. His majefly, out of his righteoufnefs, is conftantly attentive- 
■ to this department, and is careful to appoint difinterefted people toi 
tjie offices' of Suddarut Juz, and KulL 

Of Machines. 

His majefly has with great Hcill conflrufted a cart, containing- a; 
corn-mill, which is worked by the motion of the carriage. He has; 
alfo contrived a carriage of fuch a- magnitude as- to contain feverah. ^ 
apartments, with a hot bath, and it is drawn by a. fingle elephant.. 
This moveable bath- is extremely ufeful, and refreffiening on a jour- 
ney. Other carriages for, the convenience of- travelling, are drawn, 
by camels, horfes, or oxen.. 

He has alfo invented' feveral Hydraulic machines,^ which are work-- 
-ed by oxen. The pulleys- and wheels of fome of them arefo adjiifted,. 
l-hat a fingle ox will at once draw water- out of. two, wells, and. at the.- 
.ftme time turn a millflone..

’ihrdugliou't the empire. An(5 granaries are ereSed in different parts 
of the kingdom, from whence the cattle employed by the ftate are : 
provided with fubfiftence. They are.alfo applied to the relief , off in-y 
digent hufbandmen, and in time of fcarcity, the grain is fpld^^t^a , 
low price, but the quantity is proportioned to the abfolute neeeffi ties r 
of the purchafer. Likewife throughout the enipilre, ,a great qaariUty; 
of food is dreffed daily for the fupport of the poor and needy. Proper ; 
officers are appointed to the charge of the granaries, and to keep the 
•accounts of the receipts and expenditures. 

Of Fejlivals, 

His majefty who knows what degree of regard is due to. the ap- 
proved cuftorhs of antiquity, is continually endeavouring to make 
himfelf acquainted with them ; and then, regardlefs of who was the 
inftitutor, he adopts fuch as appear proper, and rejeSs whatever dif- 
pleafes him. After having adopted a particular cuftom or ceremony, 
he next confiders how to make it of moft generd advantage, feeking 
for opportunities of benefiting mankind, and embracing every oc- 
cafion of bellowing largeffes upon his people. With this view he 
adopted the feftival of Gemfiiid, and other feafts of the ancient Perfi- 
ans, which are ufed as the means of bellowing donations. 

First, is the feftival of Nowroz or the new year, when the lun 
enters the fign Aries. This is celebrated with feafting for nineteen 
fucceffive days, during which time iramenfe fums of money, and va-

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luable articles are diftributed. It commences on-tbe firft-of-tlie:Per- . 
fianmontbFerverdeen fAj and continues till -tbe end of tbe nineteenth. ; 
With'^the 'ancient Perfians, tbe day which bears the-fame name with 
the- month- -was alfo a feftival ; and his majefty has ordered them to 
be -kept in "the following order : -The nineteenth day- of the month 
Ferv6rdegri-(-March) the third of Ardebehefht (April); the fixth of 
Khotdad (May) ; ' the thirteenth of Teer (June ) ; the feventh of 
Amerdad (July) ; the fourth of Sheriyur (Auguft) ; the fixteenth of 
Mehr (September); the tenth of Aban (Oftober) ; the ninth of A-. 
zer (November) ; the eighth, fifteenth, and twenty-third of Dey 
(December) ; the fecond of Bahman (January) ; the fifth of Isfendiar 
(February)’. And on every feftival many public as well as private 
benefits are beftowed. On thofe days a kettle-drum is beat every 
three hours, accompanied by mufical inftruments. On the feftival 
of the new year there are public illuminations for three nights, fuc- 
ceffively ; and again on the nineteenth night of the fame month. 
Many particulars relative to thefe ancient ceremonies are related in 
the firft volume of the Akbernameh. 

■ - • T'/ie Khujiroz^ or Days of Divcrfwn. 

His majefty gives this name to the ninth day after the feftival of 
each month, and thereon alfembles his court. Upon this occafion the 
wives of merchants hold a market, where they expofe to fale the 
manufaSures of every country, at their refpeSive Ihops. The wo- 
men- 
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men of the Hh'rani, and others ofcharaRcr, rcforl thitlicr, and icarry ■ 
on a large trafiic, to the mutual fatisfaflion of alh parties (/,).. liis 
majefty is alfo there in difguife, by which means he learns the prices 
of different articles of morcliandiac, - and hears wliat is faid. of the. 
ftatc of the empire, and the charaSers of the ofTieers of government., 
When the female fair is over, another is fet on foot for tlie meny 
when his majeRy and the courtiers come and mal;e purchafes. And- 
at this time every man may reprefent his particular grievances, 
without the intervention of any one; when the injured never fail 
of obtaining redrefs, and the offenders arc puniHicd. Tlicre are alfo 
a treafurer and a Mufiirefi’ appointed to lliis department, that the 
mcrcliants may receive immediate payment for the things that arc 
purchafed from them, . . 


Of Marriagfi. 

This grand union of the fexes, is not only beneficial in the pro- 
creation of the fpecies, but is a clicck upon inordinate dcfircs, and 
preferves the domcftic peace of families. 

His majcRy, who is ever fccking to do good, by watchirgever lJ:e 
interefts of all bis fubjefls, docs not admit, in this infiar.rr. cf a dif- 
regard to difference in icligion, nor to the unfuilabhr.i..s o; the dif- 
pofitions of the parties towards cacli otlicr, ncr dh-perztv e; rank; 
and he holds it finfui for marriages to be crr.;r:: .i ur.i;r t};C age 
of puberty, becaufe, if upon their arrival a: •ears :'-.:re::on, il-.cy

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iliould hot be fatisfied with each other, it muft be a continual fource 
■of family difcord. He confiders the oonfent of the bride and bride- 
groom to be equally necelfary with that of their parents. He thinks 
it improper that thofe of near affinity in blood ffiould be married 
together •, -and fays, “ Adam would not fuffer marriages to take 
place between his fons and daughters who were twins; which con- 
“ lideration ought to filence thofe who draw inference from the letter 
and not from the fpirit of the Mahommedan law, which is made 
“ by them to admit of intermarriage with the daughter of a pa- 
“ ternal uncle, becaufe it does not pofitively prohibit fuch an u- 
“ nion.” , He difapproves of exceffive Kabeens (ot), or marriage fet- 
tlements, which probably were inftituted to increafe the dread of 
feparation. He does not approve of a man’s having more than one 
wife, nor of a yonng man’s marrying an old woman. He has ap- 
pointed two dilinterefted perfons, one to afcertain the condition of 
the men, and the other to inforna himfelf of the rank of the women. 
They are both called Towee Beghy; and fometimes both offices are 
executed by the fame perfon. They levy a fmall tax upon mar- 
riages for the ufe of the crown, which is collefted from each party 
according to the rank of their fathers, in the following propor* 
tions :

Rr^ulationsjor icachiug in the puMic fchools. 

All civilized nations have fchools for the education of youth 
but Hindoflan is particularly famous for it’s fcminarics. 

The boys- arc firfi taught to read llic letters of tbc Perfi'an alpha> 
bet feparatcly, with the different accents, or marks of pronunciation,. 
And his majcfly has ordered, that as foonas tlicy have a perfefl know- 
ledge of the alphabet,, which is generally acquired in two days, they 
fliail be cxercifcd in, combinations of two letters •, and after they 
have learnt thofc for a week, there is given to tbem a fliort line of 
profe or verfe,. containing a religious or moral fentiment, wherein 
-thofe combinations continually occur. Tlicy muft'ftrive to read this- 

themfelves, with a little occafional affiflancc from the teacher. For- 
fome days the mafter proceeds with tcacliing a new hcmiftich or.dif- 
tich, and in a very fliort time the boys learn- to read witli. fluency. 
-The teacher gives the young fcholar four cxcrcifcs daily,, viz. the al- 
V O L, L phabet,. 
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phabetj tlie combinations, a new hemiftich or difticb, and a repeti- 
tion of what he has read before. By this method what ufed to take 
up years, is now accompliflied in a few months,' to theaftoniflimen't 
of every one. The faiences arc taught in the following order. Mo- 
rality, . arithmetic, accounts, agriculture, geometry, longimetry, 
aftrpnomy, geomancy, economics, the art of government, phyfic, 
logic, -natural philofophy, abftraft mathematics, divinity, and hiftory. 
The Hindoos read the following books on their fubjefis of learning. 
Beakern, Bedant and the Patanjol, every one being educated accor- 
ding to his circumftances, or particular views in life. From thefe 
regulations the fchools have obtained a new form, and the colleges 
are become the lights, and' ornaments of the empire. ' ■ - 

, . office of Meer Behry, or admiralty^ , ’ . , 

Water carriage tends to the luccefs of military operations,' fur- 
nilhes ,the hufbandman with the means of difpofing of the produce 
of his lands, and fupplies reciprocally the wants of mankind in gene- 
ral. His majefty, in making the regulations for -this department, has 
kept four objeSs in view. • , ■ . 

.First. The building of fliips and. boats for the purp'ofe of in- 
land navigation. There are boats built, for the tranfportation of 
elephants:, fome are of fuch conflrudion as to be employed in lieges, 
and others are made convenient for .the conveyance , of merchandize. 
Ships to thofe who are ufed to them, ferve for convenient habita- 
. ' r . . . tions, 



tiohs, whilft they are failing from one place to another, particularly 
throughout the Turkilli empire, in Africa, and in the lands of the 
Ghriftiahs. Every part of the empire abounds, in boats ; but in 
Bengal, Caflimeer, and Tata, they are the centre upon which all 
commerce moves. His majefty has had fome pleafure-boats built 
with convenient apartments, and the head . of each is made to, re- 
femble fome animal. On others are floating markets, and flower- 
gardens. In the maritime provinces, fliips are built of a fize for fea- 
voyages. And alfo at Allahabad and Lahoor, fliips are conflruQed, 
and fent from both places to the ocean. In Caflimeer there was 
made a model of a fliip'that ailoniflied every one who law it^ 

Second. The giving employment to experienced mariners, who are 
verfed in the nature of tides, know the depths of channels, and what 
coafts are to be avoided; are acquainted with the winds which blow 
in particular feafons; are Ikilfulfwimmers, and capable of under- 
going hardfliips and fatigues. Men of thefe chara6ters are not to 
be collefled without. much encouragement and enquiry. The greateft 
part of them come from the coaft ol Malabar; Their number is re- 
gulated by the fize of the fliip. . ift, The Nokhada, or commander 
of the veflel, who direds what courfe the Ihip Ihall fleer r 2d, The 
Maullim (the mate) who is acquainted with the foundings, and, by 
his knowledge of the fituation of the ftars, prevents. the fliip from 
running into' danger, and guides her to her place of deftination ; 
3d, The Tundeil is the chief of the Eheiafles. or failors 4th,. 

V O L. I. ' P F' The 
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The Naklioda Kheflieb provides fuel for. the people, and affifts in; 
lading and unlading the iliip 5th, The Sirheng, whofe bufinefs; 
it is to fuperintend the docking and launching of the Ihip, and he- 
frequently, officiates as a Maullim 6th, The Bundaree, who has. 
charge 'of the Ihip’s ftores yth. The Keranee, or Clip’s clerk, who., 
keeps the accounts, and ferves out water to the people 8th, The- 
Sukangeer (helmfman)-. Of thefe there are fometimes twenty in a- 
Clip V they fteer the Clip according to the orders of the Maullim 
gth, The-Punjeree, who looks out from; the top of the maft,. and. 
gives notice when he fees land or a Clip, or difcovers a ftorm rifing,, 
or any other objeft worth obferving : loth. The Goomtee, are. 
thofe particular KhelaCes who throw the water out of the Clip :: 
nth. The gunners, who differ in number according to the fize of' 
the . Clip 1 l2th, The Kherwah (or common feamen) are many,, 
and they are employed in fetting and furling the fails, and in Cop- 
ping leaks*, and if the anchor Cicks faC in the ground, they go to., 
the bottom of the water to fet it free. For every voyage, which in: 
the language of thofe people is called KowCi, 'different rates • off 
monthly wages are given. In the Bunder of Satgong, the Nakhoda, 
(or captain) has 4,00 Rupeea.pay,, befides. being permitted to fill four- 
Buleehs with whatever commodities he pleafes, for his- own profit., 
A Clip is. conCrufted with feparate divifions, part being appropriated! 
for the accommodation of the people^ and the reC for the Cowage off 
goods *, and each of thefe divifions is called- a- Buleeh. , A Tundeil. 
has one hundred and twenty Rupees per Menfem the Keranee,., 

fifty 
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fifty Rupees, and one BuleeK; ' the Naicho'da-’K-heflieb, thirty Ru- 
pees 5 the Sirheng, twenty-five Rupees y 'the Sulcangeer, -the Punje- 
ree, and the Bundaree, fifteen Rupees each ;' aGoomtee, ten Rupees ; 
a common feaman, forty Rupees^a cook, t\VHve Rupee's'/- In’ Gairii-- 
bayit, the Nakhoda has eight hundred Rupees'; and the reft in 'pro-' 
portion-:. In Lahry, thehJakhdda has 'three hundred Rupees, -and' the 
refl; in proportion c In Atchee (Achin) he has five hundred Rupees : ' 
In the fouthern parts of the empire,- and in Portugal, three^ hundred ’ 
Rupees, and fomething morej In Malacca, four hundred Rupees : in" 
Peigu, and Dehnaferry, fomething more than five hundred and forty" 
Rupees. But thefe rates vary’ according to the'danger and length of 
the voyage. The watermen employed in' navigating boats inTivers 
have never lefs. than one hundred, nor more than five hundred Dams 
■each per Menfem. 

Th I RD. An aftive refolute man is appointed to watch the rivers. 
He fettles every thing relative to the ferries, regulates the' tonnage, 
and provides travellers with boats at the fiiorteft notice.- . -Thofe who 
are not able to pay at the ferries, are palled over gratis; but no one is 
permitted to fvvim acrofs a river. It is alfo his" duty to hinder boats 
from travelling in the night, unlefs in cafes of neceffity. ' 'Hor'is he 
to allow goods to be landed any where but at the public wharfs.

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Fourth. RemifEon of duties. His majefty from the excefs of his 
beneficence has remitted duties in this department that equalled the 
revenues of a kingdom. Nothing is now exafled upon exports and im- 
ports, excepting a trifle taken at the Bunders, (or ports) and which 
never exeeds two and a half per cent ; and this demand is fo incon- 
fiderable, that merchants account this reduSion a perfeft remififion. 
If a boat and people are hired, the rate for every thoufand Maunds 
is one Rupee per Cofe. If only the boat is found by the owner, and 
the hirer pays the boatmen, it is only one Rupee for two Cofe and 
a half.

Of Hunting. 

The generality of people confider hunting merely as a diverfion, 
but thofe who look into confequences difcover it to be of real utility. 

- His 
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His majcfly is exceedingly fond of this fport. When he intends to . 
hunt, the Bundookchcean furround the fpot tliat contains the game; 
at the diflance of four or ftveCofc from which is theftation of iheKowr ; 
and beyond tliat are the Omrali and others of rank; tlic wliole being 
cnclofed by the guards. In the fpacc between the Bundookchcean 
and the Kowr is the flation of the Meer-Toozchi and behind liim at 
the diftance of a Cofc are fomc of the principal attendants with the 
Khidrauttccah In th cnclofurc where the game is, fonie particular 
Omrahs and fervants move about gently in quell offporl, and when 
they difeover any, point it out to his majelly. Some remain with 
his majelly, and others difperfe themfclvcs on all Tides. When his 
majelly choofes to take reft, the courtiers arc ready to attend him. 
Having given a lliort account of the manner of furrounding the place 
where the game is, foraething fball be faid of the different ways of 
hunting. 

Different ways of hunting the Lion. 

They make a large cage, ftrcngtliened with iron, .into which 
they put a kid in fuch a fituation that the lion cannot come at it, 
without entering by the door, which is left open. The cage ns put 
in the place which the lion frequents, and when he enters to feize the 
kid, the door Ihuts upon him, and he is taken. Or an arrow is fet 
in a bow of a green colour, which is faftened to a bough of a tree, 
and when the lion pafles under it, the motion difeharges the arrow 
and kills him. Or they fallen a llieep to the fpot which he frequents, 
and furround it with ftraw worked up with fome glutinous fubftance, 
V O L. 1. . fo . 
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fo that when, the lion attempts to feize the Iheep, his claws become 
entangled in the ftraw, upon which the hunters ilTuing from their 
covert, either kill him, or take him alive and tame him. But his 
majefty has ordered that they fliould always be deftroyed. 

Sometimes a bold • refolute fellow feats himfelf upon the back 
of a male buffaloe, and makes him attack the lion, and tofs hirri 
him with his horns till he kills him. It is not poffible for any one,' 
who has not feen this fight, to form an- adequate idea of the /port 
it affords, nor to conceive the boldnefs of the man, who feats’ him- 
felf ere6l like a pillar, notwithftanding the violent motions of the 
buffaloe during the bloody conflift. A.nd now I will fay fomething 
of his majefty’s exploits, for the fatisfaftion of the uninformed. 
Once on a hunting party, advice being brought that a lion had . 
made his appearance in -a thicket near a town, his majefty went in 
queft; of him. The lion ftruck his claws into the forehead of his 
majefty’s elephant, and pinned him to the ground •, till the king put 
the lion to death, to the aftonifliment of every ipeftator. Another 
time, being hunting near Toodah, a lion feized one of 'his train ; 
when he fmote the beaft with an arrow, and delivered the man from- 
his clutches. Another time a large lion fprung up near his majefty, 
who fmote him with an arrow in the forehead. Another time a 
lion had feized a foot-foldier, and every one defpaired of his life ; 
but his majefty fet him free by killing the lion with a matchlock. 
On another occafion, in the wilds, a lion moved towards him in 
fuch a teriible rage, that Shujahut Khan, who had advanced before 

his 
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Tnajcfl}’, lofl his refolulion, but the king flood firm, holding the 
lion at , defiance ; w]icn tlic animal, through inflinQ, becoming 
friglitcncd at tiic figlit of Heaven’s favourite, turned about to cfcape, 
but was fpeedily killed with an arrow. But it is impoffiblc for me, 
in my barbarous Hindu dialcfl, to deferibe in fit terms the aftions of 
this inimitable monarch. 

ihe Manner of tailing JLlcpliants. 

This is done after fcvcral ways. One method is that which they 
call Kchdeh, wherein cavalry and infantry arc employed. In the 
fummer fcafon they beat drums and blow trumpets in the place 
where the clejihants refort to feed. TJic unwcildy animals, are 
frightened, and run about till their ftrength is quite exhaufted, and 
in fearch of red take fliclter under the fliade of a tree, when ikilfuL 
perfons throw ropes over tlicm, and fallen them Jo the trunks 
Plerc they arc brought acquainted with tame elephants, and fami- 
liarized by degrees, and taught to be obedient. ‘-■'yJThe people who- 
take the elephant arc paid the fourth of its value. There is another 
method called' Ghoorkchdeh,. which is this They carry a tame ele- 
phant to the place where the wild ones feed, the .driver fitting uponi 
him in fuch a manner as not to be perceived r when the two elephants- 
begin fighting, the driver tlirows a rope over tlie wild animal. 
Another way is called' Gedd ; they dig a deep ditch in the path 
which the wild elephant ufually paffes, and cover "ji with, graft.. 
.When he comes near the pit-falL, the people who are in ambulliraake a. 
Y O L. L great 
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great noife, from the dread of wliich the elephant precipitates him- 
fclf into tlic excavation. Ilcrc being kept Biort of provifions, he is 
tamed by degrees. Another method is wliat tlicy call Barferakh : 
They cnclofc with a ditch the place where the wild elephants ufually 
alTcmblc at a particular feafon, leaving only one* entrance, to which 
tlicy fix a door with ropes in fuch a manner, that upon flipping the 
ropes it fliuts fafl. Next they fcattcr food in and about the enclo- 
furc, which entices the elephants to enter, when the people come 
out of their hiding-place, flip the ropes, and flxut the door. Some- 
times elephants in their rage attempt to break open the door, when 
tlic people light fires and make a noife, during which time the’ ele- 
phants keep running about till their ftrength is quite exhaufted. The 
tame elephats arc faftened round the cnclofurc, and the wild ones 
are kept fliort of food, till they bocome docile. Thefe were the old 
ways of taking elephants. But his majefty has invented a new method. 
A herd of male elephants are faftened to one fpot in the form of a 
circle, and the females are brought into fight in another quarter, 
and men making a fliout on all fides, the wild elephants run toge- 
ther in order to join the others. Upon this the female elephants, 
who are trained to the pradlice, enter the cnclofure, which is con- 
ftrufled for this purpofe. A number of wild elephants follow them, 
and are taken without any trouble. 

T^he manner of hunting the Tvz or leopard. 

Tins animal who is remarkable for his provident and circumfpeft 
condu£l, is an inhabitant of the wilds, and has three different places 
of refort. They feed in one place, reft in another, and fport in ano- 
ther. 
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tlicr, vrhicli is their moil frequent refort, Tliis is generally under 
ll)C Hiade of a tree, the circuit of wliicl) they keep very clean, and 
cnelofc it with tlicir dung. Tlicir dung in the Hindoovee language 
is called Akhir. 

Formeui.y a large pit ufed to be dug, and covered with grafs. 
This pit was called Ordee.' When the Yuz Hepped upon the grafs, 
he fell into tlic pit, but it frequently happened that by the fall he 
broke a limb, or was bruifed, and fometimts he jumped or climbed, 
out •, and feldom more than one was taken at a time. His majefty 
has introduced a new method. They dig a pit not more than two: 
or three Guz deep, and place over it a trap-door, which admits the’ 
the Yuz as foon as he fets his foot upon it, and tlicn clofcs upon him,, 
without doing him any injury. In this manner fevcral are fre- 
quently takcti together. Once in iIjc rutting fcafon, a female Yuz 
entered the trap, and being followed by four males, tlie were all ta- 
ken. Sometimes his majefty purfues a Yuz on horfeback, till he is 
quite fatigued, and then lays hold of him to the afionifliment of the 
fpeflators : The following is alfo a method of taking them. They 
hang a number of iron rings with fnarcs upon the tree under which 
they commonly refort, and when they rub and fcratch themfelvcs 
againft the tree, they arc entangled in the rings. The Yuz is caught 
within forty Cofe of tlie city of Agra, but they are in the greateft 
abundance at Bary, Dchly, Allahpoor, Hiffar, Mufnon, Buttendeh, 
Takniftir, Putten, Punjab, Meerut, Jelracer, and other diftant 
places, . In the diftriS of Agra, whenever a Yuz gets into a trap, 

; V O L. I. Q q his 
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Iiis majefty goes into the pit, and takes him out himfelf. He fre- 
quently, when fatigued after a long journey, upon receiving intel- 
ligence of a Yuz being entrapped, mounts his horfe again and gal- 
lops to the fpot. Formerly it required two or three months to tame 
the Yuz fufficiently to fet him loofe after game; but now, by the 
attention mf his majefty, it is cfTefled in eighteen days. Sometimes 
he trains them himfelf. What is very aftonifhing, it once happened 
that a new-caught Yuz hunted immediately upon his fignifying his^ 
pleafure to it, and feized the game like one who had been trained. 
On this occafion the eyes of many were opened, and they believed 
in his fupernatural endowments. He had alfo a Yuz who ufed to 
follow him without a collar, or chain’, and was as feniible and obe- 
dient .as a human being. 

; Hunting game with this animal affords excellent fport. Two- 
hundred people of rank are appointed to this department,. 

"I he Food allowed for the Leopards. 

They are divided into eight clalfes, and have each from 2^ to three- 
Seers of flefh, which is given them all at once. On Saturdays they 
receive a double allowance, becaufe that no animals are allowed to 
be killed on that day. Formerly, every fix months, they were a- 
nointed with 4, Seers of Ghee and i-iChattack of brimftone ground up 
together, to preferve them from the mange \ now they are anoint- 
ed only once a year. Four people were allowed for training and 
keeping each, Yuz ; but now that they are provided with carriages, 

horfes. 
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horfcs, and Doolecs, only two people arc entertained. Their monthly 
pay is from five to thirty Rupees cacli, and they attend the car- 
riage. There arc allowed for the leopards coverings of rich brocades, 
and collars and cliains of gold cnlaid with precious ftoncs, with filk 
and woollen carpets. A great Emccr is ■ appointed to fuperintend 
this department. Every leopard has a name fuitable to his charac- 
ter. Tlicy arc formed into divifions of ten, each of whicli is called 
MilTcl and Turef, and has a different rank affigncd to it. A thou- 
fand of thefe leopards accompany his majefly to tlie cliacc, and alone 
form a large encampment. Three Milfels of the firft rank, which 
are all Khafeli, and two Mifftls of the fccond rank, making altoge- 
ther five hiilTels, arc always ready at the palace. Two Mehafehs are 
flung on the oppofitc fidcs of an elephant, with a Yuz in each who 
are carried in this manner that they may the more cafily defery the 
game. Some arc put upon the backs of liorfes and mules ; and others 
are tranfjiortcd on carriages, or in Doolies carried by Bearers. Se- 
mendmanick the chief leopard is carried on a Chowdole and is treat- 
ed with great refpc 61 , having fervanis appointed to attend him when 
he travels, and a kettledrum is beat before him. Another kind of 
Dooly is fufjiended upon the necks of two horfcs. Some particular 
leopards have a Dooly and a cart, and others only a Dooly each,. The 
Dooly is carried by three Bearers. Tlie Yuz hunts beft againft the 
wind, as in that fituation he difeovers the game by the feent. There 
are three ways of hunting vyith this animal; 

Firft, 
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First. Oopufghuttee^ when they place the Yuz on the right hde 
of the game. Second. Reghnee^ when they' take offhis cliain, andfh’ow 
him the game at a diftance, Whilft himfelf is in a covert, and he creeps 
along, and'jutiips upon the game by furprize. Third. Meharee^ 
“when they piit 'the Yuz in a covert, and drive his carriage towards 
'the deer, who being frightened at the. appearance of it, . flies to the 
quarter Where th'e Yuz is hidden, who Tpririgs upon the game and 
Teize's it. ■it'is iliwpofllble to deferibe the aftivity and fubtle artifices 
of this ‘ahi'riial. ' 'Sodietimes 'he'raifes fuch a duft with his feet, 'that 
‘he is eritirely hiddfen'undet it, ‘and he can bend himfelf fo clofe to the 
ground, as to be fcarcbly above' the furface. Formerly they did not 
hunt with them more than three kinds of game, but nowdhey take 
twelve different forts. His majefty ordered a flereen to, be made. 
Which is called ChuttermundH, and it ferves as a hiding place for the 
Yuz ; the hunters fet up a noife and drive the deer towards the flereen, 
■from behind which the Yuz fprings 'out upon it. His majefty li-- 
'berally rewards the fervants of this department who may merit en- 
couragement, and there are alfo particular marks of favor beftowed 
'upon the’leopards, the relation of Which would run me into prolixity. 
The 'following aftonilhing 'incident occurred under this aufpicious. 
Tdign.' A deer contraSed an intimacy With a leopard, and they 
lived'and fpor ted together ; but [this particular attachment did not 
•prevent -the leopard from hunting other deer.' Formerly they did 
not venture to let the leopard loofe in the evening, for' fear of his 
being untra 61 able, or taking refuge in the woods ; now he is fo well 
^ trained,, 
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trained, that he will hunt as well during nighfas in the day-time. 
They ufed alfo to cover their eyes, till it was time to fet them- at 
the gamCj from tlie apprehenfion that they would ftruggle to -get 
loofe immediately upon feeing it ; ■ but they are now taught to 
remain perfedly quiet with their eyes open. The Omrahs lay 
bets upon every forty leopards, and him whofe animal feizes firll 
wins the wager. Alfo tlie Dooreah (or leader) whofe leopard firft 
kills twenty game, takes five Ru])ecs from his brethren, Syed Ah- 
med Barah, who is at the head of tin's department, takes a Mohur 
from each perfon who wins a bet, from whence he acquires a conlidera- 
ble income. When an Emecr prefents his majelly with twenty pair of 
antelopes horns, he receives a Mohur from each of the other thirty- 
nine Om-rahs. The Bundookcheean, and keepers of the Mifl’els, have 
alfo their refjjeflive bets, _ His majefty never hunts on Friday, in con- 
fequence of a vow that he made upon the birth of his eldeftfon. 

27/t’ Syagojii. 

Formerly this animal hunted only hares and foxes, hut now he 
is taught to feize an antelope. He is allowed a Seer of flefli every 
day. Eaeh ofthefe-animals has a keeper at one hundred Rupees per 
Menfem, 

'Dogs. 

His majefty has a great affeRion for this faithful animal, and is 
collefting them from all countries. The beft are thofe of Gabuliftan,. 
efpecially thofe bred in the diftriRs of Hezereh and Teflieen, where: 
they crofs the breed with leopards ; which fpecies has a particular

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name. TBere are various ways of hunting with dogs, fome of whoni 
are fo brave that they will attack a lion. , ■ ’ 

Each Khafeh dog -is allowed two Seers of flefli, and the others 
one Seer and a quarter, daily. Every pair of greyhounds- has a 
keeper at one hundred Dams per Menfem. - • . , ■ 

ihe Marnier of hunting Deer with Been , — • j .f' -r - 
They fallen a fnare about a tame deer, fo' that when a wild one 
engages him, he is entangled by the horns, or ears upon, which, the 
hunters ilTue from their covert and feize him. If the tame deer is' 
overpowered, or the fnare breaks, he .returns 'to his keeper. Sultan 
Firoze Kuljie had fome idea of this manner of hunting; but it, is 
only now brought to perfe^lion. They will now hunt in the night, 
and -if the wild deer runs away, or the fnare breaks, the tame one 
obeys the orders of his keeper, and comes or goes juft as he direfls. 
Formerly they were afraid to fend out a tame deer at night, and 
whenever one was let loofe, it had a clog faftened to one of its legs, 
but now no fuch precaution is ufed. Some time ago a tame -deer ran 
away in the wilds of the Soobah of Allahabad, and after, palling 
.many rivers and towns, travelled to his native country Punjab, and 
there joined his former keeper. Formerly only two, or three people 
partook of this fport, and, for fear of frightening the wild deer, 
ufed to difguife their perfons, or hide ;themfelves in- the grafs, but 
his. majefty has introduced a method whereby, upwards of four . hun- 
dred people may go. together. Forty oxen are taught to move flowly,

and in fuch a manner as lo conceal the people who are behind them; 
Alfo does are taught to entiee the bucks into fnaresi A decoy deer 
enfnared a Yuz, and they were brought together to Gujerat. 

Ghuntaheer AH, is the name of another manner of hunting. 
A man. takes in his hand a Ihield'or a bailee t, fo as to cover a lamp.. 
Then with his other hand he rings a little bell. The animals run- 
ning towards the light and the noife, are fiiot with arrows by thofe 
who lie in covert. There is another way of affembling the game 
together by a perfon^s tinging an incantation.: Biit his m'ajefty con-r 
fidering both thefe methods to be nefarious, has ordered them to be 
difeontinued. 

Tag H NEE. A perfon' Ihows hirafelf to the deer llaik naked, ma- 
king a number of foolilli gellures, upon which the deer, taking him 
for a madman, come near and ftare at him with aftonillament, when 
the archers from their covert fmite them' with arrows. : 

Ano.ther way, called Bovokareh. Some archers hide thCmfelves 
in the grafs in the wind’s eye, ■ whiift others hold up a large Iheet 
like a wallj and the deer being driven towards the Iheet, are there 
Ihot with' arrows, 

Dedd'awen, is.-much like that laft mentioned', 

Ajarek, is when the archers cover Ihemfeives with green foilage, 
fo that nothing ot the human form appears, and that their bows and 
arrows are concealed. Another way. The hunter, hides himfelf in 
a tree and from thence makes a noife like a deer, which brings them. 
to that quarter, when he difeharges his arrows upon them.

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the manner oj hunting the Buff aloe. 

•, In the ground which he frequents, they fallen an iron ring with 
two ropes 3 and near this fpot they tie, a female buffaloe: ' An acr 
tive refolute fellow lies in ambulh, and when' the wild buffaloe 
comes to-.the female, he binds him with the ropes 5 butiit frequently 
happens that the .man is killed in making the attempt. ' The follo.w-: 
ing is another way. They place fnares on the "banks, of a pool r, of 
water wTaither the wild buffaloes refort.’ Then peo.ple mounted on 
tame buffaloes and armed with fpears' go into the water and; attack 
thefii, and if any of them efcape out of the pool, they -are,' taken iii 
the fnares. . ■ . ; • 

Of HawMng. 

His majefly foraetimes hunts with the Baz, the Shaheen, , the 
Shunkar, the Shahbaz, and the Purkut ; but he is fondeft of the 
Bafliehrah-, and each of this laft kind has a particular. name. In the 
mid-fpring all the falcons are fent into the country to moult, and 
when that feafbn is over they are brought to the. royal prefence to 
be reviewed, the Moolcheen is a green bird no bigger than, a fpar- 
row, but like a royal falcon he will bring down a. crane. It , is faid 
tliat with his talons he tears out the crane’s eyes. But neither the 
truth of this, nor the ftory of his cutting off the crane’s wings whilfl 
he is flying have yet been afce.rtaincd. The Zodehpeer which is 
brought from Caflimeer, is a- greefi bird, - fmaller than a parrot, 
with aftraight red bill, and a long tail. He feizes fmall birds in 
the air and brings, them to the fowler. Many other -birds, maybe

Tlic crow may be (auglit to feize llic fparrow, tlic 
Bcoclcndi, and (lie Sar. It would be tedious to fay more upon this 
fubjc^l.

The matter falconers are revp-arded according to the number of 
game that their birds take. The fettled rewards are from a Dam to 
a Mohur, If they bring a bird alive, they are paid according to 
its fize and value. Half the reward goes to the Bazdar, or him 
who holds the falcon ^ and when he brings the game 'to the pre- 
fence, he has a further donation of a twentieth part of the whole. 
If a falcon is fentin a prefent to his majefty, the Kottibeghy and the 
Muflireff receive as follows

In the royal aviary there are never lefs than twenty Bazees, and 
the like number of Shahcens, thirty Jurahs, one hundred Bafhehs, 
Behrys and Gherghs twenty each, Luckers and Shikras twelve each; 
but it is impoflible to fay how many more there may be, 

fhe Manner of catching Water-Fowl. 

This is done after feveral ways; but the moft curious is the fol- 
lowing: They make an artificial bird with the fkin and feathers of 

VOL. I. . ^ 
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a water-fowl, the body of which is hollow, fo that a man may put 
his head into it, and two apertures are made for him to fee through. 
The man having put his head therein, hands in the water up to his 
neck, and getting amongft the birds, pulls them very dextroufly 
under water by the legs; but fometimcs they are cunning enough 
to efcape. In Gaflimeer they teach a hawk to feize the birds whilfl: 
fwimming, and to bring them to the man who attends in a little 
boat : thofe that are too large for the hawk to carry, he fils upon, 
till the boat comes to him. 

"jthe Manner of catching Partridges. 

This is alfo done after various ways ; but the following is the 
moft extraordinary. Tame partridges are taught, at the ringing of 
a little bell, to fight with the wild ones, during which the fowler 
throws a net over them. They are alfo put into a cage, which is 
hung round with fnares of horfe-hair, and, upon a fignal given 
them by the fowler, they call the wild ones to them, who are taken 
in the fnares. 

“the Manner of catching the Boodendi. 

In the night they take an earthen vefl’el with a narrow neck, 
and blowing into it make a noife like an owl. The Boodenehs, 
frightened at the noife, affemble together, when another man fets 
fire to fome ftraw, the light of which dazzles their eyes, when the 
fowlers take them one by one, and put them in a cage, or elfe throw 
a net over them.

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"lihc Maimer eif taluvg the Liichcr, 

This bird is about the fize of the Chergh, but in plumage re- 
fcmblcs tlicjurah.' They fix fnarcs about liis body, and fill his claws 
witli fcatlicrs •, when the oilier birds of prey, thinking he has caught 
fomc game, come to foizc it from him, and being entangled in the 
fnares, they flrugglc and come tumbling together to the ground. 

Tilie manner of catching the. Ghoivghiey. 

T-hey fallen togctlier upon a crofs Hick a Gliowghicy and an owl 
furrounding tlicm with fnarcs. Botli the birds being frightened fet 
up a noife, and the wild owls and Ghowghies coming to their af- 
fiflancc are taken in the fnarcs. 

It would run me into prolixity todccribeall the different methods 
of hunting and fowling ; I lliall therefore pafs on to another fubje61. 

Of games. 

His majefly who is an excellent Judge of mankind, ufes thefe 
fports as a latent means of difeovering their merits. They are of va- 
rious kinds, of which a few particulars lliall here be given. 

27/c game of Choivgan. 

Those who confult only appearances confider this merely as apiece 
of diverfion, but the wife, rellcdling upon the great exertions that it 
requires, regard it as the touchllonc of a man’s ftrength and courage, 
and elleem it an excellent method ofexercifing and training for aflion 
both the man and his horfe. When his majelly enters the lifts at this 
• game, he pitches upon a fit perfon to be his adverfary, and ten others 
VOL. I. are 
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are felefted and then divided into pairs by the caft of the die. Each 
couple play together for twenty-five (minutes continuance. This 
game is played after feveral ways. Firft one of the parties plaees the 
ball in the hollow of his bat, and trundles it gently towards the dial 
or pit. This manner of ejeRing the ball, is called in the Hindovee 
language Rowl. Then the adverfary with great llcill and aSivity 
catches up the ball in his bat, and flings it forcibly away before the 
other can come up with him. This found motion is called in the 
Hindovee language Beyleli. It is performed feveral ways, either by 
throwing the ball towards the right or to the left, and the other fre- 
quently fnatches it from between his horfes legs or from under his 
belly, and fometimes when it comes in front, he catches it upon the 
fpike of his bat. His raajefty performs all thefe feats with great ad- 
drefs, frequently catching the ball in the air. When the ball is flung 
into the pit, a kettledrum is beat, to apprize everyone of the game 
being concluded. In order to increafe the ardour of the combatants, 
the players lay bets upon the game. Whoever throws the ball into 
the pit wins the game. If the ball is caught on the Ipike of the bat it is 
called a forced game; and when one is going to catch the. ball upon the 
fpike all the others crowd about him ftriving who fhall carry it off, and 
In this conteft aftonifliing feats of dexterity are exhibited. His majefty 
is fo dexterous, that he will catch the ball upon the fpike in a dark 
night. For playing at night, they ufe balls of Palafs, which wood, 
burns for a confiderable time, and is not heavy. The ends of the bats 
are ornamented with rings of gold and filver, and whenever they 
break off, whoever can catch them has them. 

‘Ihe 
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y//(? manner of i raining pigeons. 

His majefty is very fond of this amufement, and has brought pi- 
geons into higli cilcem. Tlic monarchs of Iran and Turan have fent 
Irim fomc very rare kinds ; and the incrchants alfo bring capital col- 
leflions. Avery fine green pigeon named Mclicnch tlial belonged to 
Kookultafli Khan, having fallen into his majefty hands, became the chief 
of the royal pigeons, and from him defeended Alliky, Percczad, Elmas, 
and Shahowdec, tvlio were the progenitors of tlie choiceft pigeons in the 
world. The pigeon houfes of Omar Sheikli Mirza, and Sultan Huftein 
Mirza, arc now forgotten, and fuch improvements have been made in , 
the art of training pigeons as aftonifii the pigeon trainers of Iran and 
Turan. His majefty by ciolling the breeds, wliich method was never 
praftifed before, has improved them aftonifliingly. TJic hen general- 
ly lays her eggs from twelve to twenty days, after coupling, but fome 
who are weak and fickly couple in the month of Mchr f//j, and do not 
depofite their eggs before Fcrvcrdccn (1). The cock fits upon the eggs 
in the day time, and the hen during the night. In winter they in- 
cubate twenty days, or if the weather be remarkably temperate fe- 
venteen or eighteen days. For the firft fix days, the pigeons feed 
their young with Ftikhf which is grain macerated in their crops till 
it almoft rcfembles water. From that period' till the expiration of a 
month they feed them from their crops with grain half digefted ; af- 
ter which they are themfelves able to eat raw grain, when' they are 
taken away from their dams, and given to the pigeon- trainers. 
At firft the trainers give them only a fourth of their allowance of 

grain,. 


( k) September. 


(.1 ) March. 
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grain, till they have taken forty flights •, then they are taught to make 
circular flights, and to tumble in the air. In the royal pigeon- 
houfes, each pigeon, before he receives his full allowance of grain, 
performs fifteen circular flights, and feventy tumbles. And they 
are alfo taught to do this, and to fly to a great heighth in the night. 
On a journey or a march they fly the whole way, bearers carrying 
their houfes ; and when the birds are fatigued, they reft themfelves 
for a fliort time, and then purfue their flight. There are never 
lefs than twenty thoufand pigeons with tlie court, out of which' 
five hundred are Khafeh. Formerly they did not know how to judge 
of pigeons by twifting their feet, or flitting their eye-lids, or 
opening their noftrils ; but his majefty has difeovered thefe and 
other infallible criterions. Pie has appointed feparate fervants to 
this department, and has fixed tbe prices of pigeons after nine rates.

When 
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When the pigeons are brought to be reviewed by his majefly, 
they begin with the flock of Mehcneh; then follow the Alliky, 
wliich, although they be alfo of the offspring of Meheneh, are con- 
fidered as a diflinft fpecies. Next come thofe called Charjelhee, 
being of the flock of a pigeon that belonged to Hajee Aly of Samar- 
cand, which coupled with an Oodee hen. After thefe, they are 
brought in tribes, according to their number, or time of being bred. 
The following are the names of the colours of the Khafeh pigeons : 
Zurreen, Emera, Zomiera, Cheenee, Nuftee, Shefekee, Oodee, 
Surmaiy) Kiflimifliee, Hulwaiy, Sundely, Jiggery, Nebaty, Dogbee, 
Ullikee, Hullance, Neluferree, Kooreh, Azruk, Atefliee, Shuftaloo, 
Gul Gugger, Kagheezee, Aguree, Mohrekee, and Khezree. There 
are alfo many other beautiful pigeons, which, although they neither 
wheel nor tumble in the air, yet perform many pleafmg tricks* 
Amongfl them are the following. The Kowkh, which feeras to fay 
the word Yakroo. Tlie Luckeh, whole cooing is very agreeable, and 
he carries his head with aftonilliing pride and flatelinefs; The Low- 
tun, who upon being lhakenj and then put upon the ground, jumps- 
about with flrange convulfive motions. The Kehrnee, who has 
fuch amazing affeflion for its hen, that when he has flown out of 
light, if llie is etepofed in a Cage, he inftahtly drops down upon it. 
They dfcfcend either With both wings fpread, or with one open, or 
elfe with both IhtJt. The Ruhtehj is- a pigeon- famous for carrying 
ihtlefs-: But any pigeon may be taUght to do this. ,The Nelhwa- 
ree afeends in the air till he is out of fight, and remains fo fdr a 
V'G’L. I. S s ' day 
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day or two,, after which he alights on the ground. There are alfo- 
many other kinds that are valuable only on account of their beau- 
ty, fuch as theSherazee, the Shuflitree, the Shaflienu, thejougeeah, 
the Rezehdehn, the Muggelfee, the Komeree, and the Gowlah. This 
laft is a wild pigeon, of whom if a few are taken, they are fpeedily 
joined by a thoufand others of their kind. There are people who 
obtain a livelihood, by fending thefe pigeons to feed abroad, and 
making them vomit up the grain, by giving them water ftrongly 
impregnated with fait. A pigeon is faid to live to the age of thirty 
years. One hundred flying pigeons require for their daily allowance 
four Seers of Arzen. The others are fed with a mixture of the 
feven following grains, viz. Rice, fplit Vetches, Moung, Arzen, 
Korer, Lehdereh, andjewar.. 

The fervants of this department are on the rolls of the army, and 
receive their pay accordingly. A foot foldier has from two rupees, 
to fixty Dams per raenfem.

The table is cbmpofed of two parellelograms interfering each 
other at right angles ; and ekch of the four fides of this crofs is divi- • 
-ded into twenty-four equal parts, a fquare fpace being left in the 
centre of the whole', as is -fliewn in the following figure. 


Each player places a piece on the fixth, and another on the 
feventh fquare of the middle line of the divifion which fronts him, 
and one piece on the feventh, and another on the eighth fquare, of 
the lower line of the- divifion on his right.' The pieces begin moving 
to the right, and proceed all round the table on the outer line, till 
they come to the middle line again. When the pieces are brought 
V O L. 1. ' round 
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round to the fixth and feventB fquares -of the middle line, it is called 
a Ture game, and from that htuation he anuft throw the number 
that will exaftly carry his pieces into . the fpaeeiin itheicentre, which 
concludes the game. 

Chundel MunM. 

This game was invented by his majefty. The table referribles 
that for Ghowper, only that it is circular, and has fixteen lides, for 
as many people to play at. There are four dice, and the pieces 
move the fame as in tlie game of Ghowper. Whoever gets his pieces 
up firS, is paid by the other 'fifteen players, and the next by four- 
teen, and fo on, till the iaft, who pays every one. 

Cards. 

This is a well-known game. At lirft the pack confifted of 
twelve kings, with eleven cards dependent upon each, in 'the fol- 
lowing order. 

First, Aftiweput, the king of the horfes. He is painted on horfc- 
back, like the king of Dehly, with the Ghutter, the Alum, and 
other, enSgns of royalty. On another card is his Vezeer mounted 
on horfeback' and the other cards of this fuit have reprefentations of 
horfes, from one to ten each. Second, Gujput, the king of the ele- 
phants, is mounted on an elephant like the king of Orifl’a, His Ve- 
zeer is alfo on an elephant; and on the ten other cards are elephants. 
Third, Nurput, the king of men. Like the king of Beijahpoor, he 
is feated on a throne, and has different kinds of foldiers attending 

him 
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Rim on fool. Tlic Vozccr is fcalcd on a Scncicly (or cli.air); and llic 
ten other canls have foot-foldicr.': from one to (en each. Fourth, 
Gurhput, tl'.c king of tlie cafllcs, lie is fitting on a throne on tlic 
top of a cafile; his Vezeer on a Sendcly; and the otlicr cards Jiavc 
caftlcs. Fiftli, Dchnjnit, the king of the Ircafurcs. Under his il)ronc 
arc bags of gold and filver coins. Ilis Vazeer is feated on a .Sendely 
in like manner-, and on the other ten cards are vafes of gold and 
filver. Sixth, Dnljihut, the king of the warriors. He is feated on 
liis throne clad in armour, and furrounded by foldiers in coats of 
mail. Ilis Verccr is in armour on a Sendenly ; and the other ten 
cards have men in armour. Seventh, Newaput, the Icing of the 
boats. He is feated on a throne in a boat ; his Vezeer in like man- 
ner on a Sendcly ; and the ten oilier cards liave figures of boats. 
Eighth, Typut, is the figure of a queen feated on a throne, and 
furrounded by her handmaids. Her Vczecrcfs is on a Sendely; and 
the other cards, have the figures of women. Ninth, Surput, the 
king of the Dcwt.ahs (or cclcfiials), whom they call Indcr, feated 
on a throne. His Yezeer on a Sendely ; and on the ten other cards 
arc figures of Dewtahs. Tenth, Affurput, the king of the genii, 
is rcprcfenlcd by Solomon, the fon of David, feated on a throne. 
The Vezeer is on a Sendely ; and on the other ten cards arc figures 
of genii. Eleventh, Bunput, king of the -^vild bcafts, is the figure 
of a lion, with other beafis of prey. His Vezeer is reprefented by a 
tiger; and on the other ten cards arc different kinds of wild beafts. 
Twelfth, Ihput, the king of the fnakes, is a large fnake riding 
VOL. I. upon 
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upon a dragon. The Vezeer is a fnake mounted on another of its 
kind , and on the other ten cards are fnakes. Of thefe twelve fuits 
the firft fix are called Beellibur, and the laft fix, Kumbur. His ma- 
jefty has made confiderable alterations and improvements in this 
game. The pack of cards now confifts of eight fuits. Firft, the king of 
the gold coins is depi&ed in fuch a manner, that he feems to be bellow- 
ing the money upon thofe who ftand round the throne: His Vezeer 
is feated on a Sendely looking at the treafure , and on the other ten 
cards are reprefented the different officers of the mint. Second, The - 
king of the Berats (or grants) is feated on a throne, with his at- 
tendants prefenting grants of different kinds for his ratification. The 
Vezeer is feated on a Sendely with a regifter-book before him ; and 
on the other ten cards are the officers who are employed in drawing 
out thefe papers. Third, The king of the manufaftures, is looking 
at a Katafs ox loaded with raw filk, and filken fluffs. The Vezeer, 
on a Sendely,' is examining what goods are in ftore ; and on the 
other ten cards are different animals loaded with goods. Fourth, 
the king of the Chung, or harp, is liftening to a concert. The Ve- 
zeer, on a Sendely, is trying the abilities of fome’ muficians ; and on 
the other ten cards are different kinds of mufical performers. Fifth, 
the king of the filver coins, is giving away Rupees and other pieces 
of filver. The Vezeer, on ^a Sendely, is examining the coins; and 
on the other ten cards are the officers employed in the filver coinage. 
Sixth, the king of the fwords, is trying the temper of a blade. His 
Vezeer is examining the arfenal ; and on the other ten cards are dif- 
ferent 
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fcrcnt artificers employed in %vorking iron. Seventh, the king of 
tlic diadems is befiowing a crown. His Vezeer is preparing a 
crown •, and on llic oilier ten cards arc tailors, and fuch like. 
Eighth, the king of the haves, is mounted on an elephant : his 
Vcaccr is in a cliariot ; and on the other ten cards arc diherent 
kinds of haves, feme fitting, others falling down, fomc drunk, and 
others fober. Thefe, with the ordinary kinds of cards, chefs, and 
other delightful games, ferve to recreate the paradifical alTcmbly.

Am. nations compute time by days .and nights. The nnlunal day 
in Turan and in Euroj>e, is computed from noon to noon. In China 
and Chinefe Tarlary, they rcchon it from midnishl to midnighl. 
But the generality of pcojilc reckon from funfet to funfcl. Accor- 
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ding to the Hindoo pliilofopliers, the natural 'day is thus computed. 
In Jumkotc, which tliey make to be the eaftern extremity of- the 
globe, from funrife to fiinrife-: In Roomak, the weftefn extremity, 
from funfet to funfet.: In Lunka, the fouthern extremity, ; from 
•midhight to midnighf; and in Dehly they alfo reckon aftcr- thi? 
manner : In Suddapoor, the northern extremity, from noon to 
noon. The artificial day confifts of a complete revolution of the 
fun round the earth, without making any allowance for its .retro- 
grade motion.. Summarily, all nations, for the eafe of calculation, 
reckon by artificial days, which they divide into ' equal parts. In 
the aftronomical tables of Ncbatee, the difference between a natural 
•and an artificial clay is made to be fifty-nine degrees, eight feconds, 
eight thirds, and forty-fix fourths. The Ilkhanian tables- makes the 
difference the fame in the degrees and feconds, but fay, nineteen 
•thirds, forty-four fourths, two fifths, and thirty feven fixths. 
'Ulugh Beg and Naffereddeen agree with Ilkhan ih degrees, feconds, 
■and' thirds, but make forty-fi^ven fourths, and forty-three fifths. In 
Ptolomy’s tables, and in his Almageftum, the degrees and feconds are 
dhe fame as thofe; but he fays feventeen thirds, twelve fifths, and 
'thirty-one fixths. Thefe difagreeraents mufl have- arifen from the 
difference of fkill, or the defers of inftru'ments. 

■' The year and the feafons are computed from the fun’s revolution 
round the -Zodiac. From his quitting one point, till his return to 
to the fame again, is a year. The time that" he remains in one fign, 

'is called a folar month. The time that the moon takes in going 

from 
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■from one conjnnftion xvith tl)c fun lo another, or from one oppofi- 
tion loanoUicr, nr for h like, is callcti a lunar monlli. Twelve 
inohtlily revolutions of the moon, being nearly equal to one annual 
revolution of tl-.e fun, twelve lunar months arc called a lunar year, 
'i'hu^ both tl-.e year ami month arc folar and lunar, natural and ar- 
tsneial, 

Ts'tn natural year and month, arc when the revolution is com- 
plete; and the arlilicial, is wlicn th.c comjnitalion is made in days, 
and not in revolutions. 

■ Tttt; Ilindovee aflronomcrs divide the year into four parts, alot- 
itng each for a j'.srticular purjinfe.

The artificial lunar year is lefs- than the folar by lo days 55

month. And'ac'cording to the calculations in the Epheraerifes, this 
difference happens in the courfe of three years, or in two years and*, 
one month:. After the firft method of calculation, in every twelve 
months there is this cxcefs-, and in the year when it amounts to one. 
month, they reckon one month twice. According to the fecond 
way, the folar month wherein there are two conjunflions of the 
fun and moon, is reckoned twice ; and this double calculation never, 
happens but- from Chyle to Kenwar or Affin.

The Nary contains fix refpira- 
tions of a nian of a temperate habit, who is in perfeft health, and 
at reft.

Thus Ptolomy fays it is lefs by fourteen 
minutes and forty-eight feconds. Ilkhan makes the minutes the fame 
as Ptolomy, but fays thirty-two feconds and thirty thirds. Accord- 
ing to the Khathain calculation the minutes are the fame, but 36 
feconds, and 57 thirds, Ulugh Beg agrees in minutes, but fays 33 
feconds. Mohyeddeen Meghreby calculates 12 minutes. Nabatty fays 
13 minutes 36 feconds. -Mohyeddeen adds, that by fome of the Sy- 
romacedonian calculations it is made to be fomething more , and ac- 
cording • to others amongft them fomething lefs then fix hours, fo 
that a quarter of a day is about the medium.. . Others affert that the 
Syromacedonian obfervations have determined it to be exaSly fix 
hours.

The revenue arifing from Indigo, Kuknar, Pan, Turmeric, Sin-’ 
garhar, Hemp, Kutchalu, Kuddoo, Henna, Cucumbers, Badinjan, 
radlflies, carrots, Kerelaii, Tyndus and ICetcherah was ordered to be 
paid in ready money at the rates fet forth in the fubjoined tables. 

Peeowty, land,- when cultivated, pays thefamoFOvcnucasPoolcj.. 

His majefty out of his wifdom having fettled the revenues in the 
above favorable manner : alfo ordered that the Jehat or duties on ma- 
nuhidurcs which ufed to be.ten j)cr cent, flaould be reduced to 5 per 
cent. 

The Suddu-cy Putwaryi^^ ufed to be equally divided between the 
Putwary and the Cancongoo. The Putwary is employed on the part 
of the hufbandraan, to keep an account of his receipts and difburfe- 
ments, and no village is without one of thefe. The Canoongoo is 
the protector of the hufbandman, and there is one in every Pergun- 
nah. Now the Ganoongoo’s fliare of one per cent is remitted, and 
thefe officers are paid by government according to their rank. The firft 
has 50 Rupees, the fecond 30 Rupees and the third 20 Rupees per 
menfem, and they have a Jageer Tun equivalent thereto. Formerly 
it was a rule, that the Gomaflitahs of the Shekdar, of the Karkun, 
and thofe belonging to the Aumeen fliould receive daily 58 Dams 
Zabetaneh or cuftom, provided that in fpring they did not meafure 
lefs than two hundred, nor in autumn lefs tha.n two hundred and fifty 
Beegahs.

I^Ke-'ffoporiions in^which the revenues are collected jrom aBegahof Bunjer 
. dandpor four.yearsj after ’.which 'it ’becomes Poolej. 
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Now it is ordered that in Bunjer, there fhall be taken from each 
Beegah the firft year only one or’ two Seers *, the fecond year five 
Seers ; the third year the fixth of the produce, together with one 
Dam ; the fourth year a fourth of the produce ; and after that period 
asPoolej. But this indulgence differs according .to circumftances. The 
hufbandman may always pay his revenue in money or in kind, as 
he-may find mofl convenient. 

The. Bunjer land at the foot of mountains, and that in the per- 
gunnahs of Sembeleh.and Beratch do not continue in that flate, for 
fuch a quantity of new earth is brought with the inundation, that 
when the water fubfides, the foil is better than moft Poolej *, how- 
ever his majefty out of the abundance of his beneficence, reckons it 
only as common Bunjer. 

THE'hufbandman has his choice to pay the revenue either in ready 
money, or by Kunkoot, or by Behawely. 

Of the nineteen years ColleSiions (u). 

Careful and intelligent people have been continually employed 
in learning the current prices of every province of the empire \ and 
agreeably thereto grain has been received by government. 

The rates at which the revenue of a Beegah. of Poolej land was 
fixed, commencing at the fixth year or A. H. 968, and concluding 
with the 24th year of the reign, are particularized in the annexed ta- 
bles, which were made after the mofl; diligent invefligation (w).

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cure tlie current prices every year fram all parts of the kingdom, and 
the delays that this occafioned in making the fettlement', were pro- 
du6live of many inconveniences. Sometimes the hufbandman would 
cry out againft the exorbitancy, of the demands tliat were made upon 
them •, and on the other fide thofe who had Tunkhas to colleft would 
complain of balances. His majefty in order to remedy thefe evils 
effeflually, direfled that a fettlement. lliould be concluded for, ten 
years ; by which refolution, giving eafe to the people, he procured, 
for himfelf their daily blcffings. 

For the above purpofe, having formed an aggregate of' the rates-, 
of colleflion from die coroipencement of the 15th year of the reign 
to the twenty-fourth inclufive, they took a tenth part of that total: 
as the annual rate for ten years to, come.. 

From the tweritieth to the twenty-fourth year, the colleftions- 
were made upon grounds of certainty ;■ but the five former-ofles were . 
taken from- the reprefentations ofperfons of integrity ^.and moreover.- 
during that period the harvefts were, uncommonly plentiful, as may; 
b.e feen.in.the tables of the 19th years rates. 

I-NS-TRUCTIONS FOR THE OFFICERS., 

7he SepahJiUarf or Vjeeroy. 

He is his raajefty’s vicegerent The troops and fubjedts of' the- 
Soobah are under hismrders ; and the profperity thereof depends up-- 
ojci hisimpartial diftribution of juftice. In all his.aSions he muft ftrive ■ 
tft:j>leafe, the deity,., to whofe throne, it is his duty to, be inceffently- 

. • offering- 
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vice. If that fail, let him punifli with reprimands, threats, ira- 
prifonmenl, ftripes, or even amputation of limbs ; but he lhall not 
take away life till after the moft mature deliberation. He muft not 
ftain his tongue with abufe, for foul language belongeth to low and 
inconhderate people. Let him not make a praflice of affirming his 
words with an oath, for he will thereby make himfelf fufpefted for 
a liar, and fill his hearers with diftruft. In judicial inveftigations, let 
him not be fatisficd with witnefles and oaths, but make repeated and 
various enquiries, and pay due attention to phyfiognomy. Hemufl 
not entruft thefe inveftigations fo entirely to another, as to confider 
himfelf freed from all refponfibility therein. Verje. “ Refer not his 
“ caufe to the inveftigation of the Dewan ; for poffibly his complaint 
“ is againft the Dewan. ” 

Those who apply for juftice, let them not be afflifted with delay 
and expcftation. Let him ffiut his eyes againft offences, and accept 
the excufe of the penitent. Let him behave himfelf with befitting 
ftate and munificence. Let him odjeft to no one on account of his 
religion or feO:. Let him entruft each divifipn of the country to the 
care of an honeft upright man. Let the roads be made fafe by ftati- 
oning proper guards for the protedlion of the traveller, and let him 
continually receive information thereof. Let him appoint to offices 
men of worth, forefight and integrity, and not fuch as are avarici- 
ous. And if a fufficient number of fuch people are not to be found, 

• 

he lhall join in office feveral who are not acquainted or connefted to- 
gether •, and writing down the reprefentation of each, he muft en- 
deavour 
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Let him venerate thofe who- devote their lives to the-fervice of 
God, and refpefl; the Dervifiies and truly pious mendicants. Let 
him not confider imploring bleffings from the fun and venerating 
lamps as ignicoly. Let him accuftom himfelf to watching ; and fleep, 
and eat' with moderation. Let him employ himfelf in prayer at 
funrife, noon, evening and midnight. When he is at leifure from 
religious and worldly duties, he llaould perufe books of philofophy, 
and guide his a6lions by their precepts. If he is not in a temper of 
mind to relifh this ftudy, he may read the Mufneevy, regardlefs of' 
the letter, but conlidering the fpirit of the author. He ought alfo 
to cultivate his mind with the approved tales of the Keleilah Dum- 
nah, thus making the experience of ancient times his own. Let 
him liften to true theology, and not give attention to idle tales. 
Let him affociate with the wife, and thofe of good and friendly diL 
pofition and having feleSed from amongft them, a man of truth and 
integrity, direct him to give due attention to all his aflions, in order 
that whatever appears improper to him may be reprefented. by him 
in private. If at any time he milconceives a motive or aflion, he ihall 
not therefore be difpleafed at him, for it has long been matter of 
complaint that people are backward in fpeaking any thing that may 
be difagreeable to their fuperiors, and that it is difficult to find one 
who will benefit another to his own injury.' Let him not be hurried 
away by the reprefentations of flanderers, but exert his own circum- ' 
fpeftion on all occafions, becaufe men of bad charafler forge ftories,- 
and paffing themfelves off for men of integrity, and difintereftednefs, 

labour 
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Whenever a Zemeendar, or a colleftor of the royal or Jageer 
■ lands as difobedient, he fliall endeavour to bring him back to his duty 
by fair words,' and if they fail of producing the defired effe61, he lhall 
'take down in writing an account of his proceedings, in the prefence 
of the principal officers of government, and then inflift a proper 
punifhment. If a number confederate together, let him fix his quarters 
near to their abode, and poffefs himfelf of their men and property 
by degrees, without hazarding a general engagement. For a fervice 
which can be effefted by infantry, he fhall not employ cavalry. He 
muft not be precipitate in attacking a fort, but encamp his troops 
beyond the reach of its guns, and block up all the avenues thereto. 
Fie muft be' guarded againft their nightly Tallies, and he ought to 
provide a fafe retreat for himfelf. Let him be careful that the troops 
are relieved regularly. When he has pofTeffed himfelf of the ftrong 
hold of the rebels, he muft aft with fidelity in the divilion of the plun- 
der, a fifth part of which he fhall fend to the royal exchequer ■, and 
if after making the divifion there be any remainder, that fhall, alfo be 
the property of the ftate. Let him pay conftant attention to the 
horfes and accoutrements of the troops. If a trooper be without a 
horfe, his comrades lhall provide him with one at their joint expence. 
If a horfe is killed in battle, the trooper is to be mounted again at 
the expence of government. He muft fend regularly to the prefence 
a roll of, the troops who are prefent, and of thofe who are abfent. 
In all inftances , he muft exert himfelf in carrying into execution 
the royal regulations. 

Uhe 
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the nightly patroles, ■that,.,from'.,a',cdnfidence; in his vigilance, the 
inhabitants , of the city ipay fleep'at eafe, and every attempt of the 
wicked be prevented or fruftrated. It is his, duty to.' keep a fegifteF 
of all the houfes, apd; frequented roads; Andihcjlhall. caufc' the inr-. 
habitants to enter into engagements to aid and, allift, and to. be par-. . 
ta.kers in the joy or forrow/ of each, other. And' he £h.Bl divide the 
city into Mehals (or quarters), and nominate a proper perfon to the 
fuperintendance thereof, under whofe. feal he lhall receive a journal 
of ,vy;ha]tey,ei' conies in. or goes out of that quarter, together with every 
other informa, tipn. regarding it.. He fhall alfp appoint for fpies over 
the. conduQ: of .the Meer Mehal, a, perfoniof that quarter, and another 

•vyho is unknown to him ; and keeping their reports in writing, 

\ 

be. guided thereby. Travellers whofe perfons are. not known, he" 
fh,all caufe to. Aight at a feparate Serai,, and he lhall employ intelli- 
gent people, to- difcover who they are. He muft carefully attend 
to the incpnie and expences of every man. His own conduft muft 
be upright and. ftriftly honeft ; and he muft make himfelf acquainted 
w.ijth;everyitranfaSion,, Out of each clafs of artificers, he lhall feleft- 
on,e.t,d)be-, at their head,; and, appoint another their broker for buying; 
and, . felling, ■ and regulate the bufinefs of the clafs by their re^ 
ports. And they lhall regularly furnifli him with journals attefted 
by their refpeftive feals. He lhall endeavour to keep free from ob- 
ftruftions the fmall avenues and' lanes, .fix barriers at the entrances,, 
and fee that the ftreets are kept clean. When night is a little ad- 
vanced,. he lhall hinder people from coming in, and going out of the 

city^ 
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one, nor admit of people being fold for flaves. He Ihall not allow 
a. woman to be burnt contrary to her inclination. He fliall not fuf- 
fer any one to be empaled. He lhall not permit any one to be cir- 
cumcifed under the age of twelve years, but after that period, they 
may be- left to their own difcretion. Let him expel from the city 
all hypocritical Mallungees and calenders, or make them quit that 
courfe of life •, but he muft be careful not to moleft reclufe worfhip- 
pers of the deity, nor to offer violence to thofe who refign themfelves 
to poverty through religious principles. Let him fee that butchers, 
thofe who wafh dead bodies, and others who perform unclean offices, 
have their dwelling feparate from other men,, who Ihould avoid the 
fociety of fuch ftony-hearted, dark -minded wretches. Whofoever 
drinketh out of the fame cup with an executioner, let one of his 
hands be cut off*, or if he eateth of his kettle, deprive him of one of 
his fingers. Let him fee that the cemetry be withoutfide the city, 
in the weftern quarter. Let him prohibit the difciples fzj, from 
mourning in blue veftments, ordering them to wear red cloaths up- 
on fuch occafions. From the firft till the nineteenth of the month 
Ferverdeen ; during the whole of Aban-, on the firft day of every 
folar month *, on feftivals.; on days of eclipfes of the fun and moon, 
and on fundays, let him prohibit men from flaying beafts, except it 
be for feeding animals ufed in hunting, or for fick people as neceffi- 
ty may require. Let him have the place of execution withoutfide the 
city. • Let him fee that the Ilahee feftivals are duly obferved, and 
on .the night of the new year •, and that the 19th night of the.month

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.cempetent knowledge of its various properties, for there is a great 
difference in the value of land ; and fome foils are only capable of 
being cultivated for particular purpofes. Let him learn- the charac- 
ter of every hulbandman, and be the immediate proteflor of that 
clafs of our fubjefls. He lliall acquaint himfelf with, and maturely 
confider, the condufl; of former Aumils; and if they appear to have 
been guilty of inconfideratenefs or diffionefty towards the hufband- 
man, he muff ftriye'to remedy the evils they may have occalioned. 
Let 'him endeavour to bring the wafte lands into cultivation, and be 
careful that the arable lands are not negledted. Let him^romote 
the cultivation of fuch articles as will produce general profit, and 
utility, with a view to which, he may allow fome remiflion from 
the general rate of colleftion. If an hulbandman cultivates a lefs 
quantity of land than he engaged for, but, produces a good excufe 
for fo doing, let it be accepted. If an hulbandman is able to culti- 
vate more Bunjer land than may happen to be in his own particu- 
lar village, he. lliall be'allowed land'in fome other place. Let hinr 
ufe the utraoft^-circumfpeRionj and impartiality in meafuring the 
lands. He lliall annually , affift the hulbaiidman with loans of mo-- 
ney. Let him fee that his demands do not exceed his agreements. , 
If in the fame. place fome want to engage by meafurement, and 
pt^iers defire to pay their ,piiq,portion [of. the revenues from an efti- 
mate of the c'rpps, fuch contrary propofals fliall not be accepted. Ai 
foon as the agreements are concluded and executed, let them be fent 
to the prefence. Let him not’ be covetous of receiving money only, 

but 
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cipal men of the village with making the eftiraates of Kunkoot, for 
fuch a meafure, by giving room for oppreffion, would create difguft, 
and confequently occafion indolence and negledt. But on the contrary 
let him tranfaft his bufinefs with each hufbandman feparately ; and 
fee that the revenues* are demanded and received with affability and 
complacency. He muft take fecurities for the condufl; of the land 
meafurers, weighmen, and other officers in this department.

And befides the above he ffiall pay them their monthly falaries. 
They ffiall fix a mark upon the land they have meafured. 

The Aumil ffiall take a written obligation from the principal in- 
habitants to difcover any difference that may happen in the crops. 
If at the time of making the meafurement, he meets with a parcel 
of bad land, he ffiall immediately make an eftimate of the quantity, 
and quality, and give the paper to the hufbandman, by way of cer- 
tificate. If fuch difcovery be made after gathering the harveft, he 
ffiall colleft information from the neighbours of that place, as well 
as from the Putwarees accounts, and allow what may appear to be 
the medium. 


The 
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flated periods, that there may be no plea for employing intermedi- 
ate mercenaries. Whenever there is a plentiful harveft, let him 
colleft the full amount of revenue, and not leave any balances to be 
realized from future crops. If any one does not cultivate Kherajec 
land, but keeps it for pafturage, let there be taken yearly, from a 
buffaloe 6 Dams, and from an ox 3 Dams, but calves lhall be per- 
mitted to graze without paying any duty. For every plough there.- 
"lhall -be allowed four oxen, two cows, and one Buffaloe i, from 
whom' likewife no duty fliall be taken for pafturage. 

He lhall himfelf keep' an exaft account of whatever is paid inta 
the treafury •, and having compared it with the journal of the Kar- 
kun, caufe it to be authenticated by the treafurer. Having fafte'ned 
and Tealed up the money bags, let them be depoftted in a fafe place^ 
on the door of which there fliall be feueral Locks of different con- 
ftrudions •, he lhall keep one of the keys himfelf, and the others are 
to be in the charge of the officers of the treafury. At the end of 
every month, he lhall take from the Tepukchy, an account of re- 
ceipts and dilburfeiiients, and fend it to the prefence. Whenever two 
Lacks of Dams are colleSed together, they are to be fent to the prin- 
cipal treafury, under charge of a trufty perfon. Let him give direfti- 
ons to the Putwary of every village, that whenever there be any ba- 
'lance in favor of the fubjeft, he be furnilhed with a memorandum 
■fpecifying the particulars thereof ; and he lhall alfo be direfted to 
‘draw out an exaft account of the balances due to government, with 
^the names of the perfons indebted, which fliall be flgned by the prin- 
cipal 
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ture. And at tKe end of the year, let there be fent to the prefence,- 
under the feal of the Aumil, the Mujemmel (or abftraS) and the 
Jammabundy, (or particular account of alTeCTment). If any placc- 
has been attacked and plundered, let a calculation be made of the. 
lofs fuftained in cattle and efFefls, -which is to be entered in the jour- 
nal, and the circurnftances reprefented to the prefence. When the 
feafon for making the colle£lions is concluded, he lhall draw out an 
account of what remains due from the country, which he fhall de- 
liver to the Aumil, and fend a .copy to the prefence. In cafe of 
difmiflion from ofhce, ihe Iltall deliver over to the new Aumil an. 
account of' the balances, of revenue and Tekavy, and; after having, 
fatisfied him regarding thofe particulars, take an abft'raft thereofj 
and repair to the prefence. 


7’he Ttreafurer. 

The treafury Ilaall be fituated near the relidence of the principal . 
officer of government. The treafurer lhall not demand from the huf- 
bandman any particular kind of coin, but receive Mohurs, Ru- 
pees, and copper of every fpecies.. No Serf fhall be taken upon the- 
coins of the prefent reign that are of full weight •, and if any of them 
are fhort in weight the deficiency only is to be made up. The, coins 
of former reigns fhall be received as bullion. The money fhall be 
carefully kept, with the knowledge of the Shekdar and -Karkun : It, 
lhall be counted every evening, and a memorandum thereof figned 
by the Aumil. His accounts are to correfpond with thofe of the 

Karkun,
